The wall of this 
Quire was of pure gold, excellent faire and curiouſly grauen: In 
this wal of the moſt holy quire there was a gate made all of gold 
which had two lcaues or little dores that opened & ſhut,very cu- 
riouſly emboſſed , through which dores men went into the moſt 
holy Quire,' where the Lord did anſwer by Yrimand T hammin, 
there the Cherubims ſtood, and before that gatethere did hang 
arich Vaile or Cutitain which was made of fine ſfilke,wouen very 
artificially,wherein therewas wrought the picure of the Cheru- 
bims,with Necdle-workecof divers colours.

Before the moſt ſacred Quire there was builded towards the 
Eaſt a place within the Temple —— Ells in length,

by thewhich men went vpto the Chamber of the Temple , and 
there all the ſmall Veſſels and other things belonging to. the 
Temple were kept, The roofes of theſe Galleries were all plated 
ouer with gold, but that part was ſomewhat lower than the prin- 
Cipall part of the Temple. The Windowes of the Temple were 
wide within and narrow without. The gates of the Templewere 
made of pure gold, fiue and twenty Ells high, and fixteene Ells 
broad; but eſpecially the gate that ſtood Eaſtward in the Tem.

Theferhree porches went foure ſquare round about the Tem- 
ple,as the Temple ir ſelte was, and betwcene theſe porches there 
were alſo ſpaces left, ſupported with pillars of marble, and cloſe 

aboue the head for men to walke vnder when it rained, which 
were all made of Cedar and Cypreſle wood, and of marble ſtone 
beautificd with gold.

Abour this time was the feaſt of the Paſſcouer,and it fell vpen |; 
the fourteenth day of Aprill,being the Sabboth ; tothe celebra- þ 
tion whereof, there reſorted to ITeruſalem, about three hundred *? 
thouſand Iewes. Theſe the enemy gaue way toenter into the Ci- | 
tie ; but confidering their preſent neceſſitic for want of viauals, | 
vpon a ſuddain drew vp their forces, and ſo ſtraightly beleagered 
them that all this huge multitude was (as it were) imprifoned | 
within the wals,wherepartaking of the former miſery,they either | 
died by the plague or famin. Whence may be perceiued themar- | 
gellous prouidence of God,that euenon the ſame day,and inthe } 
very fame place, where but eight and thirtie yeares before our | 
Sauiour Chriſt ſuffered, the authors of ſuch crueltie ſuffered a 
moſt juſt and ſegere revenge, Now as the army of the Romans * 
lay vpon the North of the Citie, Tits drew out a band of fix Þ 
hundred horſe toride about, to behold and view the walls of the | 
Fowne : but as he was in this manner wondring ar the ſumpru- | 
ouſneſſe of the Citie,the Tewes in great multitudes flipt our ar a |

Theother 
part of the army warintrenched right againſtthe Tower Hip- 
picus not farre from the Garden of the refurreRtion. And the 
third part had their Caſtle in the Mount of Oliues, ſome fiue fur. 
longs or thereaboutrs from the Citie, Then did hee build Bul-. 
warkes, make Engines, and wonderfultdeuiſes,for the battering 
of the. Walls ; and combining himſelfe with ſome of the Iewes, 
vponthe ſeuenth day of the ſecond moneth, which anſwereth to 
the moneth of May, with great ditficuſtie and much labour en- 
tred the firſt Wall which lay vpon the North, and woon Mount 
Bezitha and Neapolie. Vpon the twelfth of the fame monerh 
* (which was the Sabborh day) hee entred the ſecond wall, which 
| diuided the ſuburbs: but this was againe the ſame day recouered 
by the vertue of the Iewes, ſothat rhe Iewes were conſtrained to 
fight vpon the Sabboth day, according to the prophecie of our 
Saviour Chriſt, Matt. 24. But after vpon the ſixteenth of this 
moneth of May,the Romans againe recouered this wall and kept 
it in-their owne cuſtody. 4 :, 

' Withina while after in the month of Fune(abour this rime the 
famine growing intollerable within the towne) T/tus in the ſpace 
E ofthree daies, compaſſed in the whole citie of Ieruſalem with a 
Z Wiall,and vpon that ſet Towers and Caſtles, leſtany of the Iewes 
 fhould flye to ſave rhemfelues. Thus was the prophecie of our

of. lamentable tragedies : The markets were-vnfrequented with 27 
Carne; the vials, with violence conſumed and taken from the * 
true owners. And if it chanced that ſome one had more than *® 
would ſerue his turne, though he dwelt ina faireand ſtately buil- Z 
ding,yet the remoteſt roome and moſt vafrequented he made his 7 
tabernacle, and tbar little which was left, with great parcimonie j 
he conſumed,together with his life, till both were ended. Thoſe © 


that were Fathers and Senats of the people (though before ſer- 
ued and attended with reuerenced and great ſtate) in this conſu- 
ſion was glad of a ſmall mortel},though with much contention.

All loue and modeſtie, through thisextreme and intollerable * 
famine, became vrterly extin&,and the deereſt friends would kill © 
one anotherfor a cruſt of bread ; the faireſt Lady commir open * 
adalrery for a little ſuſtinance. Their food was extraordinary,and 7 
ſuch as mendid loath and hate : Some would feed vpon fnailes : 
and wormes, others of old hay chopr ſmall ; many ate corneei- | 
ther vnground or made into bread: ſome pluckt the meat from | 
the ſpit raw,others with their teeth gnaud off the leather off their. | 
ſhields : And that very mouth which cried, Cracifie him, crucifie 
him, let his bloud be pon ws. and onr children, was conftrained to ® 
feed vpon three ſorts of dung, that is toſay, Doues dung, Oxens * 
dung, and Mans dung, Moreouer, many were conſtrained for © 
meere neceſlitie, to feed vpon the dead bodies of ſuch, as alittle | 
before dyed, partly by famine, partly by the peſtilence. And to |

There died by the famine and peſtilence an innumerable num- 
ber, by fire and ſword ten hundred thouſand : 2000 were found 
that either killed themſelues, or one killed another, 7900 were 
taken captiues,of theſc,all the ſeditious theeues that accuſed one 
another, were {laine by Frentonins Ceſar, Titus freed many, 7000; 
werc ſent into Zgypr, with extreme labuur to conſume and die, %

one in the place of the aſcention of Chriſt:and Conſtantine her fon 
richly adorned the Sepulchre,and ouer it built a ſtately Temple 
all of poliſht marble, richly gilt with gold, ſothart to this day it 
remaines as the chiefe ornament of the town, In this mans time 
the Iewes with great boldneſle indeauoured torebuild the Tem- 
ple iuſt in the place where it ſtood before : butat the commande- 
ment of the Emperour they were repelled, and in recompence of 
their preſumption had their cares cut offand their noſes ſlit, be- 

cauſe they had eares and would not heare, neither obey the com- 

mandement of our Sautor. 

Bur as the Emperor was religious,and endeauored to ſupport 
Chriſttanitie,ſohis ſucceflor 7u{ianwus was as full of impieticand 
prophaneneſſe; who that he might fruſtrat the prophecie of our 
Sauior, That Ieruſalem ſhould neuer be built again,in contempt 
cauſed the Iewes to aſſemble together , and with all expedition 
reſtore it to its former glory,giuing the vetermoſt of his helpe to 


| their endeauours. Burt as they were ſerioully labouring inthis 


work,of a ſudden there came a great carthquake,and looke what 
they had built was by thatquite ouerrurned ; then fire came our 
of the earth and from heauen , which deſtroied both the matrer 
and the Workemen. And that the Iewes nor any Philoſophers 
might impure it to a natural cauſe, there was ſeen in the heauens

In the moneth of O ober the ſame yeare, ablaſing Starre of 
maruellous bigneſſe appeared towards the South : it ſeemed to 
be like a waving ſword, foreſhewing nodoubt the deſtruction of 
all thoſe that went about to re-eſtabliſh this carthly Ieruſalem. 


” Immediatly after the Feaſt of the Natiuitieof Chriſt, all the 


Chriftians of the Eaſt countries vpon Candlemas day came out 
of Syria,buteſpecially out of Antiochia,to Ieruſalem, 8 in the 
Temple of the holy S::pulchre conſecrated their Biſhops and 
Choraſters,and with one conſent ſung 1/uminare Teruſalem, They 
tooke alſoall the Cities,Caſtles,and Villages,and over them ſet 
Biſhops ; created foure Principalities,one at Ieruſalem, another 
at Antiochia,a third at Ediſſa,a fourth at Tripoly, Alſo certain 
Earledomes and Baronies, as at Brito, Zidon, Czſarea,Galilee, 
Ioppa, and Aſcalon. All theſe were appointed to pay tributeto 
the King of Ieruſalem, All this was done in the yere ofour Lord,

with war,or ele plagued them with famine, in ſuch an extreame *

Frederick Barbaroſſus may be an example of the ſe calamities -| 


who with a great army making, an expedition to Ieruſalem,as he © 
was traue!ling through A4/:ammor his horſe ſtarted and flung him © 


into the riucr,where he died miſerably ere he could be ſaued, Ma- 
ny other Princes, beſides in the like enterpriſe came tothe like 


ends ; for they were either deftroicd by the Barbarians, with the , 


lofſe of thouſands of their men cruelly ſlain, or vtterly deftroied ,

Now when the Emperour Fredericke the ſecond of that name 


had beſeeged and broughtto great miſcrie the Sultan of Egypt, © 


and rhe Knights Templershad done the like to Damicta, Corderis 
the Sultans ſon beat downe the walls of [eruſalem,and had itnor 


bin for the great lamentations and crneſt entreaties of the Chri- | 


ſtians, he would haue deſtroied the city;but for their ſakes he left 


ſtanding Solomons Temple, and the Temple of the holy Sepul- , 


chre;forat this time Chriſtians inhabit in them, 
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Of the City ABlia or Jeruſalem. 


Withina while after, about the yeare 1228, Frederichethe ſe- 
cond of that name, Emperor of Rome,went to the holy land with 
agreat army, and cameto Ptolomais, otherwiſecalled Acon, 
where ſtaying awhile, he madea leaguewith the Sultan of Egipt 
for ten years,regained Ieruſalem without drawing ſword, 8 was 
there crowned in the yeare 1229, keeping at that rime in Ieruſa- 


lema royal Eaſter. This man fortified the Chriſtians witha gar. 


riſon,rebuilt Nazareth and Ioppa,and ſoreturned into Italy. 

In the yeare 1246, Caſſanus King of the Tartars being perſua- 
ded by the Sultan, with a great army inuaded Iudza, won Ieru- 
ſalem,cauſed the Chriſtians to be cruelly ſlaine, beat downe the 
holy Sepulchre eucn to ſmall pieces,and letr bur lirtle ſtanding. 
It was after this deſtroyed by T amerlaine King of the Tartars,and 
by cMahomer the ſecond of that name, Emperour of the Turkes., 
But the Monkes had leaue to build vpthe holy Sepulcre againe, 
m the which they payed to the Sultan or his Deputy a yearely 
rrioute, 3 

In the yeareof our Lord 15 16, Selymw Emperor of the Turks, 
abour the twenty fourth day of Auguſt,neere to Damaſcus ouer- 
came Campſon Gaurus Sultan of Egypt in a cruell Warre,and put 
to death many thouſands of his men; and the Sultan himſelfe 
ſeeking to ſaue his life by flight was miſerably (laine, This Se- 
lym conquered the Holy Land, Syria, Damaſcus, and all the 
Countries thereabouts and as he went through Iudza, leauing 
his Army at Gaza, with a few of bis Souldiers he went to Ieru. 
ſalem,that he might ſeewith his eyes that place which was made 
ſo famous by the antient Writers, and was ſooften mentioned 
inthe O1d and New Teſtament. But when he came he found no- 
thing but a ruinate and waſte place, barrenand rude to looke vp- 
on, inhabited by a few poore Chriſtians, and they alſoheld in 
great contempt and bondage, payinga great tribute to the Sul- 
tan of Egypr, for their liberty and the holy Sepulchre,as P. loutus 
writeth. Bur after that Se/ymas in that place had: done his Offe- 
rings and Sacrifices tohis god Mahomed, ſeeing the Prieſts and 
Chriſtians preſt with extreme pouertie,out of his ſinzular mercy 
and compaſſion gaue thema large and ſumprtuons gift, when hee 


bad ſtayed but one day and one night in the Towne, The next 
| morning,

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morning before day he went with all expedition to his Army at 


Gaza, & from thence into Egypt,where he beſieged the grearand 


famous city. Alcaire,and inthe yeare 15 17 took it,conquered-all 
the country,vtterly extirpated the Sultan,and went away with an 
honorable viory and rich booty. From this yeare euen till now, 
the towne of Alia or Ieruſalem 1s vnder the juriidition of the 
Turks. Thus may we ſee how often,and with what miſerable ca. 
lamiries this ciry hath bin afli&ed;even fince the firſt deſtracti- 
on by Yeſþaſian,which makes cuident the great iudgment of God 
not only vpon the Iews, but alſo vpon the earth where they inha- 
bired,for their infidelitic and vamercifull cruelty,

The deſcription of Ieruſalem and the ſcituationthereof 
' asit 15 now intheſe times. 


He former incurſions and common deſolations leauing this 
town ruined and ſpoiled for want of inhabitants, it became 
a deſart and forſaken place ; onely ſome few Chriſtians, ci- 
ther out of the zeale of religion, or for vulgar oſtentation,to ſhew 
that there had bin a town, dwelt there : and thus it continued vn- 
till the yeare 1542. at which time So/ymar the great Turk,either 
in reſpe& of the ſtrengrh of the place,or in hope of profit,or elſe 
roger himſelfe aname,with great coſt and labor re-edified it, ſet 
vp many ſtately buildings and ſumptuous houſes, beaurified ir 
with two coſtly Temples, the one the Temple of So/omor, and 
the other the holy Sepulchre, inlarged the extent thereof, 'and 
ſeared itvpon high hils. After all this, compaſt it about with a 
ſpatious and thicke wall, and vpon that placed many ſtrong and 
ſtately cowers,wherein there ſtands eight gates,v:/7.the fiſh gate, 
the Old gate, S. Stephens gate (ſocalled becaulc they ſay S.Ste- 
phen went out by that gate when hee was ſtoned) the Angle gate, 
the Dung gate,the Sheep gate,the Golden and Fountaine gates, 
Thus the antient city,and that which the Emperor Adrian built, 
being both deſtroied,in another place is ſet vp again. So that be- 
tween both, this new city ſtandeth, and the firſt city begins to be 
again inhabited,

'F His Temple lieth vpon the Weſt within this new towne,at 
firſt fairely built by the Emperor Conſtantine, but deſtroyed 
by Caliphas Sultan of Egypt: then by the Emperours of Con- 
ſRantinople rebuilt,which continueth to this day.

Mo Sion is placed toward the South of Ieruſalem, where * 
uenat this day the Monks vndertake to ſhew the ruines of Þ 
Dazuids Tower,the ſepulchres of the Kings of Iſrael, and many o- | 
ther holy places. But P. 070i and other Hiſtorians write, How | 


inthe time of Adrian Ceſar there happened a greatearthquake in 
ſuch a terrible maner, that the mountain of Sion with the ſepul- 
chre of Dauid tel down and were vtterly defaced. Further all true 
Hiſtorians do write, That Adr/ay the Emperour did ſo much de- 
face the City,that hee left not a ſtone ſtanding vpona ſtone,nay 
not awhole ſtone, but all were broken into ſmall pieces ; and yer 
notwithſtanding pilgrimsare ſo mad and blind, that they go thi- 
ther with gteat pains to ſeeke thoſe holy places,wherewhen they 
come, with the expence of a great deale of time, in recompence 
of their pains are madea laughing ftocke tothe Kings of Teruſa- 
lem,and find nothing but teigned and ſappoſed holy places and 
buildings:ſince the words of our Sautor manifeſt, That there ſhal 
not be a ſtone left vpon a ſtone which ſhall not be broken to pieces. And 
Borchardus the Monk faith, That the Romans cauſed the Temple 
and other princely buildings,together with the mountains, to be 
thrown downe and caſt into the vallies,with which being filled, 
thereremaineth not ſo much as an Emblem of the old Citie, 
From whence may euidently appeare , That thoſe places which 
arcnow ſheen to Pilgrims by the Monkes of Ieruſalem , arc 
: 8 meercly 
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meerly fuborned and feigned, on purpoſe ro deceiue them & get 
their mony. They are very ſimple therefore that go to Ieruſalem 
ſeeke their ſaluation in ſuch places, And as for the Sepulchre(as 


{ is aforeſaid) the Tartars beat it all in pieces; ſo that this monu- 
| mentof our Lord is not tobe found vpon the earth. Wherefore 


our Sauiour Chriſt is no more tobe ſought among the dead, bur 
in the ſacred monument of his holy word, for there he hath pro- 


{ miſed to make evident his divine preſence,&c. 


Of the Sets that ave in and about the Temple of the 
holy Sepulchye, 


| FN andabout the church which is built over the holy ſepalcre 


vpon mount Calvarie, there are at this day many of diuers 


2 nations and countries which inhabit,ofdiuers opinions and Reli- 
> gions. Andalthough they differ in material points of their faith, 
| yerwould they beal Chriſtians:of which number there are ſome 
| Latines, Greekes, Abiſines, Armenians, Gregorians, Neſtorians, 


Surians,and Iacobins. 

The Latines for the moſt part are ſuch as wee call Franciſcaty Larincs. 
Monks,Obſeruants,or Friers. Theſe haue the keeping of the holy 
Sepulchre,and locke to it very diligently ; where ſomtimes they 
make a certain number of Knights of the noble Order of $.10hns 
Templers, with many ceremonies and great ſolemnities. Theſe 
Knights aregirtwith a ſword all gilt,hanging in a red velvet gir. 
dle; achain of gold is put vpon them worth about 100 Hunga- 
rian duckets, at the end whereof there hangs a Ieruſalem Crofle 
of gold. This kind of croſſe alfo they are permitted toweare vp. 
on theirarmes and clothes ; then haue they a paire of gilt ſpurres 
with velvet tyings. But before they are admitted into this order, 
they muſt ſiveare vpon the holy Sepulchre ro maintain & defend 
the docrine of the Pope. | 

The Grecians that are there be alſo Monkes, and doe inhabit Grecians: 
within the Temple ofthe holy Sepulchre;but they have the kee- | 
ping of the place where our Sauior Chriſt was crucified,and dit- 
fer from the Romaniſts. For they belecue firſt, That the holy 


Ghoſt proceedeth from the Father and nor the Sonne, ans ly,

Cregorians, 


they giue the Sacraments in both kinds , thirdly, they hold nor 
the Pope to be head ofthe Church , fourthly, they deny Purga- 
cory and prayer for the dead ; fiftly,they ſing Maſe in their own 
language that euery man may vnderſtand it,but they obſerue ſe- 
uen Sacraments as the Romaniſts do. They teach men to pray to 
and call vpon Saints, they yearly obſerue two ſtrict faſting daies, 
and eat no fleſh vpon Saturdaies. 

The reſt of the Grecians that are through the Eaſt parts leaue 
mariage free,as well for the Clergy as Lairy, and condemne the 
Latine Prieſts becauſe they marry not. They allow nograuen 
images in their Churches, but in ſome places of their Churches 
they haue faire painted pictures hanging. They approue not the 
Pope, but hauea Patriarch for their high Biſhop,which Patriark 
is greatly reuerenced,and much honored in Conſtantinople, 

The Abiffins be ſuch as are of Prefter 70hns gouernment: their 
complexion is browne , their habitation is in the Temple vpon 
mount Calvary,on the Eaſt ſideof the Church dore : They alſo 
approue not the Pope,bur allow Prieſts to mary,and giue the fa. 
crament in both kinds; yet there are many ſeas and opinions a- 
mong them, forbearing thoſe meats forbidden in the 01d Teſta- 
ment : they circumciſe both male and female,which the Iews do 
not ; they obſerue our Saturday for their Sabbath , they baptiſe 
their children with fire,of which I will ſpeake more hereafter, in 
the deſcription of the towne of Saba. 

The Armeniansare Chriſtians, and come out of Armenia 
their dwelling is in a Chappell vpon mount Sion neere to Saint 
Tames his church , they deny the Pope tobe head of the Church: 
they miniſter the Sacraments in both kinds;their Prieſts marry; 
they forbeare the meats torbidden inthe old Teſtament, They 
hauea kinde of cuſtome, to whine and cry by the graues of the 
dead,vpon Twelfth day they keep a great feaſt, and the next day 
begins their Lent,which they keep ſtrialy, and eat neither cggs 
nor fiſh, nor any liuing thing during that time: They obſerne 
Wedneſdayes and Fridayes, they preach,fing and ſay their Ser- 
uice intheirown tongue;they deny prayer for the dead,and Pur- 
gatory;they all weare hats with blew hat-bands, 
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Trapezunta vpon the Euxinian Sea, Their Prieſts marrie, but if 
theirwiaes die they muſt not marric againe, They dwell in Fery- 
ſalem, in the Charch —_ mount Caluarie, where Chrift after 
his reſurre&ion ſhewed himſelfe like a Gardner vato Marie 
Mardalen. 


The Neftorian heretickes, who now are found in great num- Neſtorians; 


bers in Niniuie, which at this day is calſed Moſſell, and in other 
places thereabout, doe yet hold the herefie of Neftorias there 
maſter, and teach, That Chriſt had ewonatures, and thathe hath 
two perſons,and that Marie was not the mother of God, but that . 
ſhe bare Chriſt who was man onely : about their Hats they were 
fleſh- coloured hatbands, -Some of their Prieſts are found ro 
dwell in the Temple of monnt Caluarie. 


The Surians follow the Grzcian Chriſtians,touching the moſt Suriars, 


of their opinions;they reſpe& not much their religion;for in re- 
ard of their pouertic they are forced toworke for day wages vn- 
der the Turks. Some ofthem alſo dwell in Ierufalem in achurch 
called S. Marks, which ftandeth in the place of the houſe where 
John (Marke dwelt,where the Apoſtle Peter knockt when the An- 
gell led him outof priſon, 


The Se ofthe Iacobins are refident ina Chappell which ftan- xacobi: s; 


deth behind the Sepulchre. They take that name of 7acob the He- 
reticke,who was a Diſcipleof the Patriarch of Alexandria;they 
arc wauering and vnconſtant among themſelues,and are here and 
there found in Indza, Zgypr, and Barbarie, diuided into many 
Seas; for ſome of them bold with Eztichws and Hacharws,who 


. Baſcribe one nature to Chriſt, which is the Godhead,and denie the 


manhood. Someof them circumciſe their children, fome baptiſe 
them with fire, and make a croſſe vpon their faces, Of this fierie 
baptiſme you ſhall reade more hereafter in the deſcription of the 
Citie of Saba. 

Hereby you may note, how the temple of the = Sepulchre 
in Ierufalem is filled with many SeQs, who altogether giue and 
pay tribute to the Emperour of the Turkes ; whereby you may 
ſee that Chriſt willbe no more ſought in the holy Sepulchre,but 
rather in the holy Euangeliſts, where he ſuffereth himſelfe robe

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of them both yoog and old at certaine times of che day,ſay pray- 
ers, They haue no new kinde of doarine,but imbrace the Prieſ(t- 
hood of Moſes : They dwell in the deſarts and vemoſrparts of Tu. 
dza neerceto the lake Aſphaltites,and in the garden of Balm neer 
lericho, where the anticnt Prophers Elias and Fliſews had their 
ſchools,whoſe diſciples were called the children of the prophets. 
Thele three ſes began in Iudas Macthabews time, loſephl,z.c.18. 

The Geniſteis are faid to be thoſe that do certainly affirm, that 
they are of the poſteritie of C2H6br4ham, although they haue loſt 
their genealogies,& cannot proue it. Theſecall chemſelues great 
and noble, and are of the ſtocke of thole that in the captinitie of 
Babylon married the wiues of other nations :of which you may 
reade in Nehem, Sothatthey are halfe Gentiles, balfe Iewes, and 
account themfelues ro be of the Nobilitie, 

The Morboneis very ſolemnly obſerue the Saboth,which ma- 
ny others that are flatterers of the Turkes and Saracens doe not : 
there are a great company of theſe; for almoſt all the Iewes doe 


very ſuperſtitiouſly celebrate the Saboth:and therfore they take 
wed their name partly froma Multitude, and parly from Vſurie ; for 


ebrew qgnivcae multitude, and T7 arebah Y (uric. 
Mcriſteisare thoſe Iewes that diuidethe Scripture,and ſay the 
Prophets ſpoke not all with one ſpirjt gand what they liſt they 
make Scripture,and what they liſt they leaue out: and therefore 
J the Grecians call them Meriſtein, which ſignifies todiuide, 
 Thereare alſo others in theſe our times that are Iewes too, but 
they are called Samaritanes, which onely approue of the Moſai- 
call law,and rcje& the reſt ofthe Scriptures and Prophets. Theſe 
are ſo called from Keeping : for this word Schamar properly lig- 
nifies to preſerue or keepe a ſpeech in heart, and hath therefore a 
certaine congruitic and confonance with the Latine word Sermo: 
Wſo that Schamar in Hebrew, and Sermo in Latine, are much what 
of one fignification, 

But all the Iewes, except the Saduces haue one faith ; they 
thinke they may fulfill the commandements, and by their owne 
workes be iuſtified and purchaſe eternall life. They deny the Tri- 
nitic and Chriſt, and dobelecue that their Meſ7as 1s yet tocome, 


FJ and ſhall bring them backe againe into the land of Promile, 
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of the Saracens and Turkes which inhabit in Iernſalem : of 
their faith and religion. 

« He Saracens area people of Arabia the ftony;of the poſte- 

ritie of 7ſbmacl the ſon of Hbraham, which he begat of Ha- 

gar. From whence mT rightly called 4ga7ins, notwithſtan. 

ding they had rather bee called Saracens. Others call them 

$aracens,a Saraca,which is a part of Arabia the ſtony, It ſeemeth 

therefore that theſe people tooke their name from a principality, 

for Sarar in Hebrew is the ſame that Principatam 7eſiit is in La. 

tine,or if you will, Principatum obtinaic which ſign ifies (toobraine 

Principalitie.) And therefore the Saracens, or Sarazens, may be 

ſaid Princes or Captaines, whoſe Paincipalitic exrends it ſelfe 

far and neere: but Ag arins ſignifies Peregrinators ; for Gor or Gar 
is as much to ſay asa Pilgrim. 

Theſe people combined themfelues with <fahomet that 
falſe Prophet, borne of obſcureparentage : his fathers name was 
Abdiminech,of his wife that was of the family of 1Þ»mae!, or of the 
Saracens, borne in Arabia the ſtony, (and as it is expreſt in their 
Alcaron) vpon the xxj. day of September, according to our ac- 
count, about the yeare of Chriſt 570, he tooke his name from a 
tumultuous confuſion : for hamah f onifies twmultuatus eff, he hath 
beene tumultuous; And Hamemtumultuande diſturbanit, He diut- 
ded by contention, From hence eMaimo fignifies tmultuor, / 
contender, and Matomai, concitor, a rebell. From whence may bc 
gathered, ThatMahomet is an ominous & ſeditious name. Vhiles 
he was in his infancie hee lived with his father; after,being of- 
prompt wit, he ſerued one Abdomeneplys a Merchant, in whoſe 
vice conuerſing with Chriſtians and Iewes, he gota ſmattering 
knowledge of the old and new Teſtament, and many acquai 
rance; amongſt which was one Sergiws an Arian Monke, a mat 
very well affeed of this Abdomoxepls. Abdomoneplis died, and 
by the perſuaſionof this Monke, cHahowmer married Cadican hi 
wiſc, although ſhe was fiftie yeares of age, and by her had great 
riches : ſhce ſoone after alſodied, and left £:4ahomet all that ſhet 
had. Heona ſudden, being lift vp tothis height of ſubſtance,gre 
very ambitious (for hewas naturally proud, wrathfull, a theefe, 
whoremaſer,a moſt impudent adulterer,and wherſoeuer he mn

lyes, and execrable blaſphemies againſt God ; and forthe moſt 
har Part, the pleaſures and delightsof this world : for hedoth den 
that there is one eternall eſſence of the Deitic, and che holy Tri- 
the} Ritiez our Sauiour Chriſt they onewhile call the Sonne of God, 
and anotherwhile, the Soule or Spirit of God. They deny his 
Deitie, bur ſay,that he was a holy man,borne without a father,of 


"Þ che chaſt and incorruptible Virgin Marie. And although he was 
ath beforeall beginning, yet they belceue that he was not begotten, 
but created before all other efſentiall creatures, by the erernal! 


i8 God. Alſo they ſay hee was not crucified, bur ſome other in his 

he place and therefore the ſaluation of man not to conſiſt in the 
/"Y merits of Chriſt, but in our owne proper workes, And that the 
Iewes mightembrace the Alcaron, they retaine Circumciſion, 
which is commonly done when the children are thirteene yeares 
of age;about which time,7/hwae/was circumciſed. They forbeare 
the meates forbidden in the Law, they haue many wiues atone 
time;they tollerate a bil of Diuorce,and affirme that after the re- 
ſurreion men may haue many wiues, and with them banquer 
ſurfer , and vſe pleaſant recreations, with divers ſuch errours an 
vaine trifles,which for breuities ſake I omit. 

That bee might the better perſwade men to embrace and be- 

leeue theſe his lies,and blaſphemous doArines, be very cunning- 
ly ſeemed co confirme them with many falſe and faine nn

was come from heauen and brought that new Law. Then did 
hee makediuers hornes of gold and filuer, and filling them full 
of milke hid them in the earth : after which, ina great aſſembly 
he cauſed the ſame places tobe opened, and told the people thar 
theſe Ggnified plenty and abundance, toall ſuch as kept and ob- 
ſerued that Law : Bur the violaters thereof ſhould be puniſhed 
with death. Together with many other ſuch like idle and fooliſh 


miracles, (which would be too tedious to recite) that he might [ 


make the people beleeue that it came from God, And being 


afflicted with the falling ſickeneſſe,gaue it out,that then the An- ; 


gel Gabriel told him the Law, making this likewife a meanes to 
urther his deſignes : but after,viz.vpon the eighth of Iune, Anno 
Dam. 632.and inthe fixtic one yeare of his age, hedicd miſerably 
of this diſeaſe, after he had raigned in Mecha ten yeres ; and Zn- 
bubizer or CAbubachar his father in law ſucceeded him in the go- 
uernement,who built in his honoura Church, and in thar put his 
ſepulchre,both ſtately and ſumptuous, |

Bur as by the Flood all the face 
of the earth was changed, fo likewiſe were theſe riuers, and their 
Fountains and Channells altered from the places where at firſt 
they were; notwithſtanding, inmemory of them, there remaines 
ſome reliques, though perhaps nor in the ſame place,nor ſpring- 
ing outof one and the ſame Fountaine, as they did before, And 
as the Mediterranean ſea, the guliph of Arabia, and many other 
Meeres and Lakes, before the Flood, were not, but (by the gene- 
rallconſent ofall learned men)hapned by that huge inundation, 
the ſame may be ſaid of theſe Riuers. 

The head,or beginning ofthe Riuer Piſchon or Piſon,is 4800 
miles Eaſtward from Ieruſalem, and is like vneo an arme of the 
Sea, ſome 12 or 16 miles over, and for that cauſe it taketh the 
name from Poſch,that is,increafing ,or,of anextraordqnary greatnes 5 
from hence the Grecians cal it Phuſon, becauſe it diuides itlelfe 
intodiuers Riuolers or Streames. Itcompaſlicth in Hauilah,it di 
uideth that part of the world which wee call [ndia, into the out. 
ward and inward : and there is called Ganges, taking that name 
from an Echiopian King called Garge,as Swydas ſaith. Some ſay

Lot 12 hw is the chiefe city in Meſopotamia , where Abraham 
for a time dwelt with his father Thara, There the rich Ro- 
to {man Craſſas with his army was ouerthrowne by the Parthians,and 
co, @is diſtant from Ieruſalem 440 miles North-Eaſtward, taking its 
name from the water Charan which runneth through ic. Bur at 
ech{rhis day the city is called Ophra, lying eleuendaics journy from 
Moſlel or Nineuch,as D. Leonard Ronwolfe writeth,who in LA1nns 
1575, vpon the thirtieth of Ianuary was in that towne. Ophra or 
Haran is a faire city well inhabited, and indifferent great, com- 
paſſed about with walls and towers , richly furniſhed with mer- 
chandiſe,but eſpecially with faire couerlers of diuers colors, that 
are made therein. ; | 
There is likewiſe great trade and trafique for diuers kindes of 
; 40 ares brought thither by Caravans, which are great numbers of 
amels, horſes, & other beaſts, that cary great burdens,with many 
aen to condut them, which traffique and trauell from one city 
oO another. 
This ciry in times paſt belonged tothe Parthians, cuen then 
yhen Craſſs the rich Roman,fifty three years before the birth of 
hriſt,robbed the temple of Ieruſalem,and of thoſe holy relicks 
bare away to the value of ſix tuns of gold, For which God puni- 
ed him openly ; for ypon the ſixt of Tune after, heewas by the 
arthians overthrown hard by Haran in Meſopotamia,and there 
aken and ſlaine. The Parthians pouring molten gold into his 
outh, ſaid, Drinke now thy ſill (thou greedy Wretch) of that - 
dy hich thou ſo long haſt thirſted after , for with this thou mayſt

I N the very ſame place where theſe Cities were burntand de- 
ſtroyed, there is at this day tobe ſeene a Lake abour 36 miles 
long,and in ſome places fix,in others eight and 12 miles over, It 
boileth with pitch and brimſtone, and in ſome places paſſeth by 
the name of the ſalt ſea,and in others, the dead ſea, becauſe of the 
noiſome and venomous aire that riſeth out of it,inſomuch as the 
very birds that fly ouer it fall down dead, and if a beaſt doe but 
drink of it mixt with water, it makes him incurably ſick.Itisof a 
wonderfull nature, for whatſoeuer heauy thing you fling into it 
will not ſinke, but ſwim vpon the top, be it either iron, lead,cop- 
_ any other weighty matter, Of which Yeſþaſian the emperor 

auing notice,to make experience of what he had heard, made a 
zjourny of purpole to ſee it, and with him tooke certain condem- 
ned men who for their offences had deſerued death; theſe he ma- 
nacled,and where he thought it to be deepeſt cauſed them to bee 
thrown in ; but they roſe vp againe with ſuch violence as if ſome 
ſtorm or tempeſt had ſentthem vp. The water thereof changeth 
three times a day,and ſhineth againſt the ſun with diuers colors, 
caſting out fire and great cakes of pitch much reſembling Bulls 
without heads,and of that quantity. This pitch is good-for diuers 
things,as tocalk ſhips,tolay vpon cables,and tovſe in medicins , 
wherefore ſuch as come to this fea and know the nature of ir, have 
certain Skifs and inſtruments wherewith they draw theſe cakes 
of pitch to their ſhips,towhich it cleaueth ſo faſt, it being natu- 
rally tough, that being brought toland they cannor get it off a- 
gain but by the help of vrine, Vpon the banks thereof grow trees 
that beare fruitofdiuers kinds, as apples and ſuch likezwhich are 
faireand pleaſant to the eie,but if you cither touch or open them

his witearid two daughters, from that miſerable deſolation of 
the Sodomits.

T He firſt of them was called 41m7raphel King of Shinear or Ba- 
bylon,thc ſon of Ninw and Semiramis, as fome thinke, and is 
called ſomtime by the name of Beroſ#s, ſometime N:us. He kept 
his courtat Babylonin Chaldea, which is 680 miles from Ieru- 
ſalem Eaſtward. This Ni»us is called Amraphel,becauſe of the no- 
table victories that he won,and the number of countries and pro. 
uinces he conquered. 

The ſecond was Ar:/9ch or Arius his ſonne, Hewas thus called 
becauſe of his courage and crueltie in war; for Arioch ſignifies A 
mighty roaring Lion; Aris, Mars. This man during the lite of 
his father was created king of Laflir,that is, Aſfiria,for ſo it is cal-

Here the Arke of the Couenant 
continued from the time that the Iſraclites firſt entred into the 
land of Canaan, till El; the Prieſt fetcht it thence;in whoſe time 
itwas taken by the Philiſtims,and he for very griefe therefore fel 
downe and brake his necke againſt a ſtone, 1 Sa».4. The inhabi- 
rants hereabours ſhew the ruines of a certaine ſepulchre ſtanding 
vponthe top of this mount, where they ſay Samue/was buried:bud 
that canot be true,for he was buried at Ramath,which now is cal- 
led Arimathea. Therefore it ſeems to be either the ruins of Ze 
ſepulchre,who died miſerably in that place; or elſe of the Houſe 
of the Lord,which many yeares paſt ſtood there. Sch10h ſignifies 
Happy and peaceable,being deried from Schalah,that is,to liue 
at caſeand in peace.

[em ©} ot farre from Ieruſalem, (yer there are fome that ſay bewas an 
excellent muſitian in Ieruſalem, and dwelt in Mount Acra, that 
he © is in the lower citie) and from thence David fetcht the Arke of 
alfe © the Lord into the vpper citie, which Rood vpon mount Sion;but 
lhold the other opinion to be the more probable. 

When the Arke was carried by the Prieſts, Davidgirt himſelf 
with a linnen Ephod, (which kinde of garment the Prieſts ofthe 
inferior order vſed to weare)and danced before it, finging Pſalms 
and hymnes to the praiſe and glory of God, and with great ſtare 
brought itto the citic of Ieruſalem with the ſound of Trumpers 
and inſtruments of mufick,and placed it in the middle of the Ta- 
bernacle,which they had curiouſly creed ig Mount Sion inthe 
vpper Citie,which was alſocalled the citie of David. This hapned 
in thetenth yere of his raigne;at which time, Michal,Saul/sdaugh- 
terdeſpiſed him in her heart, and laughed at him : but God gaue 
ber a due recompence, as you may reade,2 $27.6. and hima juſt 
reward , for ke promiſed by the Prophet Nathan, That of his po- 
ieritie and bloud, the King of Kings, and Sauiourof the world

In the twelfth yere of his raigne he afflicted rhe Moabits with 
cruel war, and deſtroyed two of their armies with the ſword,and 
che reſt of the multitude nzade rriburarie ; which was 24 miles, 
2 Sam.8.1 Chr.19: 

Hererurned thence to Ieruſalem with great trivmph and joy, 
24 miles, 

In the 13 yeare of his raigne, Anno mund;, 2903, and before 

Chriſt, 1065, he made an expedition vnato Zoba, which Ioſephu 
calleth Sophenam, and is in Armenia, neereto Mafia or Mount 
Taurus, 600 miles from ITeruſalem towards the North, of which 
you may reade before. Dauid inthis place woon a memorable 
battell againſt Hadzd-Ezer the King thereof, neere to the riuer 
Euphrates; he tooke 700 horſe and 20000 foot, burnt their cha- 
riots,tooke 100 caſtles, conquered all the Townes and Countrey 
round -about,and went away with a great bootie, as well of Gold 
as filuer, braſſe, and other things ; which brafſe for the excellen- 
cic thereof was like vnto gold, and (as 7oſcphw ſaith) afterwards 
Solomon made the molten lea of it. When Gadarezer King of the 
Syrians (he that built that famous citie of Damaſcus) heard of 
the overthrow of Hadad: EJer, hee ſenta greatarmy to his aid; 
which King Dasi/dneere to the river Euphrates ſmote with the 
ſword, ſo that 20000 of them were flaine, and he carried away 
glorious-victorie , extending his gouernment from leruſalem 
600 miles towards the North, that 1s, into Armenia,and beyond 
the ringer Euphrates, and made theſe two nations tributary vnto 
him, 2 Sam.$.1 Chr.19. 

After Dauidhad woon theſe 2 memorable vicories neere Fu: 
phrates,hewent thencewith all his army towards the South, and 
inuaded the land of Syria; in which journey loraw the ſonne of 
Tohi King of Antiochia (which citie at this time was called He- 
math) met Das;dwith gifts and preſents in the name of his F 
ther, returning him many thankes becauſe he had deftroied the 
common enemy Hadad-Ezer, and by ſtrong hand ſubducd and 


*- 


quelled the furie of that mighty tyrant, who was alſo a _ 
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and vexation to the Kingdome of Antiochia. Daxidentertained 
this meſſage kindly,8 thankfully receiued his gifts, (whichiwas 
of gold,ſiluer and fine brafle)and fo gaue 1oram an acceptable di. 
ſpatch, and from thence with his army went to Damaſcus, the 
Metropolitan citie of Syria, where in the valley of ſale he got a 
preat victory, in which 18000 Syrians were ſlaine, and ſoon after 
the Citie of Damaſcus taken; in which Dauid placed a garriſon, 
and compelled them to pay tribute, 2 Sam..8, This was diſtant 
NB from the kingdome of Soba 520 miles. 

From Damaſcus he wenc with his army into the land of the 
Ammonires, 100 miles in the way that leadeth out of Syria to 
leraſalem, all which he conquered, and all the cities and townes 
thereabouts,and compelled them to pay tribute, 2 Sam.$. 


v1 From thence he returned to Ierutalem, which was 60 miles, 
v1 FF and all the bootie that he had gorren in his journey he dedicated 
ha. vato the Lord, 2 Sam.$, 


Awhile after, hee with bis army made an incurfion into the 
| p land of Idumza, andcompelled the inhabitants to pay tribute. 
0} Moreouer, he deftroied the citic of Midianthe Metropolitane of 
that countrey,of which you may reade before:it was diſtant from 
leraſalem 160 miles towards the South. Sorthat theextent of 
Davids kingdome from the North to the South, was 800 miles, 
even from the kingdome of Soba to the Red ſea: and from the 
Eaſt tothe Weſt 120 miles ; from Tyrus and Sydon reaching to 
Damaſcus. Thus by tbe ſingular bleſſing of God he obtained a 
ſpacious and powerfull Empire, 1 $am7.8. 1 Reg.11, 1Chr.19, 
He made his expedition into Idumza about the 14 yeare of his 
raigne. 

From Midian in Idumza, hee returned with great glory and | 
praiſe to Ieruſalem,which was 160 miles. 

In the 1 4 yere of his raigne, and inthe yere of the world 2 904, 
and before Chriſt 1064,Nahas King of the Ammonites died,and 
Haven his ſonne ſucceeded him : this man contempruouſly abu- 
ſed the meſſengers of Dauid,z Sam.1o. and to juſtifie that injury 
he gathered an army out of Soba, Siria, and Meſopotamia, cuen 
amighty Hoſt,to oppoſe Daxid; who in the x5 yeare of his go-

1408, L&46ſo/on being then abour 25 yeares' of age, moued ſedi- 
tion againſt his father, A matrer remarkeable, that alrhough he 
had flaine his owne brother, being diſgraced and abſent from the 
Court almoſt fiue yeres, yet within ſhort timeafter,he ſo ſtrong- 
ly vnited the affet ion of the people to him, thar he conſtrained 
David (ſtanding in feare of his grearneſſe, all his former as and 
worthy victories notwithſtanding) to forſake his owne citie, and 
for ſafety tofly ro the mount of Oliues, beceing three quarters of 
amile from the citic, 

There he ſtaied a while to ſee the condition ofthe rumult, bur 
neceſſitieconſtrained him to take his way to Bahuzim, And as he 
was going, Zimrj the ſonne of Geſa of the houſe of Sas/, curſed 
him, cuery mans enemy then making himſelfe apparant when he 
isin aduerſitic,and his beſt friends commonly forſake him. 

From thence hee went to Iordan, r4 miles, where the Prieſts 
Ionathan and Ahinaa\ brought him certaine intelligence of chat 
wicked and peruerſc councell of Achitophet, a man in rhoſe times 
famous for his ,wiſdome, but perfidious in his ations, as com-

After he had intelligence hereof, hee went over Iordan with 
thoſe few men that he had, &wirh all poſſible ſpeed went to Be- 
thabara, ſome 16 miles from Ieruſalem roward the North-Eaſt, 
At this place 7oſhuah led the children of Iſrael through Tordan 
on drie ground; 7#f.3 .4.and here lob» the Baptitt raughr,and bap- 
tiſed Chriſt. Mat.1.& Luke 3. 

; From thence hee went to Makanaim, which is twentic eight 
miles,where hee ſent forth his army by bands againſt 44ſs/o»,vho

before curſt him, (who to leaue a memorable token of a baſe Si.

About Meroes or Saba,which is made fruitful by the inunds.W- 
tionof Nilus,there is found plenty of falr, brafſe, yron,and ſome 
pretious ſtones. Their ſheep,goats,oxen,and other cattel] are of 
leſſe ature than in other Countries, Their dogs are very fierce 
and cruell, 

Intimes paſt there were mighty princes that had the goueme. 
ment and command of ir,and the Country round about it. But 
after (as Pliny ſaithy/i6.6. cap.29.) it was In the juriſdiction and 
goucrnment of Queenes, who for their noble reſolutions & cov 
rage were called Candaces, One of which name in Tiberius the 
Emperours time was famous, both for the extent of herdomini. 
ons (in which ſhe exceeded all the reſt of her predeceſſors)as al. 
ſo in regard ofher manly preſence and noble ſpirit. The Eunug 
which 7hil;pbaptiſed, As 8. was Treaſurer or Chamberlaint 
this Queene : and it is tobe thought, By him the doarine of the 
Goſpell of Chriſt was firſt made knowne in Saba, and in the 
countrey of Athiopia ; which afterwards was more largely pro. 
pagated and diſperſed by the Evangeliſt S. Hathew,who taught 
there. 

This city lieth to the longitude of 61 degrees and 3o ſcruple, 
& inthe cleuation of the Pole Artick tothe Jatitude 1 6 degrer 
and 25 ſcruples.So that it ſeemes the inhabitants haue twowis 
ters & ewo ſummers,or rather a continual ſummer,becauſe thei 
wintcr is much hotter than our ſummer. Butwhen the Sunneat 
faineth tothe 15 degree of Tawrws and Leo,and in the Dog daic, 
it then lies perpendicular over that country,and neither theirbo 
dics nor houſes giueany ſhadowes, 

Inthe 61 of ſay it is ſaid, They ſhall come from Saba, andbrin;ÞÞ pric 
gold & frankincenſe topraiſe the Lord, From whence ſome ſome have Þ tex g 
concluded, That thoſe wiſe men which came vnto the childe Ic} the! 
ſus,and brought Gold, Frankincenſe, and Myrrh, were Athiopi-| ther, 
ans, and camethence, But this agreeth nor well with the words eon;

Sabaaccording ro our Sautors words, Mat.12. lieth towards the 
& South;for he ſaith,7 he Queen of the South ( that is,of Saba) ſha 
* come forth in the day of Iudgement againſt this generation,and condemae 


it, for ſhe came from the end of the world to heare thewiſedome of Solo-. 
mon,cc. Bur if Sabalic vpon the South, as here it plainely ap- 
pearcth, then it muſt needs follow they came not thence, bur ra- 
ther from Perſia,which from Ieruſalem lies Eaftward.For at Su- 
ſa the metropolis of that country, there was an Academy for the 
whole kingdom. in which were chiefly fiudied Diuinity,the Ma- 
thematickes, and Hiſtory, So that it is likely,by their Art they 
might attain tothe knowledge of this dinine Myſterie, and from 
thence come to leruſalem,which was 520 miles Eaſtward. Ther- 
fore this place of the Prophet Eſay is rather to be referred to the 
propagation of the church through the whole world, where ſome 
ofeucry nation thall bring preſents vnto the Lord. 

There is alſo another Saba in Arabia Fcelix , ſo called from 
Zebathe ſon of Chas,the ſon of Cham,the ſonne of Noah; and ir is 
diſtant from Ieruſalem 1248 miles toward the Southeaſt, In He. 
brew it ſignifies the city of Drunkenneſſe,or of Mirth , but with 
the Syrians, Antiquitie, Some would have it inthe Arabian 
toogue to ſignifie a Myſterie. But S.zerom interprets it, To ſound 
thetr conuerſfion, Ir is the metropolitan City of Arabia Foelix, 
and by S:xaboytib,6.called Meriaba,being ſcituated ina high and 
pleaſant mountain full of fruitfull trees. 

There inbabiteth in it the King of that countrey ( amightie 
Prince) his Gouernors,and moſt of ſuchas haue authority vndes 
him, The land is called the Kingdome of the Sabxans,burtgene- 
rally, Arabia F celix;,becauſe of the fertilitie of the place , for it 
yeeldeth twice euery yeare great plenty of Frankincenſe, Myrrh, 
Cinnamon, Balſam,and other odoriferons herbs. The tree out of 
which this Myrrh commeth is five cubits high, hairy, and full of 
prickles,and when you cutthe barke there commeth forth a bit- 
tergurame,wherewith if you anoint a dead body, it will conti- 
te long without rotting. The frankincenſe alſo that is found 
there,droppeth from Cedar trees like a glewie ſubſtance, and-ſo 
eonpealeth intoa Gum. This happeneth twice euery yearaand 

accor- 
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according vnto the {caſon it changeth colour: in the Spring it is 
red,in the Summer white. This is the beſt Frankincenſe inall A, 
rabia Feelix. Through the whole country there is a very deleQz. 
ble ſmell, by reaſon of the Myrrh, Frankincenſe and Cinnamon 
that is found in ir, inſomuch that if the winde blowes amongſt 
the trees it carrieth the ſmell vnto the red ſea,and they that fails 
can eaſily diſcerne the ſweerneſſe of the aire. There is gold alſo 
found there,very fine and pure,in{omuch as for the goodneſle of 
it,it is called Arabian gold. The Phoenix is found there,ofwhich 
there is but one in the world. Pliry,/ib.g. cap.35. deſcribes hertg 
be as big asan Eagle, with a liſt of fcachers like gold about her 
necke, the reſt are of a purple colour , therefore from Phoenice 
and the purple colour of herwings ſhee is called Phoenix, Sheer 
bath a tuft of feathers vpon her head likevntoa crowne, Shee li. 
ueth 660 yeares, at the end of which time ſhe buildeth her a ne 
of Caſſia, Cinnamon, Calamus, and other pretious Gummes and 
herbs,which the Sun by the extremiric of the heate and the ws 
uing of her wings fires; and ſhe taking delight in the ſweetneſk 
of the ſauor, houers ſo long ouer it, that ſhe burnes her ſelfe in he 
owne neſt. Withina while after,ourt of the marrow of her bong, 
and the aſhes of her body, there groweth a worme, which by lit 
tleand little increaſeth ro ſome bigneſſe, and aftertoa purpk 
bird. Then her wings extend themſelues toa full greatneſſe, til 
{ſuch time as ſhe commeth to be a perfe& Phoenix. 

This Bird doth lively repreſent our Saujour Chriſt, whoonly 
and alone is the true Mefſiah,and through whom we muſt expet 
everlaſting life, who in the fulneſſe of time offered himſelf a $4 
crifice ypon the Croſſe, ſuſtaining the puniſhment for (in at the 
time of his Paſſion, putting on a purple robe, being all beſprink. 
Ied with his owne bloud, 704.19. And as the Phoenix is burnt in 
her owne neſt, ſolikewiſe was hce conſumed in the fire of Gods 
wrath, according to that inthe 22 Fſal. My heart is become like mth 
ting wax inthe middeſt of my body. And as the Phoenix of it felfe | 
begerteth another of the ſame kinde, ſo Chriſt by the power of gg 
his Deitie raiſed vp his body from the duſt of the carth, andaf- I

It is reported, that in the year 
of our Lord 1476,there was ſuch an extreme peſtilence in ir;th {

ALMANASSER after hee had cawied the Children of Ifracl 
d away captiue into Aſlyria, ſent (as it is ſaid) part of them 
into Media, and part of them into Perſia, and fodifperfed 
them here and there about the Countrey. But becauſe the Land 
of Iſrael by reaſon of this captiuitie became deſolate and with- 
out inhabirants, therefore he cauſed thoſe people which dwelt a- 
bout the river Curha in Perſia, rogo thence and dwell in Sama- 
riand in all che countrey round about,totill the land and dreſſe 
the Vines, leaſt ſome other people that were ſtrangers to his go- 
ernment ſhould vſurp vpon that kingdom,it being thus without 
inhabitants, 7sſ./7. 42t.9. You may reade of this alſo, 2 Reg.7. In 
whoſe place, and neere tothe ſaid river of Curtha, a multitude of 
lewes with great ſhame and griefe were conſtrained rodwel. He 
alſo gathered a great multitude of ather people out of Babylon, 
Hamath,or Antiochia, ſome out of his own dominions of Aſly- 
ta, alſo out of Medea, and the people of Avaand Sepharuaijm ;

Arhiopia; the King of which countrey at this day wee call 
Presbyter Iohn, or rather Petro Iohannes , who holderh his Court 
a faire and goodly city called Hamarich,the Metropolitan of all 
Athiopia,and extenderh his gouernment beyond Meroes in Af. 
frica. . Many (though ignorantly) ſuppoſe he is a Prieſt, becauſt 
he is called P7esbyter,though indeed he is not ſo,but rather a puik 
{ant and mighty Emperor. But to return to Ser4h or Serach,who 
in hope toextend his Empire into theſe parts, went with a grett 
army out of Ethtopia,to the valley of Zephatha in Inda, to fight 
with 4/2 King of Iudah, 1200 miles ; but loſt the day,and retur 
ned with great ſhame, 2 Chr.15. 

It ſeemeth that this King was the mightieſt of al! his prede- 
ceſlors,and a Prince of no vn!gar eftimation, becauſe of the mul- 
titude and great aboundance of ſoldiers which he brought in his 
army ; for it is reported that there were 1000000 that bore armor 
and 300 chariots; bur this great armywas difperſed,and moſt of 
them died miſerably : as did that great army of Xerxes, which 
conſiſted of 1700000, From whence it may be concluded, That 
it is not the ſtrength of man which deliuereth him, but the Lord.

From Mount Ephraim he went to Teruſalem,which was eight 
miles.

I 31 yeares after the flood,and before Chriſt,2180. There were 
ewocauſes wherefore the children of men built vp this Tower; 
firſt, that they might get them a name: ſecondly,that they might 
be ſafe in caſe there came another flood to drowne the world, It 
was made of bricke and bitrume, leaſt the water ſhould looſen 
it. Butthe Lord turned theirenterpriſes into euill, and dinided 
their Language, ſo that they could nor vnderſtand one another 


[whereby they were conſtrained to leaue off their building :] this 


trom whence it happened that their mindes, manners, vnderſtan- 


dings, ſtudies, and principall ations were vtterly changed, and 
is the foundation of all diſcord and ſedition, where the feare of 
God,and the true knowledge of Chriſt doth nor prevent it.

His City Peluſio was builcby Pelews the father of Achille, 

from whence it tooke the name, It ſtands in Egypt, ſome

an ſea. Not far from this city in the mountain Caſius , vpon the 
borders of Arabia Petra (where the Temple of 7upiter Caſiu 
ſtood) is to be ſeen the romb of Pompey the great, beautificd and 
adorned by 414drianxs Caſar,as Capitelinus ſaith.

He was then but young,about ſome 
19 Or 20 yeares of age, and lived in exile g1 yeares, vntill the 
third yeare of Cyr Emperour of the Perſians,about which time 
he ſaw his laſt viſion, and a little after died, when hee was about 
x10 yeares of age, as may be gathered by the circumſtancesdf 
Hiſtories and times. ; | 
From Babylon he went to Suſan in Perſia,a.mw.3418,befay 
Chriſt, 50,being then 94 yeares of age, which was 252 mile, 
where neere to che flood Eulzus, hee had a viſion of a ram 'andi 
goate;which ſer forth the ſtate of the ſecond Monarchie (whi 
was that of the Grzcians.)

It was a goodly citie, lying on both ſides of theri- 
gr Eulzus,ſome 200 furlongs (that is,25 miles Engliſh)abour, 
us Policletws (airh, And of this citie all the country round abour js 
called Suſana : bordering cowards the North vpon Afliria, to- 
wards the Veſt vpon Babylon, towards the South vpon the 
_ of Perſia, and joyneth vpon the Eaſt part of Perſia to- 
the Eaſt. There are but two cities that arc eminent in it, 
Hor is this, and another called Tariava. Theaire in the Winter 
ſeaſon is very temperate, at which time theearth bringeth forth 
many pleaſant floures and fruits ; but in the Summer it is ex- 
Chas be which heate all things arc ſcorched and burned a- 
wy,and by reaſon of the putrifation of the aire (as ſome think) 
that ſeaſon there doe breed toads, lyzards, and other noyſome 
_ in great abundance;ſothat the inhabitants are conftrai. 
ed(partly becauſe of the heat, partly becauſe of the loathſome 
ag creatures) :tobuild their houſes all of earth, long 
and narrow, the walls and raofes being at leaſta yard thicke, that 
ſotbe hear might not pierce rhxough them, or ſerpents breed in 
them, Srrebo,1:b.Geogreph.5 faith, that one Tythes (the brother of 
Aanedon king of Troy)did firſt build rhis citie, about fach time 
& Thela judged Ifacl. After him his ſonne Newer beautified it 
fitha faire and goodly caftle,calling it after his own name Mem- 
ws, (Ofthis man Homer ſpeakerb.) This caltle was fuch.a good. 
ly rhing, that a long time after his death, the cowne was called 
WNewnen, as Sirebe obſerueth: bur in Fefterand Daniels times, it 
wes called Suſa, and the inhabitants Sufans, The Perfian Empe- 
"1 fOrs 
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- conquered Babylon, Affiria, and many other Kingdomes and 


 cinths, in ſuch ſort, as it greatly delighted ſuch asbeheld it. Tit 


rors in thoſe times keeping their courts there for the moſt pare, 
and did greatly beautitie the citie with faire buildings. Thefirf 
of theſe Emperours that liued here was Cyrus, who after hee had 


countries lying neere tothe cirie Suſa ; that he mightwith more 
eaſe and better ſatery retaine them in his gouernment, remoued 
his court trom Perlepolis (which lay 'P inthe Eaſt part of Per. 
ſia)to this rowne,where all the Winter ſeaſon, for the moſt part, 
he lived, and in the Summer went to Egbatan the chiefe citieof 
Media, becauſe there at that ſeaſon, the aire was very temperate; 
His ſucceflors after him obſeruing the ſame courſe for their ber. 
ter conueniencie, and to make euident their greater magnif. 
cence, repaired the Caſtle of Memnon, joyned to ic many faite 
and goodly buildings, and cloſe by it planted a pleaſant orchard 
ofdiuerſe and ſundry ſorts of trees and hearbes. It is reported

tyted in womans apparell,and carding wooll. This f1ghr greath 
diſpleaſing them,and before being encouraged by Arba#uz,they 
ſeiſed vpon the city,and beſieged Sardanapalus in bis palace. But 
ro preuent the miſerie of a ſhameful death, after he had gathered 
all his riches together, he ſer fire on his palace,where he,his com. 
panions,and treaſure periſhed. This fire continued 1 5 daies,and 
hapned 823 yeares before Chriſt: about which time 4rbafy 
ſucceeded Sardanapalus,began to reign,and continued his gouen 
ment 28 yeres. But the Medes held not the Aﬀyrian Empir 
long ; for Ph»/ Belochus who at this time reigned in Babylon, and 
his ſucceſſour 77g/ath Philaſſer, arecalled Kings of Aﬀyria, bs 
eweene whom there hapned many great Warres, 2 Kings, 15,36. 
From whence may be gathered, That after the death of 4k 
gs, theſe Emperours dwelt in Niniveh , and ſuccceded in the 
Empire. 

Thus was this city greatly defaccd with continuall euills, the 
Lord before hand gining them many admonitions and gentk 
eorreftions (if it had bin in them to hane canceiued it) towinte 
them to repentance ; bur they continued ill in their ſins, there- 
fore according totheir former prophecies, Cyaxeres King of the 
Medes befieging this towne, tooke it and deſtroyed it euen vnto 
the ground, as Zuſebius ſairh,, This deſolation hapned 13 yeares 
before the deftruQion of Teruſalem, in the 11 yeare of Sadyets 
King of the Lyddians, who was grandfather to Creſus, An.m

After this deſtruQion it lay a long time deſolat,bur at length 
ſome part 9f it was reſtored, though with much trouble, 8& then 
when 1t was at the beſt eſtate,conſtrained to ſuffer many changes; 
and at length vtterly deſtroied by Tamerlane the Great the ſecond 
time, 49.97un.3390. Aﬀter this, the inhabitants of that countrey 
yon the Eaſt fide of the riuer Tygris, began the third time to 
build it. Bur whether this third reſtoring of this City was at the 
command of ſome Prince that had the gouernment of the Coun- 
try thereabours, or becauſeof che {cituarion, or for priuat profit, 
itisnot ſer down: neuertheleſle it is again repaired, ſtanding on 
the borders of Armenia, beautified with goodly buildings, with 
faire and ſpatious.ſtreets, compaſſed about(as other cities of the 
Eaſtare) with walls and ditches ſufficiently ftrengthned co op- 
poſe the Enemy. But in reſpect of the former Niniveh it ſeemes 
aſmall village. It hatha bridge built of ſhips, lying vpon the Eaſt 
fide of it ouer the riuer Tygris ; and vpon that fide of the Riuer 
there ſtand many faire gardens and orchards; and the land there 
ao is very fertil and pleaſant. Bur vpon the Weſt of Tygris the 
foile is nothing ſo fruitfull. Ar this day it iscalled by the name 
Moſſe; ſo thar although ir ſtands inthe ſame place, yer doth 
tot retain the ſame name. To this rowne there is a great reſort 
ofmerchants, who bring vp their commodities from the River 
NBrls hither, and from hence conuey them to Bagdeth & many 

rparts of the world. The inhabiranrs thereofare forthe moſt 

part Neſtorians,of whom you may rcade before in thedeſcripti- 
of the Seas remaining in Ieruſalem at this day. They are had 
ngreat account and eſtimation among the Turkes, becauſe it is 
imagined that one of this ſe helpt Mahowet tocompoſe the Al- 
caron, This Neſtorius liued avno Dom.429.and taughtat Conſtan- 
tinople ; but afrer he was condemned at Epheſus for an heretick, 
bewas conſtrained to ſteale from Conſtantinople, and to flie to 
Thebes in Egypt ; where God laida R_ puniſhment vpon 
tim,for his tongue began torot in his head,and roconfume with 
Rrmin,of which he died miſerably.

PEric polis was the metropolitan city of Perfia,diſtant fromle. 
ruſalem 1240 miles Eaſtward. So called of Perſ us that migh 
tic King of the Perfians,whore-edified it and gaue it that name, 
which is as much to ſay as the city of the Perſians, which allo of 
him were {ocalled. The Aſtronomers,becauſe he was greatl af 
feed to (uch as were skilfull in that art,attributed his nameand 
his wives name to two conſtellations in the heauens, of whichs. 
vids fable is contriued of Pezaſnus and Andromache, 

This city of Perſepolis was fo fair,that ir exceeded all theci- 
tices ofthe Eaſt,both tor ſtarelineſſe and beauty,and ſocontinue 
from Perſeus time, vntill Alexander the Great had conquered Ps 
7/5: atwhich timethi: great Emperor hauing got into his hand 
the whole empire of the Perſtans,came to Perſepolis in the year 
before Chriſt 329, and there celebrated a great feaft in rriumyl 
of his vicorics; ro which there reſorted a great many wome, 
not ſuch as were of the better ſort, but them that followed the 
camp,and liued diflolutely:amongſi whom was that notable cur- 
teſan Thass , whoperceining the King inclined to mirth,and ful 
with wine,began to flatter him in his cups, & among other thing 
tocommend and dignifie his noble exploits;wirhall giuing hin 
to vnderſtand, how acceptable it would be to the Grecians,toſee 
that royall palaceof the Perſians fired, which had ſo often affli 
cd Grecia, Noſooner had ſhe vttered theſe words, but another 
ſeconded her,and then a third. After, the whole aſſembly cried 
out, Shall we reuenge the injurie of Grecians,and burn the city? 
with that they al roſc in great fury,the king himſelf(being crow- 
ned) beginning firſt to fire the palace, wherein was great aboun- 
dance of Cedar, from whence it happened that ſuddenly the fire 
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ſpred it ſelte a great way;which when the army that lay without 

ewalls percciued , with all ſpeed came to the city to ſtay the 
burning of it, for which purpoſe many brought water with them, 
But when they beheld the King himſelfe buſie in this tragedie, 
laying aſide their water, they allo, in hope of booty, and to imi-. 
tatethe ſteps of their Prince, fell ro firing the city,and according 
tothe cuſtom of ſoldiers in {uch maſſacres, made a prey of what 
they could ger; increaſing the fire with dry ſtuffe and other com- 
buſtible matter, whereby it came to paſſe that the whole city was 
therewith fired, and burnt tothe ground, This was the end of that 
mighty city which ruled over ſo many nations, where ſo many 
mighty Princes governed, that was the ſcourge of Grecia and the 
oreateſt part of the world, that ſent forth a Navie of 10000 ſhips 
andan army of an infinit number; there being at this day nothing 
tobe ſeen, vnleſle the river Araxes that ran cloſe by it remaineth. 
Thus was that conſumed in a fury, which the King and all his ar- 
my before endeauoured to ſpare. Bur after ir turned to the great 
ſhame of the Macedonians, that their King ſhould fire ſo famous 
acity in the midſt of his cups : and Alexander himſelte after hee 
had ſlept repented what he had done. 

You ſhall find in 2 Mar.cap.6, That Antiochus Epiphanes beſie- 
9d a certaine City in Perſia called Perſepolis, from whence for 
is exceeding conetouſneſſe and ſacriledge he was forced by the 
mabitanes dwelling about the rown to raiſe his ſiege & be gon, 
Therefore ſome may gather, thatthis Perſepolis before mentio- 
nedwas rebuilded, becauſe it alſo ſtood in Perſia : bur if vou read 
Mac. cap. 6. you ſhall finde that this city ſo beſieged by Antio- 
ue was alſocalled Elymais,whercin ſtood the temple of Dzaza, 
deautified with gondly ornaments, ſhining with the ſplendor of 
hne gold wherewith it was gilt. Inwhich temple,as faith Toſephus 
bb, 4nt.12. Alexander the Great left his armor and other things, 
From whence may be gathered, that this towne was not the Per. 
ſepolis which he can{cd tobe burnt, bur rather ſom+- other rowne 
built our of the ruines of that city ( according to the opinion of 


| $intzss Curtius ) or e!fe ſome village ſtanding neere to it, which 
P*ingbuilc vp and inlarged, might of ſome be called new Perſe- 
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polis, though indced it was antientl; called Elymais, and all the 
Eaſt part of Perſia beyond Suſa,of chat towne called Elematicy, 
hauing ſome affinitic with Elam the antient name of Perſia, M 
called of Elam the ſon of Sem,Gen. 10. Wherefore it may well be 
concluded,that that Perſepolis burnt down by Alex4a»dcr,was ne. 
uer reftored,bur lieth waſte to this day. 

Thus the empire of the Perſians (after they had ruled owerthe 
nations of the earth 2 60 yeares)was conquered by the Grecian 
whoheld it 129 yeares, At the end of which time, Demetrins Nic 

4 zor the laſt Emperour of the Grecrans in Syria and Afia, gi 
with a great army out of Syria toward the Eaſt, Arſaces King o 
the Medesand Parthians, being aided by the citifſens of Elymai 
the Perſians,and Bactrians,mceting him in thoſe parts,gaue hin 
many ſharpand cruell batrels, and inthe end ( vnder pretenced 
peace)took him priſoner,in the yere before Chriſt 1 37.and fron 
that time the Parthians gouerned Perſia and Grecia, and oppy 
ſed the Romans in many cruell battels. 

Afcerward,in the yere of our Lord 226,Artaxerxes that migh. 
ty Lord of Perſia ouercame Artabanus King of the Parthians inz 
mighty battel],and took his crown from his head; the ſame yer 
entring vpon the gouernment of Perſia, 548 years after the dex 
of Alexander the Great : from which time Artaxerxes and his poſi 
ſeritie reigned in Perſia for the ſpace of 314 yeares;in the which 
ſpace there ſucceeded 28 Kings, v/7, Artaxerxes 1. Sapores Ormi. 
dates V ararants, Y araranes 2.V araranes 3, Narſes, Miſdates,Saportss, 
Artaxerxes 2. Sapores 3.V ararancs 4.Cermacat, ſyrnamed 1/dign.

C3 Machabeus dwel:. 
\ = and Dorothews haue both one fignification, that is, 
The gifr of God ; being deriued of Mataih, a gift, and 14h, 
3 ne. God. This 1attathias was a holy Prieſt of the tribe of Levi, the 
ſon of 194n,the ſon of Simon, of whom all that family was called 
the poſteritie of $imon,ot the ſtocke gf 1047ib, of whom you may 
read, 1 Chr.15. He dwelt inatown called Modin, 14 miles from 
leruſalem toward the Northweſt, ſcituated ina mountaine cloſe 
by the way as you goto Ioppa,in the tribe of Dan, Modin fignifi- 
etha meaſure,being derived of 424444, he hath meaſured, In this 
place ſeeing the crueltic of 4ntiochus Epiphancs, gnd the inſolen- 
cieof his ſoldiers,he killed one of his captains, and afterward in 
the ſynagogue put to death an idolatrous Iew,ouerthrew the Al- 
tarſetvp by Antiochas : after , called forth all the inhabitants of 
Modin and other towns neere adioyning,towithſtand the fury of 
this King. Sothey brought their goods out of the city, intothe 
wilderneſſe, where they incamped themſelues, and after ſoman- 
fully oppoſed 4»ti0chw, that he delivered all the cities & towns 
thereabouts out of his bondage, and from idolatry. Butbeeing 
we grown old, (after he had admoniſhed his ſons to conſtancy 
athe ſeruice of God,and courage in defence of the countrey) he 
lied in the yeare before Chriſt 164, and was buried at Modin, 
{Wuberc afterward his ſons were buried. Simon his third ſon, high- 
frieſt of Ieruſalem,did maruellouſly beautifie this ſepulchrez tor 
emade a vault of white marble,compaſled about with faire pil- 
las which ſupported an admirable curious arch, to ſee toas if ir 
had been one ſtone. Ouer this vault in convenient places he buile 
ſeven pyramides,in memory of his father, mother, his foure bre- 
Etbren,and bimſelfe. In the circumference of this monument hee 
ſetvp faire marble pillars, vpon which he cauſed tobe ingrauen 
ſhips,ſo actificially,thatthey which faile&vpon the ſea might ſee 
them;and vpon theſe he placed the armes of his father and of his 
brethren.

IN the 165 yeare of the gouernment of the Grecians in Syria, 

which was 141 yeares before Chriſt, Demetrius, ſyrnamed 
Nicanor, which ſigniftes ViRtorre, ſailed our of Creet into Cili- 
dawhich was 600 miles;/of; Ant. 13.0.6. 1 Hac.1lo. 

Out of Cilicia he came into Syria the lower, 1 60 miles,where 
loyning with Apolonias be tooke vpon him the crowne and King- 
dom ot Syria. Aﬀterward 4polonius went into Indxa witha great 
atmy,and beſieged Iammia,  Pto/omens Philometor alſoaflifted the 
proceedings of Demetrius, ſeeing Alexander his ſon in law begin- 
ning to decline;and the better to ſtrengthen their allyance, mat- 
ched him to Cleopatra his daughter, which before had bin wife to 
Alexander , by which policie he added to the kingdom of Egypt 
all Afia,ouer which be ruled 2 yeares, 1 2ac.11. 

After, Demetrins Nicavor came out of Siria the lower,with Pto- 
lomeus Philometor,to Antiochia,which was $0 miles, r Mac.11.

From Hecatompylon .{rſaces ſent him to Hyrcania the Me- 
tropolitan city of that countrey,which was 176 miles ; whereal- 
though Arſaccs kept him as a priſoner, yet he allowed bim royall 
attendance,and after maried him to his daughter,7u/t.(6. 38. 

After the death of Arſaces , with ſingular induſtry and policie 
he got out of captiuitie, after he had beene 12 yeares priſoner in 
Hyrcania,and came into Syria, which was 14 miles, where he re- 
couered his kingdome,and reigned foure yeares. Soall his Tra- 
uels were 4156 miles.

pen.But the Romans fell to the ſlaughter without mercie, & put

But ſome two hundred yeares after the firſt foundation, 
John Hircanus high Prieſt of Ieruſalem vtterly deſtroied it tothe 
ground, |

thirtieth yeare of his age. 


'Nthemoneth of Ianvary, Chriſt went from Canain Galileto 
Nazaretb,which was eight miles. Here,vpon the Sabbothday 
he went into the Sinagogue and began to-teach, infomuchss 

the inhabitants were aſtoniſhed at his dodrine: bur the citizens 
being ingratefull, he went to Capernaum, a citie which he had 
choſen ro dwell in beforeall others, Luke 4.Mat.g. which was 12 
miles,or thereabouts, 

In the moneth of February hee compaſſed about all Galile, 
preaching the Goſpel ofthe kingdome of God, healing the ſick, 
and thoſe that were diſeaſed amongſt the people, Hatth.q. In 
this wiſitation our Saujour went to Gzſarea Philippi,which was 
diſtant from Capernaum fortie eight miles towards the North. 
Here Ada1thew was called, as he was at. the receipt of Cy

and the woman was healed of her bloudy iflue, 224.9. But that 
Mathew was called about this time, the circumſtances of times 
make cuidenr ; for a little after the ſecond Paſſeouer of our Saui- 
or Chriſt,the ſame Mathew was choſentobe an Apoſtle, Luke, Gs 
6. Mat. 9. Mark 2.1nthe moneth of March,the inhabitants of rhe 
rowns which Chrift viſited in Galilee , brought vato him many 
that were poſſeſſed of diuels,and afliced with other diſcaſes, all 
which be healed : inſomuch that there followed him a great com- 

y out of Galile and Decapolis, and from Ieruſalem and Iu- 
dza,and of all the countries beyond Tordan, 47.4. Thus hauing 
finiſhing this viſitation, as it may be thought, he returned backe 
againe ro Capernaum, where he dwelt, as I haue ſhewed before, 
which was 48 miles; for Czſarca Philippi ſtood fo farre from 
Capernaum. 

A little after theſe things were finiſhed, was the feaſt of the 
lewes,1ohn 4.and leſus wentvp ro Teruſalem,7o hn 5. to celebrate 
the feaſt of the Paſſeouer,which this youre hapned a little before 
Harueſt, which was 56 miles. This ſecond Paſſeouer of the Mi- 
niftrie of Chriſt fell vpon the {ix and twentieth day of March, at 
which time Chriſt celebrated the Paſſeouer with his Diſciples 
according tothe Law of God. Here, yponthe Sabboth day,be- 
ing the laſt day of March,be healed a certaine man that lay by the 
Poole Betheſda, which had bin diſeaſed eight and thirtie yeres, 
1oh,5.Andat theendof the Paſſeouer he went with his Diſciples 
from Ieraſalem,through the corne fields: but his Diſciples being 
bungry beganto pull the eares of corne, and toeat them; where- 
fore the Phariſes beeing offended at them, began to reprehend: 
our Sauiout Chriſt and his Diſciples : vpon which followed the 
diſputation concerning the Sabboth, Zuke 6.Matth. 12. 
 Vponthe ſeuenth day of Aprill he went on the Sabboth day 
to Perza,which country was inthe command of Herod drtipac, 
and there he healed a man with adried hand, Zake 6, Marke 3. The 
country of Perza beyond Iordan is diſtant from Ieruſalem twen- 
tie miles. 

Butwhen the Herodian Councell heard that he had healed a 
man on the Sabboth day, they ſought occaſion how they might 


doe to- put him to death : Wherefore our Sauiour Chriſt wene 
thence 


The ſccond 
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thence ro the'ſea of Galile,which was 4o miles. Here he wear 
into a mountain not far from Capernaum, and cho'e the twelye 
Apoſtles, Luke 6. Mark 3. And thenvpon this mounrain hepra. 
ched vnto the people, which reſorted thither vnro him our ofthe 
Countrey round about , whom they heard with great diligence 
and attendance. -This ſermon being ended, hee came down from 
the mountaine, and healed the man that was ſicke of the Lepro- 
fie. Hee alſowent into Capernaum and healed the Centuriony 
ſcruant, cMar.8. Luke 7, Afterward Chriſt in the ſame moneth 
of April, when the man whom he healed of his leproſie had pub. 
liſhed that Miracle, hee went from Capernaum into the Deſan 
which lay neere vnto Bethſaida for there was a certaine Deſart, 
Marke 1, Luke 5, Inthe moneth of May our Sautour went out 
of Galile towards Ieruſalem,to keep the feaſt of Penticoſt; ſo he 
came tothe gates ofthe city Naim,which ſtood on the borderof 
Samaria,and was diſtant from Capernaum 1 6 miles, Here here 
called the widowes ſonne to life, Luke 7. And afterhe went to le. 
ruſalem,which was 48 miles,that he might celebrate the feaſt of 
Penticoſt,according to the law of God, Exe.23. Thrice entry yeart 
(hall cuery male childe appeare before the Lord thy God, This fea(t fell 
this yeare vpon the 1 5 day of May ; for it behooued our Sauiour, 
according to the law,to gocuery yere to Ieruſalem to theſe three 
principall feaſts, that is, of the Paſſeouer, Penticoſt, and of the 
Tabernacles.A littleafter the feaſt of Penticoſt, 19hn Baptiſt (be- 
ing then in priſon) hauing certaine intelligence of the M iracle 
that our Sauiour wrought vpon the Widowes fonne at the gates 
of Naim, andof other wonderfull Miracles that he did in Ieru- 
ſalem, and inother places in Iudza; ſent two of his diſciples 
from the Caſtle of Macharuntes, to aske him the queſtion,whe- 
ther he was the Mefſiaor no > So when they came vnto him and 
delivered their meffage,at that time he cured many of their fick- 
nefle and p/agues,*and euill ſpirits, and to many blinde men hee 
gave (1ght freely. And TIeſus ſaid vnto them, Goe your wayes and 
ted Tohn what things you hae ſeene and heard, That the Blinde ſee, tht 
Halt go; he Lepers ave clenſed,the Deafe heave, the Deadare raiſed, and 
the Poore recetue the Goſpell : And bleſſed is hee that ſhall not be offen- 
adin me, Mathew 11, Luke 7, Atthis ſermon it was thought hee

In the moneth of Auguſt our Saujor Chriſt went from Nazg, 
reth toward Ieruſalem tothe feaſt of Tabernacles,and as he went 
viſited the towns and cities neere adioyning. Now when he ſaw 
that they wanted Teachers,it beeing at this cime the ſecond har. 
veſt, be ſaid vnto his Diſciples, Loe the Harueſt i great,but the Ly 
bogrers are few,&c.and he ſent hisDiſciptes out into the Harueſ, 
Mat.g. Lukeg.' 

Of this ſecond harueſt you may reade, Exod. 23. where Gad 
commanded the people that they ſhould obſcrue the feaſt of the

This citic of Bethſaida hath an antient water courſe comming 
from a riuer not far from it, which 7ſep-hws calleth little Iordan, 
which falleth into the ſea of Galile, juſt inthe mid-way betweene 
this towne and Capernaum, the channell whereof appeareth to 
bis day. Beſide the many ſermons which our Saujor Chriſt prea- 
thed here, he did many notable miracles, 42rc.8.cc. But for the 
ngratitude and impictic of the citiſens the curſe of our Sauiour 
fell vpon them,YYoe bethee Chorazin, woe be to thee Bethſaiaa - for if 
the miracles had beene dont in Tyrus and Sidon, which hane beene done 
in thee, they had long ere this repented in ſackloth and aſhes « Verity, 
verily 7 ſay wato you, it ſhall beeaſter for Tyrus and Sydon inthe day of 
indeement than for you, Matt. 11.Luc.1o, The prophecie of our Sa- 
viour Chriſt fell vpon them accordingly; for after diuers and ſun- 
dry ouerthrowes and deuaſtations, this rowne became vtterly vn- 
reopled,and as Britenbaccbu ſaith, there are ſcarce fix houles ſtan- 
ling in it at this day. |

Of Tiberias. 

| Bs mg ſtandeth vpon the Weſt {ide of the ſea of Galilee, z5 
miles from Icruſalem towards the North, Before the binh 

f Chriſt it was called Kinnereth, that is,rhecity of the Harpe:afte 
which name the lake of Tiberias or ſea of Galile is called, Nan; 
14.Burt Herod the Tetrach of Galile(at whoſe command 74»the 
Baptiſt was beheaded) did beautifie this Citie with many faire 
buildings and compaſled about with ſtrong walls, and after7;. 
bcrias Ceſars name called it Tiberias. He alſogathred thicher mz. 
ny inhabitants, and indowed it with many large priuiledges;for 
although this place before the reſtoring of the citiewas very fil. 
thy and impure, by reaſon of the dead bodies both of men and 
beaſts, which lay in that place, (from whence it hapned thatthe 
Iewes ſhunned this place as vtrerly valawfull,and durſt not wel 
there) yer notwithſtanding, Herod with ſingular induſtrie anddi- 
ligence remoued all that filthineſſe, and in that very place built 
vp this Citie both faire and ſpacious ; partly with gifts, partly 
with faire ſpeechesalluring many Iewes to inhabit therin, Many 
poore people alio built themſelues houſes at their owne charge, 
and thoſe that had no children gaue way vnto the liberty of the 
citic , beſides, many rich and noble men were conſtrained to re- 
moue their whole families, and to dwell in this citie, ſo that in 
ſhort time it became very well peopled,according to 7oſcdib. 4n- 
$1q.18.cap.4.& Eziſip lib.2.cap,z. 
Not aboue two miles from Tiberias towards the South, wo 
| the 
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the ſhore of the ſea of Galile ſtood Tarachza, a town wherein 10. 
ſehws dwelt. Now it hapned that the Citiſens of Tiberias vpon 
ſome diſcontent, and as it was thought at the inſtigation of one 
Clitus , fell into rebellion;of which 7oſephm bauing certaine intel- 
ligence, he cauſed all the gates of Terachza to be ſhut, leaſt any 
man going thence ſhould diſcloſe his intentions,or anycomming 
from Tiberias, ſhould mooue thar Citiealfo ro rebellion; and 
then priuily ſent out a command coaſſemble all the ſhippes and 
other veſſels that were vpon the ſea or lake, euen to the number 
of 230 ſhips; allwhich he cauſed to be manned only with foure 
men apiece, and of a ſudden failed towards Tiberias. Butwhen 
he came within view of the city,ſo that the citiſens from the wall 
might diſcern the ſhips,he left the body of thenauie a good way 
remote from Tiberias, and rooke only one ſhip manned with ſe. 
uen men, and went cloſe to the citie of Tibertas, as it ſeemed ro 
hauc had a parley wich the citiſens:but they ſeeing ſucha multi- 
tude of ſhips, and the bold reſolution of 7oſepher, ſuppoling that 
they had beene ſufficiently manned,and contained a great armie, 
were greatly affraid, inſomuch that they caſt away their armes, 
and came our of the citie with humble petitions to /oſephys, en- 
treating him to ſpare the city,and to-take pity. of the inhabitants, 
Notwithſtanding hee vtterly refuſed to ſhew them any mercie, 
vnleſſe they would deliver vato him theRuler of the cicie, which 
they did: ſo he (ettled the affaires of that Towne, and tooke the 
Ruler thereof with him to Terachza, where hee committed him 
topriſfon. : 
But after,it being certainely found out that one Ciitas was the 
principall author of this rebellion, he ſent Zexyn one of his Gard 
with command to apprehend him and cut off both his hands : 
ofwhich puniſhment Cyr being certainly informed, with tears 
and prayers humbly befonght rhis Zeyynthathe would ſpare one 
of his hands, and he would willingly loſe the other ;zwhich with 
.| much adowas granted him,vpon condition that he would cut off 
in] bis owne hand : ſo he tooke his {word and cut off his lefthand 
-| which being done, Ioſephus returned the captives to Tiberias and 
receiued the inhabitants againe into fauour, and euer afterretey- 


ed it in obedience, | 
| Feſpaſian 
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Yeſpaſianalſo inuaded this citie at ſuch time as he vndertooke 
his expedicion againſt Ieruſalem,as it appearetÞh in oſephms lib, 
bells Indacap.16. but the inhabirants fearing his greatneſle, wil. 
lingly ſubmirred themſelues to his power, and opened him the 
gates, going forth of the citie to meer him with great humilitie, 
»iving himand his whole armie entertainment into the citie, re. 
cciving him with muſick and ſongs, and with great acclamations 
and ſhours;calling him their Sautour and protector : which kind 
of courteſies the Emperour tooke very louingly, and in token of 
thankefulneſle for this kindeneſſe, hee commanded his {ouldiers 
(afterthey had broken downe a great part of the wall vpon the 
South fide) rhat they ſhould abſtaine from all manner ot rapine 
and violence;{o that he continued there peaceably and went away 
peaceably. 

This citie to this day (as Borchardia the Monke ſaith)1s a faire 
rowne, ſcituated tothe longitude, vpon the ſhore of the ſaid ſea. 
there beeing vpon the South ſide many wholeſome bathes and 
ſprings; and there are to be ſeene alſo many great ruins of decay. 


ed buildings. The land alfo round about is very pleatant and fer. 


tile, abounding with Palmetrees, Vines, Oliues,and Figs. This 
city inantient time was ſituated in the Tribe of Iflachar. 


Of Tyrus or Zor, 


His was the chiefe citie of Phoeniciadiſtant from Ieruſalem 

100 Miles towards the North, It was firſt builded by the ci- 
tiſens of Zidon,(becaule ofa ſedirion that hapned in that Citie) 
240 yeares before the Temple of So/omon,as Joſephus ſaith, juſt in 
the place where at this day the ruins of antienr Tyre are to be 
ſeene. But after ic began togrow famous (which was abour ſuch 
timsas Troy was deſtroled)King Angenoy remoued it toa rocke 
which ſtood in the heart of the Mediterranean ſea, compaſſed 
abour therewith like an Ifland, EXek.26.and beſtowed great coſt 
in fortifying and building ir, It ſtood round, compaſſed with 
ſtrong walls,beautitied with goodly buildings, and fairely ſcitu- 
ated for the entertainement of ſhippes; for which puproſe, on 
cuery (ide there were many fate hauens and harbours made. It 
Was 
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was but a ſmall rowne, almoſt three miles abour, and two miles 
wide : yet the great Mart Towne 1n thoſe parts, for Merchants 
zeſorted thither from all the three parts of the Vorld (Europe, 
Afia,and AfricaJas well for the vttering as buying commodities; 
and was made fo much the more famous, becauſe of the ſcituari- 
onand ſtrength : It ſtood diſtant from the land of Pheoenicia al. 
moſt two miles; vpon which continent they had obtained por- 
tion of Jand for the maintenance of the citie, containing 19c00 
paces in compaſſe. The citizens alſo being greatly inriched,be- 
cauſe of their trafficke, built vp many faire ciries and townes in 
more remote parts, which was added to their juriſdiQion, as 
Leptis, Vrica,rnd Carthage,ſcituated in Afriea. They alſo built 
Cades,which at this day is called Caliz, as Pliny ſaith, 1b, 5.cap. 
'19. beeing ſcituated in a very faire Iſland in the Mediterranian 
ſea,not far from Hercales pillars ; inſomuch as the citizens of this 
towne hauing thus inlarged their command, and increaſed their 
ſubſtance; In every place they called chemſelues Princes, and 
tooke vpon them to weare ſcarlet and purple, which colours in 
that place aboue all other colours, were moſt artificially-dyed : 
And becauſe of the raritic of them,tranſported thenceinto many 
countries more remote. . But becauſe of: their extreame arro-

ry kindely,and gaue them royall entertainment,as to his friends) 
amongſt other things, hee told them that hee would come vn- 
totheir Citie, and doe facrifice to their god Hercles (for the 
kings of the Macedonians are perſwaded that they proceed from; 
the off. ſpring of that god, and beſide hee was commanded by an 
Oracle ſo todo.) But the Embaſſadors of Tyre anſwered,that the: 
Temple of Hercalcs ſtood without the citie in Paztzron, where 


ancient Tyre ſtood ; ſo that the King might eaſily come thither

ro doe ſacrifice ; but ©A/exanader hearing thefe words, could not 
containe himſetfe, but in a great anger anſwered, And doeyes 
proud Citizens put ſuch truſt in the ſtrength and ſciruationof 
your Citie, that youthinke I am not able ro come to it with my 

Army by land > You ſhall well perceive within this ſhort ſpace, 

that youare ſcituated vpon the continent, and that I will enterit 

and ſacke it. With theſe terrible words the Embaſſadors depar. 

ted and ſhortly after Alexantcr followed them with a great and 

mightic army. 

But when it was knowne that .L/exander had vndertaken the 
facking of this citie,there were many that thought it almoſt im. 
poſſible for him roaccompliſh his defignes ; firſt, becauſe of the 
inconftancie of the windes, and the vehemencie of the water, 
whereby all ſuch matter as they caſt into the ſea to joine it tothe 
continent, would bedriuen away by the violence of the Water, 
againe, thecity was compaſted about with ſuch exceeding high 
walls, and fortified with ſuch firong towers, that it was not pol. 
ſible for him to bring any engines to batter them, or faſten any 
ſcaling ladders toaſcend them, vnleſſe it were by ſhips. Twice 
Alexander attempred by flinging into the ſea mighty trees of Li. 
banus, atid heapes of the ruines of ancient Tyre'ro haue madea 
bridge to it,orelſe joyne itto the continent, inſomuch as the Ty. 
rians mocked the Macedonians ; ſaying,” hat,can your king Alet- 
ander conquer Neptune the God ofthe ſea ? For the violence of the 
fea was ſo extreame, that it carried away all things with it, and 
oftentimes broke the ſhips that'were joyned together to'makea 
bridge,and drowned the ſoldiers that beſiegedand fought againſt 
the citie. During this ſiege,a Citiſen of Tyrus dreamt that their 
Idoll Zpolowould depart from them ; whereupon they bound 
the Image of 4po/{owith a chaine of gold, vntothe pillar where: 
on he ſtood, that he mighr not leaue them. There hapned ala 
hotrible oſterit amongft the Macedorijans ; for a certaine ſouldi- 

cr breaking bread, there fell fram it ſome fey drops of bloud at 
the hearing of which accident Alexander was greatly amaſed, vi- 
rill hee was reſolned-by one Ari/tander a very skilfull Prophet, 
That if.jitiffued from off the ourfide of the bread, it had beroke- 


ned a heattie extent to the Macedoniaes ; bur in regard ther ici |

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ſued fromthe infide of the bread, it foreſhewed that hee ſhould 
forthwith conquer the towne hee had ſo long beſieged : And fo 
ithapned;for when Alexander had beſieged the city for the ſpace 
of fenen moneths, with great difficulty he woon it:bur befor che 
could win-it he was conſtrained to vſca great multitude of ſhips 
and faſten them together with yron bands, ypon which placing 
many engines of battery and other offenſiue inſtruments, whar 
with the mooving of the ſhips and'the extreame violence of the 
batterie,'they ouercame the citie, This exploit Alexander per- 
tormed when be was 2 5:ycarcs of age, and about 3oo yeares be- 
fore Chriſt, a 
There was one thing that Alexander did during his ſiege, thar 
nas memorable ; for before any of his ſouldiers would attempt 
toaſcend the walls, hee went in perſon with his crowne vpon his 
head, and-ip princely. armor, and ſcaleda high tower of thecitic, 
where he expreſt an extraordinary reſolution, and by rcaſon of 
his courage did great hurt to theenemy, who perceiuing him to 
bethe King, reſorted ro that place ingreat-heaps,and ſhot at him 
with a}l:their might; but hee manfully defended himſelfe, and 
compelled the enemy to fly, In this aſſault.there were 60000f 
the inbabitants ſlaine; and after he had entred the wals and ſacke 
the citie, he cauſed 2000 tobe tyed to croſſes and throwne into 
the ſea. From whence may be gathered, that God by this young 
Prince did accompliſh this great worke, that the prophecies of 
yt Crophnts, ſe 23zleremy 4.3.and Ezekiel 25,26,might be ful.

Ic is the received opinion,that vpon the top of this mauntain 
our Sauiour Chriſt in the preſence of Peter, Tames, and 1ohn, was 
transfigured,and he ſpakewith the holy Prophets 2/7ſes and 5!:- 
4,Mat.17. Luke 9. which place at this day is compaſled abour 
with a great Wall, within which isa faire and pleaſant Orchard, 
watered with many cleare & goodly ſprings, but there is no ma 
that dwels in it, (notwithſtanding there are many townes and in- 
babirants at the foot of the mountaine) neither do they thinke 
any man worthy todwel in it,they hold it in ſucheſtimation,and 
reverence itas the Hill of God. There are to be ſeen in itdiuers 
great ruins of Pallaces, Towers,and princely Edifices ; in which 


wtha | at this day there harbour many Lions and other wilde beaſts, It 
brift} is very difficult to aſcend vp to the toppeof it, it is ſoexceeding 
Thi} bigh : it is one of the principal hils in the holy land,not only be- 


auſe that Chriſt on it was transfigured, bur becauſe it isverie 
ruitfull, and plentifully aboundeth with Vines and other profi- 
able plants,and herbs. The aire thereof is wholſome and good, 
and the dew vpon itriſing thick and ſiyeet,with indifferent rain;

There is alſo another hill in the vpper part of Galile,92 miles 
from Icruſalem Northward, which hill is alſo called Thabor and 
is three miles diſtant from Czfarea Philippi Eaſtward: but that 
was not the place of Chriſts Transfiguration, 
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the Trancls of Chriſt inthe fourth yeare of his Miniftery be. 
the faure and thinticth of his aze. 


N the moneth of Ianuary Chrift the ſonneof God winteredir 
Bethabara, 16 miles from Icruſalem Northeaſtward, whie 
tobn ſometimes baptiſed, 104.10. And many came vnto him ſay. 
ing, lon ſhewed vs ns ſignes , but whatſocuer he preached of thus Chr 
&re true, And many beleeued on him. Now as Chriſt went into 
the Deſart ropreach, his Diſciples came vnto him ſaying, Lord 
reach vs to pray, as /o/n taught his Diſciples to pray. Wheru 
.he preſcribed rohis Diſciples a forme of prayer , which is called 
the Lords prayer, Zuke 11. Atthis time there came vnto him # 
great multitude, and thronged about him, where hee made that 
long ſermon which is deſcribed Lake 22 & 13. Vpenthe ſeucs. 
teenth day of Ianuarie, it being then the Sabbath;he cured acer 
taine woman which had beene diſcaſed 18 yeares, Luke 13; And 
when therecame vnto him certain Phariſeesſaying, Thou artthe 
.Spnne of God, whetefore get thee out of this countrey, for #ered 
ks to kill thee; leſus anſivered them ſaying, Goe and tell tht 
gafty Foxe; Beho'd, 7 caft out Diuels to day awd to morrow, andthe 
third day, I ſhall be perfeted, Preſently he departed out of _ 
Mt | (yer 
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(where Herod kepthis Court inthe caſtle of Macharuntes) and 
went into Galile beyond Iordan, 28 miles, Luke 1 3.Vpon the laſt 
day of Ianuary being the Sabbath, our Lord and Sautour Chriſt 
healed (in the houſe ot a certaine prince of the Pharifees) a man 
ficke of thedrophie, and recited the parable of the great Supper, 
Lube 14: :: 1.8 F 
In the moneth of February he went through all Galile,which 
was 80 miles long,and 24 broad , i which viſication there follo. 
wed him a great company. And when there came vnto him-Pub- 
licans and finners,he began to ſpeake of repentance:but the Pha- 
riſees and Scribes murmured at him,and oppoſed his parables of 
the Joſt ſheep,of the woman that had loſt her groart, 8 of the pro- 
digal ſon, Luke 15. Anda little after he recited vnto his diſciples 
the parable of the vniuſt Steward,and of Dives and Lazarns, Luke 
16. About the later end of February (as by the circumſtance of 
the hiſtorie and times may appeare) he made that ſermon of the 
power of Faith-and Good works,&c. Zuk.17. And going out of 
Galile through the middeſt of Samaria be healed ho Topen 
Luk.17. he recited the parable of the vniuſt Indge,and that of the 
Publican and Phariſee, Lake 18, 
| Inthemoneth of March hee finiſhed this generall viſication, 
Which journies were ſo many 8& diuers that his diſciples could 
not deſcribe them. Notwithſtanding in this moneth he weat in- 
tothe borders of Iudza and Petrxa beyond Iordan, and came to 
Bethabara where 70h ſomrtimes baprtiſed,and there followed him 
agreat company,and he healed them, Matth. 19. Mark 10. There 
the Phariſees moved the diſputation of the Diuorce; and Chrift 
louingly embraced the little children, 2Zar.20.Inthis moneth of 
March LaJarss the brother of Martha and Mary,who dwelt at Be- 
thania, fel] ſicke ofa deadly diſeaſe, and they ſentmeſſengers to 
Chriftwho ar this time was at Bethabara,to giue him to vnder- 
ſand of his fickneſle, 794.11. This meſlagecame vntoour Saui- 
our Chriſt to Bethabara vpon the twentieth day of March, being 
the laſt day ofthe twelfth month Adar, 4»n0 Mandi 4ooo. and 
about ſuch time as the ſeuenty weekes ſpoken of by Dari! were 
tally ended : At the end ofwhich prophecie it behooued Chriſt, 
G g 4 | that 
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that he might fulfil the prophecies of the old Teſtament) to ſuf. 
fer,and by his reſarreQionand aſicention to enter into the glory 
oi God,and to be partaker of his eternall kingdome. | 

Although our Sauior had receiued this meſſage of the ſicke. 
neſſe of Lazarus, he ſtayed at Bethabara. Twodayes after,andas 
it may be thought about the 22 day of March, which was the fe. 
cond day of the firſt moneth Abib, Lazarus died. But LaJarws be. 
ing dead and buricd, then our Sauiour went from Bethabarato. 
wards Iericho, 70.14. Luke 8, and in theway a man came to him 
and ſaid, Good Maſter what ſhall I da that 1 may inherit cternall life ? 
Chriſt ſaid vato him, Go andſell allthat then haſt, and giue it vntothe 
Poorg aud thou ſhalt finde treaſure in heauen , and then come and folly 
me. Gur becauſe hee was very rich he refuſed, and went his way, 
After,he recited the Parable of the Laborers in the vineyard,ma- 
king mention of predeſtination. Alſo in this journy he reprehet- 
ded the ſons of Zebedens for their pride and arrogancie, and for. 
telleth his diſciples of his death and paſſion, and in the way hea- 
led the blinde man that fate begging,and ſoentred into Iericho, 
where he reſted all night in the houſe of Zachess, Mat. 20.2 acheur 
 £fgnifies Clean, 

Vpon the 2 4of March Chriſt went from Iericho to Bethania, 
which was x2 miles. Here he healed Bartimens the ſon of Tim, 
Mark 10. (Timans fignifieth Vncleane, of Tame, Hee is defiled) 
And going a little further hee healed other rwo,reſtoring them 
co fight, X4#th, 19, Vpon the 25 of March (being Tueſday)our 
Sauior Chriſt eame to Bethania,where by the power of his word 
he raiſed LaJarovrto life after he had bin buried four daies, 79.11. 
Lazarus and Elkazer haue both one ſignification, that is, Godis 
my Helpe. | 

_ Vpon the 26 dayof March , the feaſt of the Paſſeouer of the 
Tews drawing neere, he ſent from Bethaniato the city of Ephra- 
tm neeretothe deſart, that he might auoid the traps and deceits 
of —_ lewes,who went aboutto take him, 704» 1 1, which wasten 
miles. 

Vpon the 27day of March hee returned backe againe from E- 
phraimco Bethania(being x0 miles) comming thither abour the 
Eucn!ng 


th yeare of bis Miniſtary. 
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evening, (ix daics before the Paſlcouer,at which time Martha mi. 
niftred to him, & Aary anointed his feer, wherat /u«4s grutched, 
h4.12.Vpon the Sabbath day,being the 28 of March,hee reſted 
in Bethaniaatthe houſe of A4artha, Now as he wasart ſupper with 
Lazarus,many of the Iewes vnderſtanding that he was there,reſor- 
red thither, not onely to ſee him,bug, LaFarus afowhom hee had 
raiſed from the dead, 10h. 12. 

Vpon the 29 of March Chriſt Geting vpon an afle went to Te- 
mfalem. Now when the multitude heard that he was come vnto 
ſeruſalem, they went out to meet him , ſome laying their gar- 
ments in the way,others ſtrowing the boughes of trees, wherehe 
ſhould go, and thoſe thatwent before cried ſaying , Hoſanna to 
the Sonee of Dauid,blefſedbe he that commeth in the name of the Lord, 
Atthis time our Sauiour Chriſt wept ouer Ieruſalem, and caſt 
out all thoſe that bought and ſold in the Temple, 24att.21, 7h, 
cap,17, About theenening he went out of the city againto Be- 
thania, almoſt two miles, and there rgſted all night, 24at.21. So 
this daies journy was almoſt foure miles. In the evening of this 

day the Iewes chofe their Paſchal lambe, according to the Lay, 
Exod. 12, JE 

Vpon the 30 day of March hgewent from Bethania to Ieruſa- 
Jem berimes in the morning ; in which journy he curſed the Fig- 
tree that wanted fruit,and after entring into the city, hee caſt ouc 
of the Temple the mony-changers and Merchants, Markt 11, A- 
bour the euening (as may be gathered by circumſtance of time) 
he returned back again to Bethania. This daies journy was foure 
miles. 

Vpon the |Mt day of March in the morning Chriſt went back 

aine from Bethania to Ieruſalem ; and by the way as hee went, 
bis Diſciples bebeld the Figge tree that he had curſed,and loe it- 
it was dried vp, AHar.i1. After,when he was in the Temple,there 
eame certaine Phariſees vnto him and diſputed with him. At 
which time he recited the Parable of the mariage of the Kings 
daughter. Alfocertaine Scribes and Phariſees came vatohim af- 
ting him whether it was lawfull to pay tribute vnto Ceſar, Matth; 


21.22, Healfa ſharply rebuked the Scribes and Phariſees , and 
| recited 
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recitedthe Simile ofthe Hen and her Chickens, 2.2 3. Aﬀer 
thik;he went to the mountof Olives,almoſt a mile. And then his 
Diſciples looking vpon the goodly building of the remple,from 


| thence he tookeoccalion topreach of the deſtruction of Ieruſa; 


lem, & the confummation ofthe world ; fo he ſtayd al that niphe 
inthe mount of Oliues, Mt. 24. | 

Vpon the firſt day of Aprill being Wedneſday, our Saviour 
Chriſt riſing before day,taught again inthe Temple;and after ag 
he was going to Bethania, he faid to his Diſciples, Know yee that 
within theſe two aaies is the feaſt of the Paſſoner andthe Son of man ſhul 
be delinercd tnto the hands of ſinners, and crucified, At the ſame time 
the chiefe Prieſts aſſembled them({clues rogether,and took conn. 
ſell how they mighe do to take him by deceit, Mat.2 6. The ſame 
day as our Sauiour Chriſt was in the houſe of S/»10» the Leper, 
(whom he had healedof that fickneſle) rhere came a woman and 
brought a box of pretious ointment and poured ir vpon his head, 
atwhich the Diſciples murgiured, 244t.26. Mar.14. Luke 21, 

Vpon Turſeday being the ſecond day of Aprill, the dayesof 
the feaſt of the Paſſeouer being now at hand, Chriſt with his dif- 
ciples prepared for the cating of the Paſchal Lambe ; which wa 
the fourth'Paſſeouer of our Saujour, and when about'the cue. 
ning of this day it was neceſſarie for them to keepe the Paſchal 
Latmbe, and to prepare the Paſſeover according to Gods Lay; 
Chriſt ſent Peter and 70hn to make ready the Supper,and he with 
the reſt of his Diſciples about evening went from Berhania mo- 
ward Ieruſalem, iuſt at the beginning of the 14 day ot the 1 mo- 
neth Abib or Niſan,which began about the enening of this day, 
Here he celebrated his laſt ſupper among his Di {$ples, berween 
{ix and ſenen of the clock in x 6 evening ; at which time he cele- 
brated the ſacrament of the Lords ſupper, concerning the rraere- 
ceiving of his body and bloud :of which you thay read, Mr.26. 
Mark 14. Luke 22,1 Cor-11. Afterward aboutthe cight hourche 
waſhed his Diſciples feet, and then leaning vpon the table, hee 
pointed our 7,4 that ſhould betray him, 7ob# ca,1 3. -From the 
ninth houre to the tenth houre, abour the ſecond Watch of the 
night, «a that Traitor went fromhis Diſciples, 70h. r3.1n the 
meane 
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mean time Chriſt made that loag ſermon recited onely by 1ohu, 
44+15-16.a0d made that etteual prayer, oh# 17, About theig. 
houre(after they had ſung a Plalme) Chriſt went ouer the brooke 
Cedron,to the garden of Gethſamene, being ſomwhatmorethan 
halfe.a mile. There between the hours of 11 and 1 2,he ſweat wa- 
terand bloud,and prayed carneftly. About 12 of the clock, itbe- 
ing then midnight, Chriſt was betraicd by 1#4zs,who about three 
daics before had ſold him for thirty filuerlings,which was worth 
about 3 li.1s s. | 
From Gethſamene the Iews brought him bound to Ieruſalem 
being more than halfea mile : and about one of the clocke in the 
morning caried him to the houſe of 11a who was one of the 
chiefe prieſts, About two of the clock they led him from thence 
to Caiaphas chiefe Prieſt. From three of the clock rill 4, (which 
was about cocks crowing) Peter denied Chriſt, Atthe ſame time 
Caiaphas and all the Prieſts of Icruſalem would haue condemned 
the Lord of Glory the ſon of God. Act the ſame timealſo the ſer. 
uants and Officers of the Prieſis beat him and mocked him. A- 
bout fiue of the clack inthe morning Chriſt was-condemned by 
the whole conſent of the Synedrion of the lewes, Zake 22, All 
theſe things Chrig ſuffered between Thurſday. and Friday. And 
whereas the Iewes accarding to the commandement of God be- 
giatheir day in the eucning, therefore that night wherin our Sa- 
uiour Chriſt ſuffered all rheſe things, belonged vato the 14 day 
of the moneth Abib, Sothat iuſt at the ſame timeas the Feaſt of 
the Paſchal Lambe was celebrated amongſt the Iewes, Chriſt the 


true Lambe of God was made aliuing ſacrifice on the Croſſe for 


the finnes of man, Thusas we hauc obſerued the houres of the 
night, (o likewiſe [ct vs obſerve the houres of the day. 

Friday being the third day of Aprill (which as haue (aid be- 
z2n the cucning before) was the fourteenth day of the firſt mo- 
neth Abib or Niſan among the Iewes. At ſixof the clock.in the 
morning, about Sunne riſing of the ſame day, our Sauiour Teſus 
Chriſt was brought vnto Plat, and:l«das Ucariot hanged him- 
felfe, becauſe he had betrayed the innocent bloud. About ſcuen

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bh of the clock inthe ſame morning our Sauior Chriſt was carried 
to Herod Antipas, that cruel! Tyrant whothe yeare before had pur 
Tohn Baptiſt to death : here Ke was daiſdainfully handled. Ar 8of 
the clocke our Sauior Chriſt returned to Pilar, who propounded 
vnto the Iewes (becauſe they were to haue a capital offenderdelj. 
uered vnto them at the feaſt of the Paſſouer) whether they would 
haue Ieſus their King, or Barabas who had beene a murtherer, let 
looſe vnto them > But they condemned Ieſus and choſe Baraby, 
which name ſignifies, The ſonne of the multitude,or a ſeditious 
man. About g of the clock in the morning(which the Iews com. 
monly called the third houre of the day,becauſe it fucceeded the 
morning,and continued till noon) our Sauiour Chriſt was whit 
and crowned with thornes. About ten of the clock Por: Pilat, 
inthe place called Gabbatha publikely condemned Chriſt robe 
crucified, and wathed his hands in token of innocencie. Pontim 
ſignifies cruell and inhumane ; Pi/at, a man armed with a Roman 
dart, Mart.li6. 10. Toh.19.Between ten and 1 1, our Savior Chriſt 
carying his croſſe,was brought tothe place called Golgotha, A- 
bout 11 ofthe clock (the third houre of the morning beeing not Þt 
yet fully finiſhed)our Sauior Chriſt was faſtned vpon the croſſes, 
Mark 13. He therefore hung 4 hours vpon theefofle, that is, from 
about 11 of theclocke, till about three in the afternoon. And he 
ſpake before that ſupernatural Eclipſe of the Sun three memors 
ble ſayings: Firſt, Father forgine them, for they know not what thy 
doe, Lake 19.

Vpon the fift day of Aprillearly iuthe morning, our Sauiour 
Chriſt having overcome Jearh and thediuecl,by his diuine power 
aiſed himſelf vp from the dead, according as he had foretold his 
liſciples , and appeared to Afary Magdalen, 1h.20. and toother 
nomen that touched his feet, 2441.28, About noone he appeared 
t0Simon Peter, Luk.2.4.

Of the Caſtle from whence the Aſſe and the Colt were brought

THis Caſtle (as Adams Riſnerws ſaith) was a certaine Hol 
compaſled about with ſtrong walls, and within beautifie 
witha faire pallace, ſupported with goodly columnes : it ſtood 
not farre from the Mount of Oliues, juſt in thedeuiding of the 
way as you goe from Bethania to Teruſalem ; for there goes one 
way t© the fountaine gate,and another to the valley of Gehinnoy, 
Inthe Hebrew text it is called 77r4h, as you may reade in Me- 
thew, which ſignifies not onely a Caſ{le, but a firme and ſure bi 
ding, with good decornm and order » tor Tor ſignifies a circular o. 
der. lr is credible that this Hold is a reſting place, and that the 
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Af and-the colt wereticd in the way, for this cauſe, that if byÞ'*2c« 
chance any trauellers were wearie (by reaſon of the tediouſneſſeſ*3776 
of their journey)they might hire them for certain houres to car-Þ 91 
rierhem ouer the Mount of Oliues,and fo returne them backes 
gaine. The Allegoricall meaning of this Aſſe and the Colt, ac-

Of the Mount of Olines, 


A Bout halfe a mile and a furlong from Teruſalem towards the 
Eaſt, ſtood the Monnt of Oliues, very fruittull and pleaſant, 
bringing forth Olives, Palmes, Figs, Goſſumpine, & many other 
notable fruits, but principally Palmes and Oliues, of which the 
mountaine taketh the name. Ir is ſaid in P/1»y,tib,16.cap.19. that 
theſe Oliue and Palme trees doe neuer loſe their leaues, and are 
greence both Winter and Summer. Saint Axſtzne calleth it,7 he 
mountaine of vnition, becauſe of the fertilitie and pleaſantneſſe of 
it : alſo, The menntaine of health, becauſe ir bringeth forth Oyles 
and many other plants neceſlarie for Phyſicke:alſo, The nowntain 
of light , firſt, becauſe it lieth vpon the Eaft, ſo that the Sun ſhi- 
neth in the morning very pleaſantly vpon ir, and in the euening 
when it ſetteth, the beames thereof refle&ing vpon the Temple 
of Teruſalem,caſteth a beautifull light to this Mount : ſecondly, 
becauſe it bringeth forth Oyle,which is the nouriſhmentand life 


2t the of light : thirdly,becauſe it was beautified with the gratious pre- 
if by ſence of our bleſſed Lord and Sauiour Chriſt, which is the Day- 
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ſtarre and light of the Church, riſing vp on high to enlighten all 
thoſe which ſhall be called vnto eternall happineſſe. For which 
cauſe it typically repreſenteth the Church, which is the lighrof 
the World, whereinare found many Chriſtians thar bring forth 


 neo.pleaſant fruit, (good workes) relieuing the neceſſitic of ſuch as 
"d theJ#< in want,comforting the afflicted, 8 patiently ſupporting the 
charalamitie and miſery of this world, that ſo they might trium- 
aw of phantly rejoyce with Chriſt in that heauenly citie of leruſalem.

What things Zacharias hath ſpoken of this Mount in his laſt 


nding|daprer,is to be vnderſtood of the preaching of the Goſpell, and 
tie offropagation of the Church through all the world, Saint 7-109 
Hh 2 
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ſaith in his Epitaph vpon S. Pas/, That vpon this hill che Ieweg 
commonly burnt the red Cow, with the aſhes whereof the peo. 
pleof God being ſprinckled, they were purified and ſanctified, 
of which you may reade,Neum. 19.Heb.s, 

Hellen the Empreſſe, mother to that godly Emperor Con/anting 
the Great, about the yeare of our Lord 3 32, cauſed a faire and 
beautifull church to be built vpon this Mount, juſt in the place 
where our bleſſed Lord and Savior Chriſt aſcended vp into hea. 
ven. Itwas built round, all of white poliſhed marble : vponthe 
top therof there isnoroofe, bur a window euen as Chriſt ſhould 
aſcend through it, as Enſebiws ſaith in the life of the Emperour 
Conſtantine the Greaty16, 3.cap.40,The ſame S.7:romattirmeth,in 
his booke ge locrs Hebraicts, He allo ſaith, That the inhabitants 
of the Holy land take vpon them to ſhew in this Church,the im. 
preſſion of the feet of our Sauiour Chriſt, which hapned as they 
ſay,juſt at ſuch time as he aſcended vp intoheauen:outof which, 
trauellers and pilgrims rake ſand to carry with them as an holy 
relicke, though indeed it is verily tobe thought, that they wer 
feet made in ſtone by anticent Monkes, thereby to get mony from 
ſuch as reſorted thither vpon deuotion , for looke how oftpit. 
grims take thence the ſand, they are preſenly filled againe : from 
whence may bee gathered, that there is no ſand naturally there, 
Euery man therefore ought toembrace a neerer way to ſaluation, 
than to follow thoſe monkiſh fables ; and to ſeeke Chriſt in the 
holy Scripture,not vpon the Mount of Oliues, or among ſt ſand: 
for ſince the graue could not containe him, the Mount of Oliues 
cannor hold him, who now (itteth at the right hand of his father, 
in power and eternall glory : but rather if wee be deſirous to ſee 
the footſteps of ChriR,let vs ſeeke them in the Church;which is 
diſperſt through the world ; wherein wee are ſufficiently taught 
how we ſhould follow him.

T' His was a village ſcitnared at the foot of the mount of O- 
.. L liucg,in a pleaſant and fruitfull place. Neere vnto this vil- 
lage, as Star Auzeſtine obſerueth there were many pleaſant gar- 
dens which gaue forth very ſweet and deleable fauors; vnto 
which place Chriſt and his Diſciples did oftentimes reſort,as the 
Evangeliſt Zuke cap.22.0bſerueth. It was ſocalled from the preſ- 
fog forth of oyle ; for Gathor Geth,ſignifies,a Preſſe,and Schemen, 
Oyle. In this place the heart of our Sauiour Chriſt was ſo preſt 
with aflidtion that he ſwear drops of bloud : By which bloud the 
finnes of our ſoules are waſhed away, and wee that are wounded 
are made whole,as with a moſt precious balſome,/ſa.5 3. + 
Hellen the Empreſle, inan Orchard cloſe by this towne, ſet vp 
a faire and beautifull Church, ouer the ſepulchre of the Virgin 
Mary ; which ſhecalled by the name of the mother of God, Nz- 
ceph 1ib.2.cap.zo. It is ſaid that this ſepulchre remaineth to this 
day in this Church, made of white poliſhed Marble, ſtanding a- 
bout eightand fortie ſteps vnder ground, being ſomething wider 
than the ſepulchre of Chriſt : in it there is ewo doors, one togoe 


in, another to goe out. Butwhither this be the right ſepulchre of | 


the bleſſed Virgin, it concerneth vs not, ſith it appertaineth not 
to our ſaluation,neither is mentioned in the holy Scriptures:bue 
if any man be deſirous to be further ſatisfied in it, let him reade 
Nzcephorus, who makes mention of that and her aſcenſion, both 
in my opinion of like credit ; becauſe, I ſuppoſe, that Saint Luke 
(who wrote the Acts ofthe Apoſtles, and liued in thoſe times) 
would not haue omitted ſo memorable anaQion. But toreturne 
tothe Garden of Gethſamene. About ſome fiftic paces towards 
the Eaſt of this ſepulchre of the bleſſed Virgin, cloſe by the foot 
of the mount of Oliues, ſtands a certain chappell,juſt inthe place 
where ſometimes the towne of Gethſemano ſtood. Not far from 
this chappell is ſhowne a certaine hollow place vnder a rocke, 
where the inhabitants ſay our Sauiour ſweat drops of bloud. 
They alſo ſhew a certaine ſtone whereon the Angels ſtood which 


| comforted our Sauiour, Diſcending thence about a ſtones call,

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they ſhew vnto Pilgrims a place cloſe by the caue in the Mount 
of Oliues,where Peter, 7zmes,and /ohn, fate when our Sauiour waz 
in his agonie. They alſo ſhew the place where Peter cut off 3444. 
chas eare. There is tobe ſecne a memorable place where ds 
berraied onr Sauiour with a kifſe, when he delivered him to the 
Iewes. Not farre off is to be ſeene the place where the Iewes fel] 
backeward when our Sauiour askt them, Whom ſeeke yee ? Beſides 
many other things(if Borchardus may be credited) as the impref. 
ſion of his haire and head vpon a ſtone , and of his finger, as if it 
had beene in wax, vponarocke: and inthe place where he pray. 
ed, of his hands and knees, which are ſo.firme in ſtone that they 
cannot be defaced with any inſtrument. But there haue beene 
many in this place ſince thete times, which haue ſeene none of 
theſe things : from whence may be gathered, that they haue been 
idle deluſions viſed by ancient monkes to get money from Pil. 
grimsand ſtrangers ; and I haue here remembred them, thato- 
thers knowing theſe,may beware of the like fallacies and deceits 
purpoſely inuented for lucres ſake. 


This garden of Gethſamene is. credibly thought to haue been | 


planted in former times,by the Kings, Da#i/d and Solomon, but in- 

creaſed & inlarged by other ſucceeding Princes, that there they 

might recreate themſelues, 8 receiue fome content by the fruits 

of theearth. Bur on the contrary, that great King the annointed 

of the Lord, our bleſſed Sauiour, in this place of pleaſure, this 

paradiſe of the Iewes, was conſtrained tovndergoe that almoſt 

vnſupportable paſſion, to make vs partakersof that heauenly pi 
radiſe and place of pleaſure. 

| Not far from henee is to bee ſeene the place where Tuds han- 
ged himſclfe:and a little from that, the field of Akeldoma,which 
was boughtwith.the thirtie Siluerlings for which 1dr betraied 
Chriſt., This field (by the appointment of the Emprefle Helen) 
was compaſſed about with foure walls, in the maner-of a tower: 
ypon the top whereof there are ſcuen diſtin doores, like wit- 
dowes, by which the dead bodies of Chriſtians are let downe in- 
t0-1t:it is fiftie foot wide, and ſeuentie twolong. It ſtandeth not 
farre from the valley of Hinnon towards the Eaſt, and vpon the

colour of the water, and makes it looke blacke) and ſo through 
leruſalem ; then paſſing towards the Eaſt ouer a cliffe of Mounr 
Olivet,it falleth into the Lake of Aſphaltites. When there falls 
any ſtore of raine the channell is very full,but in Summer it is of- 
tentimes dry with theextremitie of heat. Ouer this brooke Da- 
#id paſſed when he was perſecuted by his ſonne 4bſolon, 2 Saws. 
15. and our Sauiour Chriſt when he dranke of the Riuer in the 
way,that is, when he ſuffered vpon the croſle for the finne of man, 
according to that ſaying of the Pſalmiſt, Pſal.

Of Mount Calnarie, 
His Mountaine, according to the common opinion, was ſo 
called of dead mens skuls, or the skuls of fuch who were 
pur to death for ſome capitall offence. It ſtood vpon the 
Weſt fide of Ieruſalem as you goe out of the ancient Gate, and 
is apart of Mount Gihon, Arthis day it ſtandeth within thecicy 
of leruſalem together with the ſepulchre of our. Sauiour:and vp- 
on it is builta faire Church,which is joyned -vatothe Church of 
the holy Sepulchre, being as itwere a Quire vnto it : But it Ran- 
deth ſomewhat lower. It 1s built all of Marble, and the inſide is 
all poliſhed and wrought yy curiouſly, It is alſo paued with 
e 


the ſame ſtone, Within it,is ſeen a piece of the pillar of ſtone, to

of bloud,and theſe alſo(they ſay)were the bloud of Chriſt when 
he was ſcourged , beſides many other things, of which you may

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The Deſcription of the holy Sepulchre, 


He Sepulchreof Chriſt ſtood vpon the Weſt {ide of Iem. 

ſalem, cloſe by Mount Golgatha, in the garden of Joſeph of 

Arimathea: for it was the cuſtome of the Iewes to build 
their rombs or ſepulchres, in their Orchards and Gardens; and 
beautifieand adorne them with Lillies, Roſes and other floures, 
on purpoſe to put them in minde of their mortalirie, according 
tothat of Daxid,Pſal.103, The daies of man ave like graſſe, 4s 4 flourt 
ofthe felaſo flowriſheth he : for the winde goeth oner it an1 is 7one, aud 
the place thereof ſhall know it no more, And for this cauſe the lewes, 
bur eſpecially the kings, would be buried in their gardens : ſos 


ſeph,a good and juſt man,following this cuſtome,had hewed him 


out of arocke a new monument, in which there had been no man 

laid; that ſo when bewalked into the Garden to take the aire, he 
might be put in mind of his mortalitie. In this monument our 
Sauiour Chriſt was buried : And from this place vpon the third 

day early inthe morning, he roſe;to the terrour and aſtoniſhment 
of fuch avwatched the ſepulchre, From whence may be gathe- 
red, That as our firſt parents, Adam and Eue, treſpaſſed againſt 

God,and loſt felicitic in a garden;ſfo Chriſt the Sonne of Godin 

a Garden made ſatisfaQion for thar ſinne, reſtored vs againe to 

grace, and make vs capable of heavenly felicitie. This ſepulchre 

(as it is deſcribed by S.zhn,when he went with $, Peter,ro ſee of 
thatnotable miracle of the reſurreion were true)was like a little 
chappel,the doorethereof being vpon the ourſide,& was bur one 

roome withoutany diuifion, ſo thata man might ſee all thatwas 
within it :forhe ſaith,74.20. Thathedid not goe in, bur lookt 
in, and ſaw the linnen ciothes were they lay wrapped vp : from 
whence may be concluded, that the ſepulchre which is now ex- 
rant (howſoeuer perbaps it may ſtand in the ſame place) is not 
the ſame ſepulchre whereinour Sauiour Chriſt was buried:for it 
is deſcribed to be four ſquare, ro be open at the top, tohauewith- 
1nittwovaults (an inward and an ontward) and that you difcend 
to it by ſtaires,as you may reade at the beginning of his treatiſe; 
which deſcription doth not agreewith thar of S. 7obns./Again'S. 
fobn faith, that they rolled a great tone to the doore of _—_— 
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chre,did not lay it vponthe top of it. Alſo Zaſebius and Nicepho- 
rw affirme, that the Pagans and other heathen people filled vp: 
the Sepulchreof Chriſt withearth, and builtvp inthe place the 
Temple of YVenw, and in ir put her image, where ſhee was wor- 
ſhipped a long time after, vncill ſuch time as that godly Empe. 
rſſe Hellen cauſed that Temple to be aboliſhed, and x & ſepul- 
chre clenſed and purified. Afterwards at her inſtigation, Cox- 
fantine the Great (who was her ſogne) builtvp in the very ſame 
placea faireand goodly Church in memory of our Sauiour, and 
beſtowed great coſt both in the workemanſhip, and in beauti- 
fying it with gold and ſiluer. This Temple (as it was before ir 
was deſtroied by the Saracens)is ſaid to be builtall of white po. 
liſhed marble, and beautified with tones of diuers colours,guile 
with gold and (iluer, couered on the outſide with lead to with- 
ſtand the ſtormes and ſhowers of raine that happened , bur the 
inſide was guilt all with ſplendant and refulgent gold, which caſt 
a wonderfull luſtre vpon.the beholders., On either fide of it were 
two walking galleries, one aboue, which was cloſe ; and another 
below,which was open;extending themſelues the length of the 
ſanQuarie; all the roote and vaulr being couered ouer with gold 
and artificiall worke; the one being ſupported with pillars of 
Marble,the other with poſts of wood plaited with filuer, There 
were alſo three gates towards the Eaſt, very fitly and fairely dif.

like a circle, girded about with twelue pillars of equall bigneſſe, 
repreſenting the twelue Apoſtles, and vpon the top of this arch 
were placed cups of filuer, beautifully burniſhed., All which the 
ſaid Emperour dedicated to God for a monument, | 
There were many other memorable things that did belong ro- 
this Temple,which wereadmirable to looke on,all whichasyou 
came vp the high ftreer- from the marker place, were preſented 
toyour view z a ſtately ſight, the like whereofthoſe parts did not 
affoord. This temple was built by the Emperor Conffantine, Anno 
Dem33 3. Vencrable Begd;who wasa D* of Diuinity,and liued.in 
England 700 yecares after Chriſt, deſcribeth the holy ſepulchre 
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afrer this manner: This Sepulchre ouer head was fomethi 
round, & ſohigh that a man could ſcarce rouch it with his hand; 
ſtanding inthatrocke which extendeth ir ſelfe from mount Cy]. 
varie into the Garden of 7oſeph of Arimathea : repreſenting in 
forme, a lictle chappell; the entrance thereintowas towards the 
Eaſt. And further hee adderh, that they which went into this 
vaile, found afi'the right hand towards the North, a ſtone tombe 
which reſembled a coffin, ſciwuared in the pauement, joyning tg 
the wall , which ſtone cofhn was of a mixt colour, that is, white 
and red, being ſeven foot long,and three handfulls high. Thisde. 
ſcription venerable Bede received from certaine Monkes, that 
went vpon deuotion to Teruſatem' to viſit this Sepulchre :bu; 
fince, it hath beene diyers times deftroied and polluted by the 
Turkes and other heathen people. From whence may be gathe. 
red, that the Sepulchrewhich 1s now ſtanding and ſhewed vnt9 
Pilprims, is ſome new device of Monkes to get money of ſtran. 
gers, and procure a kind of blind devotion in the hearts of igno- 
rant le; whereforeas the Angell ſaid, Afarke 16. Letvs not 
ſeeks Chriſt any longer amongſt the dead, or in the graue, but in 

bis holy Church, wherethe lively pourtraiture of his divine pre. 
fence is ſet forth vnto vs: that ſo we may be made partakers with 
him hereafter in that place of eternall glorie. Concerning the 
reſidue of rhis deſcription you may ſee it before, 


Of Emmaus. 


His citie or caſtle of Emmaus.is diſtant from Ieruſalem al. 
 £. moſteight miles towards theNorthweſt.It ſignifies the mo- 
ther of fortitude;being derived of Em,a mother ,; and Y:z,which 
the Hebrewes call Fortitude. It ſtood where three ſeuerallwaics 
were, that ſo ir might ſerue for a direction to paſſengers, From 
whence Melanios ſaith that itwas anorable rypeof the Church, 
which is our true mother, ſhewing vs theway vato eternall life. 
'And aſthough it be bur little, and the number in it few; yet it is 


ſtrong. As the caſtle,though itwere ſmall, yet it isalmoſt inuin- 


cible; and for that cauſecalled The mother of ſtrength, as the 
Church is called The mother ofthe righteous,againſt which the 
gatesof bell ſhall not be able cropreuaule, oo

Ie His S/0p which carried the Croſſe of our Sauiour Chriſt, 
ec was bornin Kir,acity in Africa,ſcituated 16 miles from Ie- 


ruſalem.towards the Weſt, 4a1th,27,Luke 23,1n which city f' 
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lath Phulaſſer Emperour of the Afſirians planted many of the in, 
habirants of Damaſcus, after he had conquered that city, 2 Re, 
16. This citie and the country round about it, by reaſon of thete 
vew inhabitants, by little and little changed the name:and wher. 
as in former times it was called Kir, in the time of our Sauiourie 
was commonly called Cyrene, and this man (of that countrey) 
Simon of Cyrene. At this day it is a ſtrong and beaurifull city,je;. 
tuated betweene Mareotides and Zeugitaniazat firſt built by px. 
tur, whom Callimachw the Poet claimeth to be his progenitor, 
This Batt was a mighty king in Africa, butwas one that hadg 
great impediment in his ſpeech, inſomuch that many thinkethis 
word 8f4x to have beene originally vſed by him, and by none 
other, Afrerward(as is ſaid) Tiglah Phutaſſer having obtainedthe 
juriſdi&ion of this citie, planted the people of Damaſcus init: 
and they obtaining ſome power there, continued till a long time 
after Chriſt,and imbraced the religion of the Iewes, builr vp Sy 
nagogues, and difperſed that Jaw in many parts of thoſe quar- 
ters. There were ſome of this countrey that oppoſed that hoh 
Marter Stephen, and were conſenting to his death. There were 
many learned men in it, as Eratofthenes the Mathematician, Cd. 
limachws the Poet (both which were bad in great eſtimation + 
mong the Agyptians) Carneades alſo the Academian , Crouw 
Apollonizs,and Hegeſias the Philoſopher(of whom Cicero ſpeaketh 
1n the fiftt'book of his Tuſculans) and Erateſthenes the Hiſtori- 
an, who was ſonne of 7g acli.Saluft ſaith, that this citic in his 
time was ſo mightic, that it maintained war againſt the Cartha- 
g1n1ans for their bounds and limits of their fields and grounds, 4 
long time;and 7sſtine /:b.2 9. That they maintained warre againſt 
two nations, the Phoenes, and the Agyptians: inwhich warres 
they gaue CMprixs, the King of the Agyptians, ſuch a mighty 
ouerthrow, that there were very few of his army that returned 
into his countrey with him,as Herodet affirmeth,/i6.4, therewere 
alſo many great Princes that ruled in this city, of which becauſe 
you may reade in diners other Authors more at large, I omitto 
ſpeake ofthem,

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of Ioſeph of' Arimathea who buried Chriſt, 


His 1feph which cauſedour Sanior Chriſt ro be buried in his 
4 garden, was arich man,vpright & jult in all his a&tions,a Se- 
nator of Ieruſalem,any one that expected the Kingdome of God, 
borne at Arimathea a Citic of the Iewes, Luc.23., This citiewas 
ſometime called Ramathaim Saphrm,and fomertime Ramah, be- 
cauſe it was ſcituated ina high place, and in times paſt was a fair 
citie ſtanding 16 miles from Ieruſalem roward the Northweſt, 
the deſcription whereof you may reade betore, Ar this day it is 
called Ramalea; being nothing ſo farre as it-was,but like a coun. 
trey towne, the houſes being careleſſely diſperſed here and there, 
lying without walls or bulwarkes to defend it;notwithſtanding, 
the ancient ruins of the former city is to be {eencuen at this day, 
There is alſo a great Inne or reſting place for ſtrangers, hauing 
within it many roomes for the receit of paſſengers, and a well of 
very ſweet water. This houſe was firſt purchaſed at the charge of 
Philip Duke of Burgondie, and by him committed to the pro- 
tection of rhe Monkes of Mount S1on, by whom it is at this day 
made ahoſpitall, wherein pilgrims, trauellers,and ſtrangers are 
entertained and find much reliete, In an inward Orchard belon- 
ging tothis hoſpital,there is a faire plot of ground that bringeth 
torth great aboundance of Aloes,of which there is often mention 
in the holy Scriptures, but more eſpecially in Pſalme 48, Thy gar- 
ments ſmell of alors and Caffia, when thou commeſ# out of thy Inorie 
palaces, where they hane made theeglad, 

Nichodemus a Prince of the Iewes, together with 79ſeph of Ari. 
mathea, brought with them an hundred pound of Aloes mixed 
with Myrrhe,to embalme the body of our Sauiour Chriſt, when 
they bad begged it of Pi/ar, before they buried it, /oh.19. Myrrh 
isa kind of gum tbat iſſueth out of atree that growes in the Eaſt 
countries, but principally in Arabia : the tree out of which it if- 
ſueth is commonly two yards and a halfe-high,with ſome pricks 
yon it,the barke whereof being cur, there iſſueth out of ic dro 
like teares,which congealeth into a gum,and is called Mirrh:the 
principallvertue that it bath, igto keepe the bodies ofthe Dead

incorruptable, ſee Pli.l;.12,ca.15. & 16, In Arabia Feelix therei 
ſuch abundance of ſweet Myrrhe, Frankincenſe, and other odori. 
ferous gums, that ſuch as ſaile inthe Red ſea may eaſily ſmell the 
ſauour of them. There is alſo found in the holy Land Myrrhe and 
Aloes. Aloes is the juyfe of a certaine bitter herbe, which by 
ſome is called Ewerliving - it killeth the wormes, and preſerueth 
| from putrifaion, it isalſogood for the ſight, There is tobega- 
thered in India, Arabia, and the Holy land,a certaine herbeof an 
extraordinary ſweet ſmell,with leaues broad, fat and juicie,which 
being preſt yeeldeth more Aloes than honey , from whence this 
metaphoricall prouerbe is vied, Qnodplus moleſtiz quam voluptats 
2ienit,that is, more troubleſome than profitable. You may reade 
alfo in Plautzs,that rhe life of man taſteth more of Aloes than ho. 
ney. And Iuvenal ſpeaking of an euill wife, ſaith, ſhe hath moref 
Aloes than honey. So Enripides, Euery ſweet hath his ſowre, So 
alſo the holy Croffe ſeemeth to haue more of Aloes than hony, 
notwithſtanding it preſerueth vs from cternall corruption, and 
killeth the venomous worms of conſcience, clenſeth vs from our 
ſinnes,and freeth vs from the feare of the Diuel & eternall death, 
that ſo we might be recreated,and by the faith of our Sauiour be 
raiſed vp at the laſt day, and pertake with him in his everlaſting 
kingdome:according to that of 7ohannes Taulerus Where the croſſe

From thence hee went to Ioppa, which was three miles: here 
heraiſed Tabitha from death, Ads 9: 

In the ſeuenth yeare after the reſurreQion of Chriſt, Peter went 
from [oppa and came to Czfarea Strato, which was fix and thir- 
tie miles : where hee preached the Goſpell to Cornelius the Cen- 
turion, and baptiſed him and his whole familie, 4s ro.Clemens 
Recogn lib. g. | 

From Czfarea he returned to Ieruſalem, which was 32 miles ; 
here being accuſed for going to the Gentiles, hee excuſed him- 
ſelfe, Ads 17. | 

In the eleuenth yeare after the reſurre&ion of Chriſt, hee was 
caſt into priſon,and ſer at libertie by an Angellof God, 4s 12, 
So he went fecretly from Ieruſalem (as it was thought) into the 

deſart, or to ſome other vnaknowne. place : vpon the ſecond day 
of Auguſt in the ſame yeare, Herod Agrippa King of the Iewes was 
trucke by an Angell of God at Czſarea,and he was deuoured of 
wo; mes, 47s 12.1gſeph, Antiqlib.19.cap.q. 

After, Herod A47rippabeing dead and buried, Peter returned to 
leruſalem, where hee was in Councellwith the reſt of the Apo- 
files, about ſixteene yeares after the reſurreRion of Chriſt, and 
ſourteene after the conuerſion of Pasl,Gal.z, Ads 15.Secallo Bede 
ypon the Acts of the Apoſtles.

he ſalutedall his friends which he had in that citie, by name, as BE

Rome his ſecond Epiſtle to 77»20t/y, beeing a little before his 
death, at the end of which Epiſtle he plainly ſhewes that he had 
nocompanion there but Luke, 2 Tim.4, From whence it is mani- 
teſt, thar Perer during all the pilgrimage and life of Par, was ne- 
ueratRome: how then can it poſlible be, that Peter ſhould be bi- 
ſhop of Rome for the ſpace of almoſt 26 yeares > Truly there are 


. | many learned men,and they alfoof great iudgement, which hold 


this opinion falſe, and vtterly repugnant to holy Scripture, nei. 
ther can be proued by any good Authors or hiſtories. But if Peter 
were cuer at Rome, hee came thicher after the laſt impriſonment 
of Pau!, and a few daies before his martyrdom. Becauſe(as Onu- 
phrins ſaith,in Comment .faſt.1ib.2.alſo Euſeb.lib,2.cap.22.and Ter. 
tul.cont . Marcion,) Peter and Paul inthe 3s yeare after the reſurre. 
tion of Chriſt,and vpon the third day of the Calends of Iuly(Cc, 
Fonteius Capitonins & C.Tulius Rufus being then Conſuls of Rome) 
were crowned with the VVreath of martyrdome, andwith their 
bloud ſealed the truth of the Goſpel. But there are others of opi- 
nion that Peter never came at Rome, but that he was crucified at 
leruſalem by King Agrippa's command others ſay at Babylon.

Ecauſe I have before briefly intreated of thebeginning and 
foundation of this ciry,l ſha] not need here againe tarepeat 


© Bi-[it. I will now therefore ſhew the end of it, which was principally 
ſhopſcauſed by the obſtinacie of che inhabitants:who refuſing the do- 
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&rine and prophecy of Elias and EliFews, imbraced and followed 
ſtrange gods,and offcred incenſe vnto idols; whereby the wrath 
of God was kindled againſt them, inſomuch that hee left this 
goodly city asa prey to the Gentiles and forreine nations, thar 
carried the people thercof into captiuitic, where for a long time 
they remained 1n great miſerie, | 
After the firſt deſolation , becauſe the countrey round abour 
this citie was very fertile and pleaſant, abounding with ſprings, 
rivers, vines, olive gardens, mountaines, fruitfull valleyes, faire 
cities,and ſtrong caſtles and townes;Herod Aſcalonites(that grear 
King of the Iewes, who put to death the innocent children) ree- 
dified it, ſer vp many goodly buildings beautified with marble 
pillars and pleaſant walkes : and alſo inthe circuit of the Kings 
bouſe, and vnder the buildings of the nobilitie in the common 
Market place, the houſes and vaults were ſupported with marble 
pillars,according tothe maner of the Iewes. The pallace(callled 
the K. houſe, ſtood in the midſt of the citie, vpon the top of the 
mountain : and round about it there were diuers other buildings 
fet vp,burt much lower, euen about the deſcent of the mountaine; 
yet ſo ſcituated,that the inhabitants might ſee out of theirhou. 
ſes the country round about. Then cloſe to the pallace in thevp- 
per part of the citic,he cauſed a templeto be built in honorof 4 
2uſtus. Thus having finithed the inſide, he compaſt it about with 
a mighty wall,and vpon that placed many turrets: & then to flat- 
ter Auguſius,called it by the name of Sebaſten,which among the 
Grecians ſignifies Au2»/tur & venerabileprincipem:now aithough 
this citie was very glorious and ſpatious 1n thoſe times(for it was 
three miles about)yetat this day it is vtrerly ruined & deſtroied, 
| inſomuch,that there is not a houſe ſtanding,two Churches only 
excepted,which were built in honour of S. 79h» Baptiſt : and the 
chief of theſe, which was the Cathedrall Church, the Saracens 
haue conuerted to their vſe, ſo that at this day cMahowmet is wor- 
ſhipr in it, In this ſtood the Sepulchre of S. 704» Baptiſt, cut out 
in marble, like the ſepulchre of Chriſt, where(as Heron ſaith)he 
lieth buried between Z/:ſha & Obedich the Prophets. This church 
ſtands vponthe ſide of the monntaine,in the deſcent. 
The Saracens doprincipally reuerence $. 104» Baptiſt next at- 
EE. - __ , tet 
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ter Chriſt, and they affirm the virgin Aary to haue conceiued by 


the holy Spirit,and not by the ſeed of man: Thar S.7obnwas the 


orcateſt prophet(except Chriſt)that euer was. Theyalſobelecue 
Chriſt tobe the ſon of God, bur not to be equall with God. Yet 
they prefer 34ahomet before both , becauſe they hold him a meſ- 
ſenger ſenr of God,not vnto all men, but onely vnto the Saracens 
and Turks,and their ſubie&s. 


The other Church which ſtood in Samaria, was vpon the top 


of the mountain which ſomtimes the Kings palace ſtood, In this 
Church in times paſt there dwelt certain Grecian Monks,which 
were Chriſtians, and entertained Chriſtian Pilgrimswith great 
humanitie,and furniſhed them with many neceſlaries. 

Bur the city of Samaria it felfe hath bin ſo often overthrown, 
and brought to ſuch extreme miſerie, that almoſt all the ground 
where ir ſtood isat this time conuerted intoan Olive garden. So 
thar as thatwicked King £446 turned the Vineyard. of Naboth 
which ſtood cloſe by his houſe, into an olive garden;ſo God in his 
ſingular juſtice bath turned the palace of chat King, 8 the whole 
city wherein he dwelt, which was the ſtrength of his kingdome, 
into anolive garden. Thereare not ſo many ruins found through 
all the land of Iudza (though there have bin many worthy cities 
deſtroyed)as are in this place at this day, The ſcituation of this 
city was very beautifull, for a man might haue ſeen from itto the 
ſea of Toppa and Antipatris;alſo to Ceſarea Paleſtina,8 thorow 
al the mountain of Ephraim,to Ramarha Sophim,8 ſo to mount 
Carmel and the city of Ptolomais.

T His city was fcituated not far from Toppa,vpon the ſhore of 
the Mediterranianſea,2o miles from Ieruſalem Northweſt- 
ward, In this city Peter healed «/&rcas,who had bin ſick 8 years of 
the palſie, At this day there is nothing tobe ſeen but the Church 
of S. George, who was beheaded by the Emperour Dzoclejjaw, for 
profeſſing the Chriſtian faith, The Grecians call this town D.o- 
tpolis,j.an holy Town. And the Turks account S,George for ava- 
ant Knight and holy man, 
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Of CaſareaSirato. 


{ þ His city was ſcituated yponthe ſhore ofthe Mediterranian 
ſea, ſome 32 miles from Ieruſalem Northward : in antient 
time it was called Strato, being firſt built by Srr«to King of Sy. 
don. But time hauing decayed a great part of it, Herod Afealonits 
repaired it, and made it a goodly thing, calling it Czfarea, after 
the name of Auguſtus Ceſar, And that ſhips might lic atanchor 
there without danger, he cauſed to be builded a fair haven toop- 
poſe the violence of the ſea. This hauen was fo wonderfully con- 
rrived,and ſer vp at ſucha great charge, that it was admirable to 
looke vpon; for he laid the foundation of it twenty yards vnder 
water, burying in the Deepe ſtones of an extraordinarie great- 
neſſe, ſome fifty foor long, eight foot thicke, and ten foot broad, 
and many of them more. The Hauen it ſelfe was beautified with 
faire buildingsand goodly Walkes, ſupported with marble Pil- 
lars,and mounted vp aloft, ſo that you might ſee the ſhips as they 
were vpon the ſea,and made way to this harbor. Theentrancein- 
t9 it was vpon the North, at the mouth thereof there ſtood three 
mighty Colofſes vpon marble pillars. Hee alſo placed vpon the 
wall of the City towards the Hauen mighty Towers, the chie. 
feſt and faireſtofwhich he dedicated to Druſws, Auguſte his {ol 
in law,and called it by the name of the Druſian tower, The buil: 
dings that ioyned to this Hauen were all of white poliſhed mar- 
ble, and the ſtreets of the Ciry were direaly towards it, Allo 
the Market-place where they bought and {old was not farre from 
it. Vpona little hill cloſe by this Porthe cauſed a Church tobe 
built in honour of Auguſt Ceſar. This Temple wasa very mag: |; 
nificent and ſtately building, and in it hee cauſed the Statue of 
eAuguſizs (curiouily wrought and caſt juſt in the figure of 74p7- 
zer Olympius ) tobe erected, and worſhipped itas his god. There 
are many other ſtately and ſumptuous buildings that were ſetvp 
by this King, But amongf thereſt, he beſtowed-preat coſt vp- 
on the market place, the Theatre, and the Amphitheatre,which 
hee wonderfulty beautified , and inſtituted certaine Games to 
be there vſcd once cuery fifth yearc in honour of Auguſte, "

Preſently he was troubled in his minde, and withina 
while after hee was ſtrooke with an extreme paine in his bowels, 
inſfomuch that witha lond voice he cried out vnto his friends, 7 
whom but row was called your godgam but aman , and himthat you ima- 
gined to be immortal nwuſt preſemily die, Theſe words beingended, 
they caried him ſick into bis palace, and it was giuenourt that he

-No ſooner came this newes tothe cares of the vulgar, bur they

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the'ground with earneſt ſupplications to God tobee mercifuj] 
vato him. Butche King looking out of his window and feeing 
them !ie thus proſtrate vpon the earth, wailing and weeping. he 
could not abſtain from teares. At the length after he had beene 
cruelly tormented by the ſpace of foure dayes,vpon the fi ws 
becing'the ſecond of Auguſt, the wormes hauing conſumed his 
guts,and eaten throughhis body. Thus God gricuoully puniſhed 
him, who had fo much aflifted the members of the Church of 
Chriſt : but towards other men,as well ſtrangers as GEnt1les, hee 
was milde and courteous, He raigned in thewhole almoſt ſeuen 
yeares; for he held the Tetrarchy of Phz#p three yeares vnder Ca 
ligula, and other foure yeares he held the whole kingdome of the 
lewes.

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towards the Eaſt itwas compaſled about with a lake , lQwhich 
were greataboundance of Crocodiles,though the water was very

His was the metropolitan city of Ionia, ſcituated in Aſia 
minor, 544 miles from Ieruſalem Northweſtward. Itwaz 
built(ſaith Srrabo)by Androcius the fon of Codrus king of Athens, 
inthetimeof Da#id King of L{rac}, and becauſe of the beaurifull 
{cituation and fertilitic of the foile called Epheſus: in furare A- 
gcs growing into ſuch credit and eſtimation,that it was mightly 
cncreaſed,and became one of the moſt famous mart townes in 


: 


Aſia ; but ic ſtood ſomewhat low, ſo that the fea brake in vpon it, 


lar honeſtie was baniſhed. Hippenachusalſo the Poer, Perrhafius 8 
Apelles the Painters, Alexander the orator,and Theodotio a Iew,who 
incerpreced the Bible, It was in antient times inhabited by the 

| Amazons, 


and drowned it,and many of the inhabirants periſhed. Neuerthe-, 
lefſe Lyſimachus K, of Thrace built it vp again in the place where. 
now it ſtands, and called ic Arſinoes, after his wives name; But 
he being dead,it was againe called by the antient name Epheſus. 
There were many worthy menthat lived in it, as Heraclitus, Scoti-. 
nus,and Hermadorns,who for his excellent vnderſtanding 8& ſingu- 
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Amazons,whoſe queen kept her court there, and wonderfully in- 
creaſed and adorned it with faire and beautifull buildings, Here 
alſo that notable Temple dedicated to Di/ana,which as Srra.faith 
b,14. Plin lic36.c4.14. was 220 yeares a building. -t ſtood vpon 
mooriſh ground toauoid the danger of earthquakes. There were 


io ir 127 pillars, erected by ſo many Kings ; among which there 


were 36 that were curioully fieled, and artificially carued and in- 
grauen : it was 425 foot long, & 120 broad. There were fo many 
gifts & gratuities ſent from all the cities and kings round about, 
toward the building of this Temple, that the riches and treaſure 
thereof was wonderfull; infomuch that when it was finiſhed, it 
was accounted one of the ſtar2lieſt buildings the world could af- 
ford,and numbered amongſt the wonders of the world. This rem- 
ple chus buile at ſuch an extraordinarie charge that it was almoſt 
vavaluable,was ſer on fire by one Heroſtratss a wicked 8& peruerſe 
fellow (in the ſame Olympiad and day that .4/exander rhe Great 
was borne) who hauing nothing in him thak might make him fa« 
mous inafter-ages, burnt this goodly building, that ſo (though 
not for his good, but for his cuill) he might gera name. Bur the 
Epheſians were ſo inſenced becauſe of this miſchiefe, that they 
procured proclamation to bee made through all the kingdomes 
round abour, that his name ſhould not be once mentioned:which 
perhaps for a time was obſerued, but in future ages they could 
not prevent it, but that he was both ſpoken of 8 written of. Not. 
withſtanding afterward the inhabitants of this City became fo 
excceding wealthy, that they ſoon after rebuiltthis remple of Dj- 
au, and made it much fairer than it was before all the Citifens 
contributing with willing hands to the charge of the building : 
infomuch that the women brought all their filuer,gold,and other 
pretious ornaments,and communicated them towards this great 
worke. 
Alfoin after-times thoſe faire pillars before ſpokenof , were- 
a2paine ereedztowards the rebuilding whereofthey receiued fo- 
many and wonderfull gifts, from all the neighbouring Kings, Ci-- 


ties,and Countries, that this Temple might (as it was thought) 
compare 
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compare with all the world beſide for riches and treaſure. Ltwad 
ſtanding in S.Pawls time,who came thither abour 12 yeares after 
the reſurrection of our Sauior,and continued there three yeares,

in which time he ſo faithfully and diligently preached the Gol. 
pell, that he converted moſt ofthe Ciriſens, from their idolatry 
and worſhip of Dax, tothe reuerend knowledge and confeſſion 
of our bleſſed Sauior.For which cauſe Demetris the filuer ſmith 
(who made agreat gain by idolatry) ſtirred vp a great tumulr;fo 
that the Gentiles running vp and down the City for two houres 
ſpace, cried out with a loud voice,Great i Diana of the Epheſians, 
Atts 19, Here alſo Pau! fought with beaſts, x Cor.15., And to this 
City Paul wrot his Epiſtle,and ſent it from Rome,g96 miles. He 
made Timothy alſo a Biſhop of this city,towhom he wrot two BE. 
piſtles , the firſt was ſent him from Laodicea to Phrygia, beeing 
280 miles : the ſecond from Rome, as I ſaid, By theſe Epiſtles 
Timothy was greatly comforted, and taught them to his diſciples 


and auditors, that ſo they might conſtantly continue & perſeuer. 


in the Chriſtian faith and religion totheend. Toconclude, rohy 
the Evangeliſt came alſo to Epheſus, & wrot his Goſpel againk 
the heretick Cerinthwwhodenied Chriſt tobe the true God, for 
which cauſe God grieuouſly puniſhed him, ſo that he dicd as hee 
was bathing himſelfe in a bath,{renew,ib.5.ca.3.Euſeb.li.z.c.22, 
This was the firſt Church to which 794» wrot his Rewelation, and 
there when he returned out of Pathmos he raiſed his hoſt Drſ«. 
»a from death to life. So when he had gouerned the churches in 
Afia 3oyeares, after the death of Paul hee died,when hee was 91 
yeares old, and was honorably buried at Epheſus not far from the 
City, There was alſoanother 794» that liucd in Epheſus,to whom 
(as many think) the Epiſtles of /4bz the Evangeliſt were dedics- 
red,as eros ſheweth inhis catalogue of Eccleſiaſtical Writers. 
The fepulchre of this man is ſhewed not far from the Sepulchre 


of S.tohn the Evangeliſt,as Euſeb,witneſſeth,/ib. 3.cap. 31. At this 


day this city is named Figlo ho Epheſo. See Geſver. 
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Of Pathmos, 


His is an Iſle of the Zgean ſea, ſciruated betwixt Alia mi- 

nor & Grecia, 2089 miles from leruſalem Northweſtward. 
Pil.4.c.12. ſaith,that itwas 3o miles in compaſſe. Into this Ile 
the Evangeliſt was baniſhed by Domitian Nero,where he wrot his 
Revelation, It was one of the Cyclad Iſlands, which were 53 in 
number that lay round about the {land Delus,as Stra./i.10.Geog . 
obſerues, It ſtood 40 miles from Epheſus Southweſtward,and as 
Petr, Apianus ſaith, was ſomtimes called Polidius, bur now, Pal- 
moſa. P32) 

Of Smyrna, 


His is the ſecond city towhich 19h» dedicated his Revelars- 
03, It was ſcituated in Ionia in Afia minor, 540 miles from 


*Fleruſalem Northweſtward. This was a very fairecity,beautified 


with many goodly buildings,and of good account in Grecia. It 
was at firſt bura Colony, tranſplanted from another city in that 
country. But Theſews that great prince beeing then King thereof, 
that he might adde ſome grace to that which hee had begun, hee 
called it after his wines name Smyrna,fgnifying Myrrh. Herod, 
faith that Homer was born here (but not blind) and called by the 
name of Meliſizines : butafter the Cumznians called him (of his 
blindneſſe) Homer, Strab.li. 14. Geogr. ſaith, That the inhabitants 
takevpon them to ſhew his picture ſtanding there, 8 alſoa rem- 
ple built in his honour. During his life he was a man of ſmall'or 
t0reputation,or rather contemned than honored, as Herod. ſaith. 
But after his death his works beginning to grow famous, the Ci- 
ties of Greece contended who ſhould patroniſe him. The Colo- 
phonians claim a part in him, becauſe hewas in that towns, and: 
there made ſome of his O4yſſes. They of Chios ſay he belonged to: 


' [hem;becauſe he lived there a long time,and taught ſchoole,But: 


Ir ought that can bee found by Authours, the Smyrnians haue 
moſt intereſt in him.. Neuertheleſſe I leaue him to them that 
pleaſe to patroniſe him, fince it is not certainly found where hee 
lucd. He lived about goo yeares before Chriſt, 
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Euſebius ſaith, Hiſt. Eccleſc lib, 4.cap.14.that in after times this 4 
city grew very famous, and was ſo much inlarged that irbecame || * p 
a Biſhops See,whercot Polycarpus a very godly and religious man = 
was Biſhop. He gouerned the Church 1n cat placeat ſuch time 
as 1ohn the Evangeliſt wrot his Rexelation,and by him,cp.2.is cal. 
lcd the Angell of the Church of Smyrna, This man after he had 
faithfully preached the Goſpell for the ſpace of 86 yeares,was by 


the inhabitants thereof condemned to death for the profeſſionof = 
Chriſt, 42»o 170. But the towne of Smyrna becauſe of the yn- = 


thankfulneſfe and crueltie of the inhabitants was grieuouſly pu. 
niſhed,for within ten yeares it was caſt downe by an earthquake, 2 J 
ſince which time itwas hardly rebuilt again. The river PaQolus 
which beginneth in Lydia, runneth by this town of Smyrna.But 
the inhabitants, becauſe of the golden veins that are found there: 
in, call it Cryſorrhoas, Plin,l:b.5.cap.:9. A little after that,there 
was ſuch an extreme plague hapned in Rome, that they were con-ſ|,. 
ſtrained to carry out the dead bodies in carts, Thus God turneth]}' 
the aire and the earth tothe confuſion of thoſe that perſecute his 
Church.

His was another of the townes whereto 70/2 wrot his Rexel 

tion. It was a famous City, and metropolitan of My fia, ſci. 
tuated in Aſia minor,228 miles from Ieraſalem Northweſtward, 
Ir ood vpon a high rock cloſe by the river Caicus,from whence 
it was called Pergamus. For in antient times all famous and no- 
table places were called amongſt the Grzcians Pergama, as Sui 
das and Servins obſerueth. Strabe,1ib,1z. faith, That in the time}.

T His was a metropolitan towne in Syria, diſtant from Teru- 
falem 160 miles towards the Northeaſt , detiig ai ancient 
and faire citie, and, before ſuch time as Antiochiawas builr, the 
head of all that kingdome. Ir was ſcituated in a faireand fruit- 
falf place,cloſe by the mountaine Libanus,which bringeth forth 
Frankincenſe, Ceders,Cypreſſc,and many odoriferous and ſweet 
ſmelling floures. There were many Kings that kept their courr 
in it,as Hadad,Benhadad the firſt, Benhadad the ſecond, Haſacl, and 
others, who grieuouſly oppoſed the Kings of Iſrael in many 


ſharpe and cruell warres, as yon tay reade before, The land 
round aboutit aboundeth with white and red Roſes, Pomegra- 
nats, Almonds, Figges, and other ſweet and pleaſant fruits, In 
that place the Alablaſter ſtone is found, very faireand cleere, The 
aire, pleaſant and healthfull. The river called Chryſorrus, tan- 
neth cloſe by it, in which there is found golden veines which 
_ perfe&t gold. The houſes without are not very curious g 
ut within, all of poliſhed Marble and Alablaſter guilt with re- 
ſplendenr gold, ſoartificially that it dazleth the beholders eies, 
There was a certaine Florentine who reuolted from the Chri. 
ſian faith, and obtained to be chiefe gouernour of this towne in, 
which he erected a ſtrong and beautifull caſtle, which ſtood for 
the defence of it. No man can ſufficiently expreſle the beautie 
and glory of this citic:there is great traffique, and much reſort of 
people ro it, but eſpecially of Turkes, Saracens, Mamalucks, and 
other kinds of Pagan people, who are preferred before the Chri- 
Rians in that gonernment: and although there are many Chriſti- 
ans In that place, yet they are conſtrained to indure great injurie 
by thoſe Barbarians, becauſe they are hated euen to the death : 
and if any of them chance to die, they are buried in that place 
where Pau/was conuerted. The inhabitants ſhew the placewhere- 
Saint Paul was let downe over the wall in a basket;alfo the houſe 
Of Ananies, who cured the blindneſſe of Pawl, beſides many other 
things that are memorable in that.citie, of which you may reade |

M Any things are already ſpoken concerning this Countrey, 
+25 thediuiſion of the place ; one called Perrea, the other De. 
ferta, and the third, Felix. Arabia Petres is ſocalled from the 
Metropolicancitie thereof,called Petra,which is ſcituated forty 
miles from Ieruſalem rowards:the Soutb,and bordererh vpon &. 
gyptand India, lt is allo called Arabia Nabathea, as you may 
reade befere. Paran and Surare a part of it, compaſling towards 
the Eaſt the land of Iudza,and ſoextcendeth to Damaſcus, This 
countrey is very full of rockes and ſtones, the chiefe citie Petra 
being ſcituated vpon a rocke, of which it taketh the name. Here 
fiandeth the mountaines Horeb and Sinai ; bere the children of 
Iſrael trauelled when they went out of Agypt ; here is the Sardo- 
nix (tone found ; and the people of this countrey in times paſt 
were great Prophets and Aftrologians ; here alſo S.Paw/taught 
the Goſpell alittle after his conuerſion,Ga/. 1.atwhich time Are- 
t4s was King thereof, whoſe (iſter was married to Herod the Te. 
trarchof Galile and Petrea ; but he caſt her off, and married He. 
r0dias his brother Philips wite, vpon which there begana bloudy 
warre betweene Aretas and Herod,and a ſharpe battell was fought 
ncere to Gamala a citie beyond Iordan. And although the two 
Kings were not at this battell,yert by the treaſon and flight of the 
foldiers ont of Tracones, (who without all queſtionwould have 
reuenged the contempt done vnto their Lord Philip) the Arabi. 
an armie carried away a notable victory, as 7eſephw witneſleth, 
Ub.antiq.18.cap.g. Aretas (ignifieth, Anexcellent man ; which 
was a common name tothe Kings of Arabia. It is tobe thought 
that Damaſcus and all the Countrey round about was vnder the 
juriſdiQion of this King ; and that heordained a Lieutenant or 
Generall in thoſe parts, who would haue taken Pas! and put him 
ro death, As 9.2 Col.12. 

The other part of Arabia is called by Prolomie, Deſerta , but 
Strabo calls it, Scenilis, becauſe the inhabitants thereof are with- 
out buildings or Tents, and line like vagrants yp and downe the 
woods, This is compaft invpon the South with certaine moun-

Y Ou may reade of this Towne before. It is ſaid that Lake the 
Euangeliſt was borne here. This man was by profeſſion a 
Phy fition, Coleſ.4, andan inſeparable companion to Z2as/ in all 
his Trauels:he was of the number of the ſeuentic Diſciples, as E- 
Piphanias obſerueth. Tertulian faith in his fourth booke againſt 
Marcion, that Luke receiued his Goſpell from the mouth of 7as/: 
he liued till he was 84 yeares old,and then died,and lies buried ar 
Conſtantinople, as S.7crom ſaith ; for his bones were remoued 
out or Achaia thither,

N the eleventh yeare after the natiuitie of Chriſt, and in the 
[ foure and fortieth yeare of Pau,he and Barnabas was ſent by the 

holy ſpirit from Antiochia in Syria to Seleucia, which was 
foure and twenty miles. 

From Seleucia they ſailed to Salamais in Cyprus, which was 
94 miles, Acts 13. 

From thence they went to Paphos, which is in the ſame Iile 
where Sergius Paulus was conuerted, and Elymas the Magitian, 
who profeſſing himſelfe to bee the Meſſias and Sonne of God, 
was ſiruckewith blindneſſe, 4.13. this journeywas 100 miles. 

They looſing from Paphos, went by ſea and land (the ſame 
yeare)to Pergamus a city of Pamphilia, ſcituated in Afia minor, 
which was 148 miles. 

In the 45 yeare after the Nativitie of Chriſt, they went from 


Pergamus to Antiochiain Pifidiawhich was 333 miles, 
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From thence they went to Iconia, which was 96 miles, here 
they ſtaied ſome time and eonuerted many, A#.13.0 14. 

In the 46 yere after the natiuitie of Chriſt,there being a great 
eumult raiſed in thar countrey, leſt the inhabirants ſhould haue 


ſtoned them, they fled thence to Lyſtraa city of Lyaconia,where N 


Pauthealed the lame man,which was 28 miles. The inhabitants 
ſecing this miracle, worſhipped them for gods,and called Barna. 
bas,Tupiter;and Paal, Mrrinrias ; becauſe he wrought the miracle, 
But not long after,certaine Iewes comming from Antiochia and 
Iconia, arriued in Liſtra, by whoſe perſwafion the people ſtoned 
Pan, and ſuppoſing him to be dead carried him our of the citie; 
but when his Diſciptes came vntohim, he roſe vp and wear into 
the rowne, AF. 14. 

The next day they went to Derbe, acitie of Lyaconia, which 
was 48 miles. 

From thence they returned backe againe to Lyſtra in the ſame 
yeare,which was 28 miles, | 

From Iconia they came to Antiochia in Piſidiawhich was 16 
miles:in this citie they comforted the Difciples,exhorting them 
that they ſhould perſeuere in their faith, For through many affii- 
ions we muſt enter into the Kingdome of heaven, They alſo eleed 
Elders in the Churches, ſo with faſting and praiers they com- 
mended them tothe Lord in whom they beleeued. 

In the 47 yeare after Chriſt, they went from Antiochia tho- 
rough all Pifidia, and came to Pergamus a citie in Pamphilia, 
which was 132 miles : here they preached the word of the Lord, 
ACTS 14. | 

From Pergamus in the following yeare they went downeto 
the citie of Attalia,which was 26 miles, 

In the 48 yere after the natiuitie of Chriſt, they looſed thence 
and went to Antiochia in Syria, which was 340 miles, here they 
aſſembled the Church and ſhewed what wonderfull things the 
Lord had wrought by them, and how hee had opened the doore 
= _ vnto the Gentiles:in this place they ſtaied a great ſpace,

This is 
a faire and ſpacious Iſle, ſcituated in the Mediterranean ſea inthe 
gulphof Iſſa,bordering vpon Cilicia and Syria,diſtant 160 miles 
trom Ieruſalem an, the North, as S:rabo ſaith, 6.14. It is 
in compaſſe 428 miles, very fertile, powerfull and ſpacious for 
an Iſland. There inhabited in it in times paſt nine Kings, and (as 
Miny ſaith,lib.s.cap,z1.) called Macaria, or one of the happy I- 


- | lands: the inhabitants were giuen much vato luxurie and vene- 


ric z from whence it hapned that Yenzs was greatly honoured a- 
mongſt them.[t-is ſaid that thereare many pretious ſtones found 
in ir, beſides Cryſtal, Allum, and Cyprefſe wood which abounds 
inthat place, from which it ſeemerh the Ifland was called Cy- 
prus, There are alſo found many Symples thar are Phyfical,much 
Sack comes thenee and many other things neceſſarie for the life 
of man. Here alſo ſtandeth the Mountaine Olympus, whoſe top 
ſeemeth to touch the heauens, from whence it taketh the name 
becauſe thereeuer lies any clouds vpon it. Lucan,ib.2,Thereare 
foure mountaines of this name; the one lyeth between Macedon 
and Theffalie ; the other in Cyprus,the third amongſt the Myft- 
ans, at the foot whereof Hanjball built Pruſa; and the fourth in 
#thiopia,vpon the Eaſt fide of Heliopolis. | 
There are many cities in this countrey, as Macaria, Cyprus of 
Cyrhera,after called Paphos, and now Baffa (in which there ſtan- 
derh fuch a famous Temple, that Yenw of that is called Cypria 
and Cytheres) Nicoſia, and Salamus now called Femagete. 
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There haue beene many and cruell ſharpe warres betweene the 
Venetians and Tuarkes concerning this countrie, butat this day 
it is vnder the juriſdi&tion of the Turks, from whence they fetch | 
great abundance of Pitch and Roſin for their ſhips and cables, |

Q Alamais, Salamin,or Saltmina was one of the principal cities 
of Cyprus, and was diſtant from Ieruſalem 196 miles towards 
the North ; built by Te«cer the ſonne of Telamon,and ſcituated in 
the Eubeian ſea juſtagainſt Athens.The occaſion why this town 
was builr, hapned by reaſon of a diſcontent that grew betweete 
Teucer and his father Te/amon.: for Tencer returning from Troy 
(not hauing reuenged thedeath of his brother 4jax) ſo much in- 
cenſed his father that he baniſhed him his countrie, whereupon 
Tencer ſailed thence to Cyprus, where he built this citic, and be- 
cauſe of the extraordinarie affection that he bore to the countrie 
where he was borne, called it by the name of Salamena, or Sala- 
mais. Saint /eroms ſaith, that there is a riuer of extraordinary hot 
water that runneth through a great part of this countriezand that 
it was once ouercome by the Iewes, and vtterly ruined and de- 
ſtroied; but afterward repeopled and called by the nameof Con: 
Rantiz. This rowne at this day is called by the name of Famagu- 
fRa,and was taken(with the whole Iſland of Cyprus)by 2duſtaphi 
chiefe Captaine to Selzmmwus the ſecond, Emperour of the Turkes, 
As. Dom. 1570, Solon that notable and famous Philoſopher was 
bone 1n this Towne, And Pas! and Barnabas ſailed out of Syris 
and lived inthis Towne, 47s 31.

At'this day it is called Caramania.and is diſtant from 1 
ruſalem 304 miles towards the North,” In times paſt itwas divui 
dedintorwoparts,that is,into Ciliciathe bigber and the lower 
Cilicia the bigher aboundeth with mountaines , the lower is 
plaine chawpian countrey very fertile and pleaſant, The pris]. 
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cipal cities thereof are Tarſus, where the Apoſtle Paulwas born, 
and where the river Cydnus runs through the midfof it ; Iffus, 
where Alexander ouercame Darize laſt Emperor of the Perſians, 
Anazarba, where D7oſcorides that excellent Phyſitian was borne,

From hence may be gathered that the ſcituation is ſtrong and. 
pleaſant, inregard it is fortified on ceuery {ide with mountaines, 
but principally with the mountaine Taurus (famous for the ferti- 
litie of it, and the paſſage of Alexander with his army,whoat the 
he conquered Darius,went through the ſtraight paſſages thereof, 
being both dangerous anddifficult ) and watered with many Ris 
uers that take their beginning from that mountaine, & ſo paſſeth 
Southward through all Cilicia, falling then into the Mediterra- 
nian ſea. 


Of Galatia, 


Alatia or Gallo-Grecia is a countrey of Aſia minor , diſtant 
from Ieruſalem 400 miles ; hauing vpon the Eaft Cappa- 
docia,vpon the South Pamphilia,vpon the Weſt Bythinia, and 
on the North the Euxine ſea. The cities of this country were an- 
tiently Sinopis,where King 44thridates kept his Court,and Do. 
zenes the Cynick was born z Amiſus,alſo Peſſinus,where the Mo- 
ther of the gods was had in great honor, and was fetcht thence by 
the Romans, This was a famous mart rown (as Zivy ſairh,/i.29.) 
Laodicea, Tauius,and Ancyra,where there was held a notable Si- 
nod : and in this large and ſpatious country alſo ſtood Antiochia 
Piſidia;for the Galathians dwelt in all Paphlagonia a partof Li- 
caonia,Piſidia, and Ifauria:inwhich countries the Apoſile Pau! 
taught the Goſpel of Chriſt, ne EY 
- Theſe inhabitants (which in thoſe daies were called Galathi- 
a05)are ſaid to be a people of France,who ioyning themlelues to

After, 
Brennus and his armie making vſeof their fortunes, torraged all 
Italy,and came to Rome,which they -woone and fackr, all but the 
Capitoll,and that alſo was in great danger,vntill ſuch time as Ca 
millus (avaliant Roman Capraine) taking aduantage of the ene. 
mics ſecuritic (yhonowTooke more care how to fatisfie their 
couetouſneſſe,than to defend what they had got) of a ſudden ſet 
vpon them ; by which vnexpeRed inuaſion they were put to a 
maruellous ſtraight, and the beſieged greatly incouraged; lo that 
they alſo iſſuing out of the Capitolil, made ſuch a ſlaughter,that 
they forced Brexnus and his armic toretire, and to reſtore all the 
pillage that hee had got, and alſo forſake the countrey, This 
misfortune they bore patiently,confidering their former proſpe- 
ritie, and in hope of better ſucceſſe ſailed thence into Grecia: 
where,after they had attempted many noble exploits,and failing 
in ſome, they determined a voyage for Delphos, becauſe there 
was great ſtore of treaſure, and the inhadvitanrs (as they ſuppo- 
ſed) weake to oppoſe their armie. In this expedition they vied 
much pillage and robbing vpon rhe Seas ; and through many 
dangers came at length tothis Iſle, landed their men,wan the ct- 
tie, fired a great part of it, and put many of the inhabitants tothe 
ſword :with this vitorie, moſt of his armie which were morere. 
ligious than the reſt,would hauewillingly leftrhe countrey , but 
Brennss who. beforetimes had beene vſed to ſacriledge,and thoſe 
that were as couetous as himſelfe, thought it baſenefſe through 
an opinion of holinefſe to leave ſo great a bootie behind them as 
was contained in the Temple of A4po/lo,(tor that place of all the 
Temples of theworld in thoſe times was notorious for riches 
and treaſure,the many and great gratuities and offerings of moſt 
Princes, which were both magnificent and rich,being hoarded vp 
n the ſecret caues of this Oracle) wherefore they attempted the 
aſſad[t,burwith bad ſucceſſe, forthe divell raiſed ſucha tempeſt, 
with thandring , lightning , and other-ſtrange and vncorh acci- 


*'Some ſayhe dents,that Brenwss in this diſtemperarareof the aire was *ſlaine, 
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his armie loſt, being either ſpoiled with lighening,flaine by the 
inhabicanrs,or diſperſed with feare, Such cuent had this facrile- 
gious attempt. Thoſe that remained, after they had gathered 
themſclues into a badyywent thence into Aſia the lefſe,and plan- 
ted themſelues in this country , where the inhabitants in pro- 
ceſle of time called them Gallo-Grecians, adding their crigi- 
nall name to that of the countrey wherein they liued: and after, 
for beauties ſake, they were called Galatians, See Liulib.5,Dio- 
dorxa Siculus,1ib.6.1aith, That the inhabitants of Galatia were ſo 
called of this people,in the time that Gi4/0» tudged [rac], & thar 
Cyrus was Emperour of Perſia , both may be true, conſidering 
the mutabilitie and change of Srates in thoſe times. 

Some thinke they were firſt called Galatians by Atralis King 
of Pergamus, (who gave them a great ouerthrow cloſe by the r1- 
uer Halym)becauſe they originally were of Gallia,and cuntinu- 
ed ſometime in Grecia, and after came into Afiaz ſo he joyning 
theſe rwo names into one, called them Gallo. Grezcians, or Gal- 
latians, This bifſtory is dinerſly reported by diuers authors ; bur 
all conclude that they reſted and inhabited in Afia, where their 
potſteritie continued tothis day. 

In times paſt it was a very warlike and generous nation,and in 
their expedition performed: many noble exploits, attaining to 
eminence onely by their ſword ; for which cauſe many Princes 
neere them were beholding vnto them for their aide:bur withall, 
cruell and barbarous, infomuch as they oftentimes eat their cap- 
tives or offered them to their gods ; and thus they continued for 
the ſpace of 3 oo yeares, till Pau! comming into that countrey 
preached the Goſpell amongſt them, and connerted them from 
this Barbariſme to the Chriſtian faith. He ſent an Epiſtle to this 
people from Rome, being 1 200 miles. They in thoſe times held 
all Paphligonia, a part of Phrigia, Cappadocia, and of all the 
neighbouring countries thereabouts, which after their names 
was called Gallo Grzciaor Galatia: ſuch a mightie narion was 
this growne ina ſhort time, at firſt being a people thruſt out of 
theit owne countrey for want of a place to inbabir in, as you 
may reade more at large in the fifth booke of Zine, whoſe autho- 
ritie I have principally tollowed herein. 
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Of Phrygia, 


Hrygia is as much to ſay as a dry and ſandy country, ſcituated 
in Atia the lefſe between Galatiaand Myſia, 600 miles from 
Ieruſalem Northweſtward, It is diaided into two parts,the grea- 
terand the leſle: in the greater Phrygia ſtood Smyrna ; in the 
leſle Dardania, ſocalled of Dardanms who firſt built it: in which 
town there reigned many wealthy & mighty Princes, as Erich. 
nius,7ros of whom it was called Troy, 1s of whom it was called 
Ilion, Laomedon who was the father of Priamws the laſt king ther- 
of,for in his time it was deſtroyed by the Grecians. Of which de- 
{olation I will not ſpeak becauſeit is commonly known. 

It lay waſte ſo long(although it had bin a faire and goodly ci- 
ty,the like not in the world)thar the place where it Rood was be- 
come likea plain field,only here and there ſome heaps of old ru- 
ins, to ſhew that there had been a city in that place, And as Yr. 
911 {aid, 1amſercs eff vbi Troia fuit, Corne now growes where Troy 
ſtood, 

A long time after there were a certain people that called them. 
felaes Trojans,who rebuilt it, but not in the ſame place, and init 
erected a goodly Temple in honour of the goddeſle Pallas to the 
which Temple Alexander the Great (after he had conquered Da. 
77 King of Perſia cloſe by the river Granicus, which tooke be. 
g1NDINg 1n a mountain not far from Troy) went, and with fingu. 
lar gladneiſe and great ſolemnitie offered many rich and goodly 
Preſents, enlarged the towne, and greatly adorned. But after he 
had ended the Perſian war, and conquered almoſt all the knowre 
world, he ſentvery kinde and loving lei:ers totheſe new Trojans, 
promiſing not only to inlarge the towne, and endow it with ma- 
priviſedges and revenues, but alſo to build vp a faire and ſumptu- 
ous Temple there, as Strabo {16.15 ſaith: all which was done for 
the love he bore to Homers Iliads, 

Wherefore looke what LMlexander had promiſed, Lyſimachw 
(one of his chiete Princes, and King of Thrace) after his death 
pertormed; for he returned to Troy, enlarged the city, beauttfied 
it with good[y buildings, ſet vp a ſtately Temple,and then com- 
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Paſt itabout with fkrong wals. After this ſort it continued a long 
eime,vntill Fimbria a Queſtor of the Romans (when he had ſlaine 
Yalerias Flaccws the Conſull, with whom hee was ſent,againſt M7- 
thridates King of Pontus) beſieged it,and within ten dayes ſpace 
woon it ; making his vaunts, that hee conquered that citie in ten 
dayes, which 4gamemnon could icarcedo in ten yeares;to which 
one of the inhabitants of the citie anſwered, That then Troy had 
a Hedtor,but now it had none. But for this hee cruclly waſted the 
citie, This deſtruRion hapned in the 84 yeare before Chriſt:thus 
it lay deſolate till Auesftus Cefars time,whocauſed itagain to be 
re-edified and beautified with many faire and goodly buildings, 
becauſe the Romanes, and eſpecially thoſe noble families of the 
In!y and Ceſars,doe derive their progenie from the Trojans: for 
which cauſe 4ngnſtas vied ſuch diligence in the rebuilding of 
this citie,and beſtowed ſuch infinirt coſt, that he much excceded 
Alexander, and made it a faire and goodly citie, At this day it is 
called Ilivrm, But inthe place of old Troy there is little to bee 
ſeene,only a ſmall rowne,as Srrabo faith. It is diſtant from Icruſa- 
lem,760 miles, Northweitward, 


Fa of Bythinia. 

His countrey is oppoſite to Conſtantinople, (cituated in A- 

ſia 1»or, diſtant from Iruafalem Northweſtward,and ſo cal. 
led of Bythinwus the ſonne of Iupiter and Thrax, It was ſometime 
called Pontus,Bebrycia,and Mygdonia,as Stephangs ſaith. In this 
countrey the Apoſtle Paul could not preach theGoſpel of Chriſt 
when he went into Macedonia and Grecia,becauſe hee was hin- 
dred by the Spirit, A&#, 16. The principall citics thereof were 
Calcidon, Heraclea, Nicea, Nicomedia, Apamea, Flamopolis, Li- 
biſſa (where Hannibal lieth buried) and Prufa, now called Byrla, 
where in times paſt the Emperours of Turkie kept their Courts, 
and were buried. The mother and metropolis of all theſe citics 
was Nicea, or rather Nicza, beeing diſtant from Ieruſalem 720 
miles towards the Northweſt; at the firſt called Antigonta,, of 
Antironws the ſonne of Philip King of Afia,who built itafterthe 
death of Alexander the Great. But Lyſimachws called it Nicea,at- 


ter his wifes name,andat this day is called Nifſa, The compaſſe 
Ll 4 thereof - 
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thercofis two miles,being foure ſquare,ſcituated(as Srabo ſaith 
lib. 12.) ina faire and pleaſant place, lying cloſe by the poole of 
Aſcania,and hath in it 4 gates,ſtanding in adirec line al which 
ates mighteaſily haue beene ſeene from a certaine Rone which 


| Rtood in the middle of the Market place, 


[In this citie the moſt Chriſtian Emperor Conſtantine the Great 
celebrated a Councell, anno Dom.325.at which time there were 
preſent 320 Biſhops, whocondemaed the Arrian herifie, and in- 
ſtitured the Nicen Creed.Butafter that,v/z.avnmo Dom. 3 26, the 
Arrians endeauouring to hold a ſecond Councell in this citie,to 
confirme their opinions, and rodiflolue that which went before, 
the Lord hindred them with an Earthquake,by which almoſt balt 
thecitie was throwne down. Not long after,there hapned another 
earthquake which vtterly deſtroicd it:notwithſtanding it was re- 
builr again,and in it a ſecond Councell held,wherein the Niczn 
Creed was condemned. 

There were many cities of this name that before ſpoken of, 
another in Thracea third in France,not far from the river Varus, 
a fourth (as Stephanus ſaith)is amongſt the Lorrenſes in Grecia,a 
fift in Illeria,a (ixt in India, a ſcuenth in Corſica, and the eighth 
in Leucris of Boetia, 


Of Myſia. 
1 His is a country of Aſia the leſſe,bordring vpon Helle {pont 
and Troada; being diuided into two parts, that is,the grea- 
ter and the lefle, That part that bordreth vpon Troada, is diſtant 
from Icruſalem 800 miles Northweſtward:but that which 1s cal- 
led Mytia the leſle,and bordring vpon Lydia,is 1028 miles from 
Icruſalem Northweſtward. In this countrey Rood Pergamus, to 
which 79-7 wrote his Reuclation, Sceplis where one Nelew kept 
the bookes of 4r:i/totle til Jpolionzustime,alſo Antandrus, Adra- 
mitium, Tranoiapolis, and Apollinia, which ſtood cloſe by the 
river Thyndxus. 

The inhabitants were men of a baſe condition,and contemned 
of the world, infomuch as they became a prouerbe, as often as 
aman would denote a thing of no eſtimation, they would ſay 
Y imum eſſe Myſiorum, that 1s, It is worſe than the Myfians, as it 
| appeareth 
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appeareth in Cicero's oration for Flaccw, Yet notwithſtanding, 

Pautand Iohn the Evangeliſt preached the doarine and lighr of 
the Goſpell ro this poore and deſpiſed people,io that the Myft- 
ans, which werea contemptible and abhominable nation before 
all the world, were not ſo before God, for they were conuerted at 
the preaching of 79h» and Paul - From whence he ſaith, Votmany 
wiſe according to the fleſh, not many mig htie, not many noble , but God 
hath choſen the fooliſh things of thu wdr ld, that they might confute and 
onerthrow thewiſe,c#c.1.Cor.l, 

In times palt they were a great people,though of ſmal eſtima- 
tion, for they had vnder their iuri{diQion, Lydia, Caria, Perga- 
mus, Thyatira, Sardis, Philidelphia, and Laodicea; to many of 
which 70h» wrote his Revelation. Alſo (as Herodotme ſaith, Lib. 7.) 
the Myfians and Teucrians, before the Trojan war, paſt into Eu- 
rope, and there woon and held Thracia, Macedonia, and all the 
land tothe Adriatick ſea, &c, 


of Troas. 


His citie Troas, where Paul raiſed Eutichus (which ſignt- 

fies happie or fortunate) from death to life, A&5.10, ſtood: 
vpon the ſea of Helleſpont in Afia the lefle 720 miles from Teru- 
ſalem Northweſtward, Aztigonxs king of Afia called it Troas,be- 
cauſe it was in the countrey where Troy was. But after the death 
of Alexander he called it after his owne name Antigonia: And the 
better to honour ir, kept his court there. But Lyſimachws King of 
Thrace having got this ciry into his iuriſdi&ion,beſtowed great 
coſt vpon it,and ſer vp many fair and goodly buildings, then cal- 
led itafter 4/exanders name, Alexandria,and ſoit began tobe cal- 
led Alexandria Troas,Plin.lib.s. Strabo,!.13. Ter de lots Hebraichs, . 
Now it was called Alexandria Troas © put a difference berween 
it and divers other cities of that name : for there was an Alexan- 
dria in Egypr,another in India, and many others elſewhere ; but 
only this in the countrev where Tioy ond. It was ſcituatedina 
high and ſpacious mountaine, about a mile and a balte from the 
ſhore of Propontus rowards the Eaſt, berweenwhich 8 Troads

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It isathing worthy obſeruation, to conſider by what divers 
names the ſea that lies between Europe and Aſia the lefle is cal. 
led, for betweene Conſtantinople and Calcidonia, cloſe by the 
Euxine ſea it is called Thracias 3oſphorws, in which place it is not 
aboue halfe a mile broad : here Xerxes when he invaded Grecia, 
built vpa bridge for his army to paſſe ouer. There is alſo another 
ftrait and narrow place in this ſea,which is called by the name of 
Cimmerius Boſphorius. Theſe two Boſphori are ſo called (as ſome 
authors hold) becauſe a Bull when he loweth may be heard from 
the one ſide to the other : but Pliny ſeemeth to derive thename 
from 7o, that faire maid which 7epiter turned into a Cow, who 
ſwam ouer this ſea,and of her was called Boſphorwlib, 6.cap.1, It 
1s alſo called Proponties,becaulſc it lieth juſt before the Euxire ſea, 
and Helleſþont from Helle the daughter of Athamantss K.oft I icbes 
who was drowned therein : then running thence it falleth :::oa 
gulph of the Mediterranean Ocean, & there it is called the Age. 
an (ea, of «&gew King of Athens, whodrowned himſelfe therein 
for the ſuppoſed loſle of his ſonne Theſexs.Inthis ſea were itu- 
ate the Iſles of Pathmos, Mytelene, Samothrace, Chius, Lesbus, 
and many other Ifles,as you may reade in the travels of S, Paul. 


Of Samothracia,ot Samothrace, 


0 Amothraciais an Iſle of the Zgean ſea,{cituate between Tro- 
ades and Thracia, cight hundred and cightie miles from leru- 


| ſalem towards the Northweſt, cloſe to that part of Thracia, 


where Hebrus falleth intothe ſea; ſomerimes called Dardania,of 
Dardanws King of Troy, whowhen hee had flaine his brother /4- 
cis, and taken from himthe Palladjam,he came firſt into Samo- 
thracia, and then into Aſia, where ke firſt laid the foundation of 
the citie called Troy,and of that Kingdome. And although this 
Ifle at that time was called Dardania;yer becauſe of the neerenes 
that ithad to Thrace, and the altitude of rhe rocke whereon it 
ſtood, irſoone changed the name: and then eſpecially, when the 
people called Samos came thither to inhabir,who aftet their own 
name called it Samothracia. It ftood vpon ſuch a loftic place, 
that from thence all the countries round about might caſily bee 
ſcene, 
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ſeen. Arſinc? Queene of Thrace was baniſhed by Prolomegs her 
brother, into this Ifland, who after put to death all her children, 
and vſurpt vpon the kingdome of Thrace, A cruel! part in a bro. 
ther, YVire li.e/ncid.z. makes mention of this Ifland,ſfaying, 


T reiciamqae Samum que nunc Samothracia fertur. - 
And Samian-Troy,which now adayes is Samo-Thracia call'd, 


Straboalſowriteth of ir,/z.,13. And in Acts 16, it is ſaid , S, Paul 
ſailed from Troadis to Samothracia,& {o went thence into Thra- 
claand came to the city of Neapolis,

# þ His Neapolis to which P41 went, was a City of Thrace not 
far from Macedoni, 880 miles from Ieruſalem Northweſt- 
ward, called alſo of ſome Caurus. There are many other Cities 
of this name ; one in Indea, where Sichemand Sichar 
ſtood , another in Caria, a third in Africa, a fourth in Pannonia 
but aboue all, that which ſtands in Campania is moſt remarkable 
being the chiefe city of the Neapolitan kingdome.

# Þ His city in times paſt was called Crenides, becauſe of the 

veins of gold thatwere found cloſe by it. But after, P/1lip 
King of Maccdon,father of Alexander the Great, cauſed it in the 
yeare before Chriſt 354, to beere-edifiedand inlarged, and then 
after his own name called it Philippos, Irwas ſcituatedin Gre- 
ciacloſe by the river Stridon, 936 miles from Ieruſalem toward 
the Northweft) and endowed with many priuiledges. In thole 
times the gold was ſomuch increaſed in this place, thatthereue- 
nue thereof was worth vato this King more than a thouſand Ta- 
lents,which at 4500 li. the talent,amounteth to forty five M1llt- 
ons of pounds yearely, By the which means King Philip grew ſo 
rich, that he cauſedhis gold to be coincd,and called it after his 


owne name, Philippian gold. To this place 2a#/ came, and did 
many 


—— 
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many miracles,taught the Goſpell, and conuerted many. From 
hence hewrote his ſecond Epiſtle to the Corinthians,and ſent ir 
ro Corinth ; euen 292 miles. He alſo wrote an Epiſtle from 
Rome to the Chriſtians of this Towne, and ſent it them by the 
hands of Epaphroaitas,cucn 628 miles, It was afterward a Colo- 
ny of the Romans, 


of Amphipolis, 
His was a city of Macedonia, compaſſed about with theri- 
uer Strymon, from whence it tooke the name; and was di. 
{tant from Teruſalem 960 miles towards the Northweſt. Here al- 
ſo the Apoſtle Paul was, 44s 17. 


Of Apollonia. 

His wasacitieof Mygdonia ſcituated not farre from Theſ- 

ſalonica towards the Weſt, cloſe by the river Echedorus, 
948 miles from Ieruſalem towards the Northweſt : being (© cal. 
led from Capolines, which ſignifies the Sunne : ir ſtood twentie 
miles from Theſlalonica. There are many other Ciries of this 
name ; one ſcituate in Grzcia, cloſeby the Adriatick ſea , ano- 
ther, among the Iflands of Thrace ; a third, in Creet,on this fide 
the river Iſter , a fourth, in Syria z and a fift, in Africa amongſt 
the Cyrenes. 


Of Theſſalonia or Theſſalonica. 

—— was 4 Citie of Macedon, in ancient times called Halia, 

becauſe it ſtood vpon the ſea;after,called Therma,of the hot 
bathes that were in it;and laſtly, Theſſalonica,of P/1lzp the ſonne 
of 4myntas King of the Macedonians,who gaue it that name ei- 
ther of the great victory thar he had againſt the Theſſalonians,or 
elſeafter the name of his daughter called Theſſalonica, who was 
the mother of Caſſandrus-it ſtqgd cloſe by the Thermaick gulph,

publiquely in this city,and there conuerted a great multitude of 
people, 4.17, Hee alſo wrote two Epiſtles to the inhabitants

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Inthe time of Theodsſins the firſt, Emperor of Rome, there hap. 
ned by reaſon of ſome diſcontent , a grieuous ſedition among (t 
the Theffalonians, inwhich ſtirre ſome of his captains & gouer- 
nors were {lain. VVherefore the Emperor(hauigng intclligen of 
whathad hapned)lentanarmy againſt thecity, with owe to 
put ro death a certain numberot thoſewbo had rebeHedzlvhence 
it hapned that the eity was filled with mafiy yniyſt flaughters:far 
the ſoldiers reſpecting more their priuat profit than the equitie 
of the cauſe, ſpared neither innocentnor nocent,yong norold; ſo 
that as well the inbabitanrs as ſtrangers that reſorted thither did 
partake of this miſcrie,and ſuffered like puniſhment as did they 
which were the firſt authors of this rebellion. - 
But becauſe the emperor was conſenting vnto theſe euils, 49- 
broſe Biſhop of- Millaznewould not fuffer him withour publique 
repentance to come to'the ſacrament of the Lords fupper:where- 
fore ina publique aſſembly bee acknowledged his offencewith 
oreat Contrition, Theodor.li.5 .ca 17, S6Xi.7.04.24. 

This town was afterward purchaſed by the Venetians, of A#- 
dronichus Pal evlogus ſon of Emanuel Emperor of Conſtantinople; 
who held it a long time, vntill 4-w7arh Emperorof the Turkes 
won it from them,and exerciſed grieuous cruelty vponthe inha- 
bitants, At this day it is afaire and goodly city, wherein is tobe 
ſeen 2.3 Churches,and is inhabited both by:Chriſtians, Iews,and 
Turks,as Sebaſtian Munſter faith:burt the greareſtmumber is lows, 
whoare partly merchants,partly of other rrades;their number in 
this place(as ic is ſaid by ſome of theirown nation)is 14000, and 
they haue 8o ſynagogues :but they are conſtrained to weare yel-

+ & His was the moſt famous City of all Grecia, the mother of 
Arts,and a bountifull nouriſher of large and mighty Colo- 
nies,in that partof Achaia called Ace or Attica. It was ſcitua- 
ted ypon the ſhoreof the Mediterranianſea,720 miles from Ieru- 
ſalem Weſtward®It tooke name from a Diuine knowledge ; for 
the word is deriued of 5uc and »it, i. the minde of God. It was firſt 
built by Cecrops, ftue yeares before Xoſes fled out of Egypr into 
the land of the Midianites,and of him called Cecropia. This Ce. 
crops was the firſt King thereof, and there ſucceeded him ar leaſt 
40,both famous & worthy princes. But after it was called Mop- 
ſonia,of Mopſus K.of Theſlaly:and after Ionia,which name it held 
for a while:and laſtly Athens,dedicated to Pallas (which goddeſl: 
the Grecians ſay was born of the brain of 1upiter) which nameit 
helda long timeaſfter; There lined in this city S9/on,Socrates, Pls 
te, Ariftortle, Demoſthenes, and many other excellent Philoſophets, 


It was ſcituated vpon a faire and ſtrong Rocke, beaurified with] | 
many.goodly Temples and buildings ;=bae principally that off i 


Mineud was:moſt ſumptuous, in which there hunga;great'num- 
herof Lampes, which, gaue a continuall light, There'was alſo 
the Monaſtericof the holy Virgins,and the-umage of Pal/as made 


all ofwhite Ivorie very curious ard coſtly, There were-many| 


Schools, Calledges,and pleaſant gardens in which Philoſophers 
vied towalk, and it abounded with ſweet and deleable muſick, 
and with great reſort of Merchants and Schollers. To conclude, 
in thoſe times it was the moſt notable city in theworld. 
 Moreouer, there weremany profitable hauens for the receit 


_ of ſhips, but thatwhich was called Pirxumexceeded, being ca-

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ning to the city(wherot. Terence writeth in Eunuch. Act.3.Sceng) 
At this day it is called Porto-Lini, fortified with two wals foure 
miles in length,exrending tothe hill Munichya, the {yrname of 
Diana(being compaſted inthe figureof a Cherſoneile, 8 fo ioy- 
ned to the city of Athens.

l hath beene three times deſtroyed ; firſt by Xexes and cHar- 
arins,which bappened in the yeare before Chriſt 479. Then by 
Lyſander,whobroke downe an hundred paces of the wall, and; al- 
moſt vtterly deſtroyed their ſhips, and broke downe-the hauen of 
Petza. Itwasalto fore opprefied by the. Romans, and they alſo 
brake downe their hauen and burnt their ſhippes, but ſpared the 


| towne, and held'it in great eſtimation. But it was the third time 


ouerthrowne and viterly deſtroyed by the Turks,who both chan- 


-] ged the place and name of the city, after it had flouriſhed 3113 


yeares. Artthis day it is diuided intothree parts', and called by 
the name of Sethina , becauſe obthevyarietie of the inhabitanes 
that liue in it, being very well peopled, and a faire and ſpatious 
City, -but much altered from that itwas in times paſt, For al- 
ough before it was the very mother of eloquence, and glory-of 
Artica, yetarthis day it is ſo: much altered,itha cheir language 
is baſe, and theirglory iseclipicd. /The/vppermoſt part of the 
city,where formerly the temple ſtand dedicared tothe vaknown 
God, is now wholly and abſolutely in the hands of the Turkes,in 
which they haue built a firong and almoſt inuineible Caſtle, 
which hach the commandof the reſt of the towne, The ſecond 
r of the towne is all ivhabited by. Ghijſtians,. In 
the third there ſtandetha fair and goodly Palace,ſupported with 
marble pillars,and adorned with goodly workes. Inthis part of

menr for hisoffence: But S. Pa«/ſowellbebaucd himſclfe, and 
preached with ſuch admirable eloquence and learning , that hee 
not only confared his enemies,but among others converted this 
Dionyſins CAvreopazitus, who was afterwards the-firſt Biſhop of A+ 
thens (as Ewſeb.ſaith,/ib.4.capi23.) and went captive with 7au/ to 
Rome,and from thence to Paris in France,where he ſuffered mar-

Itwas a faite and goodly citie, very commodiouſly built, for 
it ſtood betweene the two ſeas of Ionium and Zgeum, fo that 
there reſorted thither great multitude of Merchants from all 
places, Cloſeby the citic there ſtopd a ſteepe mountaineqwhich 
waSas it were a bulwarke for the defence thereof, being 560 feet 
bigb,and called Acrocorinthus,that is,the g/ory and ftrength of the 
Corinthians, It was alſocompaſſed about with ſtrong walls, and 
beautified with many goodly buildings and temples, but aboue 
the reſt, the Temple of Yenis was had ip great reputation, which 
(as $:rabofaith)ſtood vpon the top of the mountaine Acrocorin. 
thus, wherein there were aboue a thouſand Maides proſtituted 
cucry yeare. This Temple was had in ſuch great honour, and 
was ſo gloriouſly built, thataboue all the places of the world 
there was reſort vnto it, Cloſe by ir ſtood the ancient caſtle ca 


the fountaine of Pyrenededicated to the Muſes. T 
Therewere many mightie Princes that ruled in this citic, as 


| _a4lehes whowas King thereof at ſuch time as Samuel judged If 


11 [rael, which was 1103 yeares before Chriſt ; hee beſtowed great 


coſt vpon it, ſer vp many faireand goodly buildings, and ruled 
oucr it thirtie and fine yeares, as Erſebius ſaith. After him there 
ſucceeded many Kings, by whoſe worthineſſe and prowefle it 
was ſo much infarged,and made ſo famous, that itwas little infe- 
riour to the citieofRome: forat ſuch time as Embaſſadors were 
ſent thence to intreare of ſome buſinefle concerning the ſtate, the 
Corinthians did not let ro give them many reprochfull tearmes, 
as 5tyabo ſaith, /:6,8, becauſe of which infolencie the Romans 
ſent Lucius Miwmmes the Comal, into Grztia, who beſteged Co. 
rnth,and within a ſhort rim&rooke ir, and burnt it downe to the 
ground, in the yeare before Chriſt, r 45, of which you may reade 
more in Florys, and in the ſecond Decad of Zyxie. It was a mar- 
uellous rich Towne, and abounded with gold, filuer, and coſtly 
braiſe, alſo with plate, and curious piRures : fo that although 
Mwummins conquered Corinth, yet Corinth conquered — :

kd Syſyphius,builtall of white Marble and a little below thar, 
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for rhe citizens thereof were ſo bewitched with the riches and 
glory of this towne, that they forgot their ancient ſcueritie, and 
with violence followed their vices,as Saluff ſaith,/zb.1. So that's 
before Corinth abounded with luxurie and diners other abho. 
minable euils,as whoredome,adulterie, fornication, couetouſnes, 
idolatry, rapine, and murther: ſo Rome in future ages became a; 
bad or worſe than 1t, . | 
Thus ir continued waſte from that time till lime Ceſar was 
Emperour of Rome,who hauing trauelled into thoſe parts of the 
world, and ſcene the ruines of this citie, and the profirale fcitua. 
tion for traffique, cauſed it tobe rebuilded : after which time it 
began to grow great & ſpacious, little inferiour to; the formerin 
glory,and no lefle corrupted with vices, hauing forgot the former 
miſerie which it ſuſtained by the hands of the Romans ; and fo 
continued from the yeare before Chriſt 44,vntill the yeare afte 
Chriſt 41, atwhich time Pau/came thither & preached the. Gol- 
pell, by whoſe diuine docrine and godly;life and conuerſation, 
they were conuerted from their cujll courſes,and lined more ho 
lily and honeſtly, as appeareth by the two Epiſtles of Saint Pau 
wrote from Philippos tothe inhabitants of this towne. 
_ - But after, they falling from their faith and forfaking their at- 
cient integritie, the Lord puniſhed them with a ſecond deſolati. 
ON ; forat ſuch time as 4#rath Emperor of the Turkes grew to 
eminencic,and had conquered Thefſalonica, Boztia,and Atticg 
he came into this Iſthums, and made all Peloponeſſus tributary 
to him, Then after hin. 24a/omet the ſecond(although the inhs 
bitants of Corinth had fortified their citie with three walls, and 
made it ſo ſtrong that it was thought to be almoſt inuincible)be- 
fieged it and woon it, 413.Dom.1458.about fix yeares after Con- 
ftantinople was conquered by the Turkes. But now it is in the 
command of the Venetians,and that, andall the countrey is cal- 
led by the name of Morea, as it appeareth in the Turkiſh Hiſto-

N the yeare after the Natiuitie of Chriſt, 53, Pau/went from 

Antiochia in Syria,and came to Galatia,and Laodicia in Phry- 

214,and thence wrote his Epiſtle ro Timothy,as irappeareth by 
the ſubſcription ofthat Epiſtte,which was 380 miles. 

From Laodicea hee went to Epheſus, which was 280 miles ; 
and there appointed Timothy to be a Bithop, and daily diſputed 
in the ſchooleof acertaine Tyrant, and did many miracles, as it 
appeareth, 44s 1 9, 

From Epheſus he came to Troada,whichwas 200 miles,where 


.| when he could nor find Titws he was troubled in ſpirit, 2 Cor.2, 


From Troada hee ſailed into Macedonia, and came to Philip- 
pos, which was 232 miles: from hence hee wrote his Epiſtles to 
the Corinthians, and ſent them to Corinth , which was 292 
miles. 

In the ſame yearealſo, Paul paſſing through Grzcia, (ineuery 
place where he came, preaching and viſiting the churches, Ac. 
19.) at-length came to Corinthus,which was 480 miles. 

-1nthe5 7yeare. after the Nativitie of Chriſt, when Pal had 
wintred among the Corinthians; in the Spring (that hee mighr 
auoyd the deceits of the Iewes who went about totake away his 
life, hee went thence and returned to Philippos, which was 292 
miles, where he celebrated the feaſt of.Penticoſt, 47s 2. 

From thence he ſailed to Troada, which was 232 miles, where 
he raiſed Extichus from death to life, As 20. 

From Troada he went to Aſſa,which was thirtic and fix miles, 
Adts 20, = 8 

From Afſſahe ſailed co Mileten,which was 769 miles, A?s.20, 

From Mileten he went to Chius,which was 64 miles, 4#s 20, 

From Chius he ſailed tro Samus,which was 60 miles,and con. 
tinued in the Ifle of Trogylius which was cloſe by Samus, as ?/. 
ſaith, þ6,5.cap.3.and Strabogegp. 13s ot IL 
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From Trogylius hee ſailed by Epheſus, and came to Miletus, 
which was 160 miles. From thence hee ſent Meſſengers to the 
Miniſters of Epheſus, commanding them to haue a ſpecial! care 
tothe flockeof Chriſt, which he had purchaſed with his pretious 
bloud ; and added that he was ſo much the more importunate in 
that behbalfe becauſe they ſhould neuer ſee him againe : Where. 
fore they embraced Paul with great lamentations and forrow,

From Myletus he & his companions went with adire@& courſe 
to the Iſland of Cous,which was 200 miles, A#s 21. 

From thence.the next day they went to Rhodes, which was 
84 miles, 

From Rhodes they went to Patara,which was 100 miles. 

From Patara they ſayled to Tyrus, leauing, Cyprus vpon the 
left hand, which was 3 60 miles, where hee found certaine Diſct- 
ples,and remained there feuen daies, 4s 21. 

From Tyrus Pas! and his companions failed to. Ptolomais, 
which was 24 miles. - 

From thence they came to Czfarea Strato, which was 44 
miles; there they remained in the houſe of Ph:/ip the Euangelift, 
who was one of the ſeuen Deacons with Stephen, As 21. 

From thence Pas/went to Teruſalem,which was 32 miles, and 
there about the feaſt of Penticoſt he was taken by the Iewes, im- 
priſoned and ſcourged, 4s 21.. Atthis time Pax! was about 47 
yeares of age, Soall theſe Trauels were 3396 miles.

þ hog Ife and towne of Mitylene is ſcituated in the Agean ſea, 
624 miles from Icruſalem toward the Northweſt. In times 
paſt called Lesbus,which obfained the whole juriſdiction & go. 
vernment of Troada. It is in compaſle 136 miles, and containeth 
in length from the North to the South 5 6 miles. Int is found 
much matter for the making and calking of ſhips : there was ma- 
ny goodly cities in it,as Mitylene and Pyrrha, which ſtood vpon 
the Weſt part of it; alſo the Metropolitan called Lesbos, Ere(- 
ſus, the haven of Antiſſa, and Mithymna. Of Lesbos in times 
paſt this whole Iſle was called Lesbus, vatill the citicof Mity- 
lene grew famous, being ſo called of 2tylene the daughter of 
Macharu,as Diodorws ſaith,/r9.4. and after that cities name itwas 
called Mitylcne, There were many other goodly cities which 
ſtood in this Iſle,but they were either conſumed by earthquakes 
or drowned by the ſea, The land thereof was very pleaſant and 
fruicfull, bringing forth grapes, whereof there wasavery excel- 
lent and cleere wine made,which they of Conſtantinople princi- 
pally liked : there isalſo found great ſtore of Cypreſſe,Pines,and 
plenty of figs comethence, Their horſes are very ſtrong, but of 
a low ſtature : itis very mountainy, and peſtred with wild beaſts, 
There were many famous men that liued and were borne in 
this country ; as Pittachw one of the ſeuen Wiſe-men of Grzce, 
Aliezs the Poet, and Alcimeniats his brother, Diophanes the Ora- 
tor,and Theophanes who wrote the acts of Pompey the Great, (as it 
appeareth in T»/lies Oration for Archia) Theophraſtus alſo that 
notable Philoſopher, (who at firſt was called Tyriamanns, then 
Euphraſtus,that it,a 900d Orator) and laſtly, Theophraſtus, that is, 4 
dinine Orator:this man was an excellent Perapateticke,and ſcho]- 
ler to Ariſtotle, whom he ſucceeded in his ſchoole, and had two 


thouſand ſchollers,

Fitrwvias the Archite& maketh mention of Mitylen-in his firſt 
booke, ſaying that it was a very magnificent city,and rarely buil- 
ded, but very badly ſcituated, for when the South winde did 
blow,the inhabitants grew ſicke ; when the Welt, they coughed, 
and when the North wind did blow they were made well. Not- 
withſtanding the Apoſtle Paul and his companions came to this 
Citie,as it appeareth, 4s 20. At this day it is voder the lurifdi. 
ctionof the Turkes,and is called by the name of Midilfy.

Of Chius, 

= is an Iſle ſcituated in the Zgean ſea,diſtant from Teruſa- 

lem 600-miles towards the Northweſt, being 112 miles in 
compaſſe; the principall citie thereof is called Chios,taking the 
name,as ſome ſay from the Maſticke tree, which ſweateth out a 
certaine gum,of the Syrians called Chian,and by vs Maſtick:this 
Maſtick is the beſt in thoſe parts of the world. Zphorws calleth it 
by theantient name Zralia ; but C/eobulas, Chia ; either becauſe 
of the Nymph called Chion, or elſe becauſeof the whiteneſſe of 
the ſoile:there are others that call it Patyuſiazand there are ſome 
who deriue the name of Chius from the temple of L4pollo that 
ſtandeth in it,called Chion, There ſtands in it afaire and goodly 
mountaine called Pellenzum, from whence the inhabitants dig 
very excellent marble. Alſo intimes paſt the beſt Malmfey came 
thence, but in theſe dates it is brought from Creet. 


Of Samns, 

TY: His is an Iſle and Citie ſcituated in the /Egean Sea,vpona 

high or loftie piece of ground, ſo that from thence the inha- 
birants may ſce into all the Countries neere adjoyning, lying, 
vpon the coaft of Epheſus and Ionia, 560 miles from Icruſalem 
toward the Northweſt ; it was in compaſſe 88 mules, very fertile 
and pleaſant, much exceeding Chius, although it brought forth 
no Wine. Inrtimes paſt itwas called Artemiſia, Parthenea, and. 
Stephane; taking thoſe names from a crowne or wreath of ſweet 
ſmelling floures,of which therewere great plenty inthis Iſle:the 
Poers feigne-that 7zns was borh borne and benngke vp in it; and 
arro ſaith, That therewas a faire ad ſtately Temple dedicated 
| vaTro- 
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vnto her, where ſolemne feruice and the rites of Marriage were 
yearely celebrated. Pythagores the Philoſopher was borne here , 
and one of the Sybels (which prophecied of the comming of 
Chriſt)lived here. S.Paul aliocame to this Ile, and conuerted 
many,as appeareth, 4s 20. 

There is another Iſlecalled Samus, fcituated vpon the coaſt of 
Epirus,not far from the gulph of Ambracius,called alſo Cepha- 
lenia, not far from the promontorie of Actium, where LY#7uſtus 
ouercame -4»tonixs , in honour of which viRory he built vpa ci- 
tie and called it Nicapolis,8&s. 


Of Trogyllium, 
His is a promontorie and town not far from Epheſus, ſcitu- 
ared in Aſia mivor, at the foot of the Mountaine Mycales, 
foure miles and ſomewhat more from Samus, where Pal ſtaied, 
AdF.20.Itisdiftant from Ieruſalem 460 miles toward the North. 
weſt. There are which ſay,that S.Pas/Naied at a certaine Ile joi- 
ning cloſe to this promontory, called after that, by the nameof- 


Trogylium, See $rrabogltb, 14. 


Of HMyletns, 

His was a famcus city, ſcituated vpon the borders of Ionia 

and Czſaria,cloſe by the ſhore of the Agean ſea, r04 miles 
from Ieruſalem rowards the Northweſt. The Potts fein,that-71- 
letus,who was the firſt builder of this citie, was the ſon of _4pols, 
and called it after his owne name Myletus: but 5:r4b0,416.12. 
thinketh that it was rather built by Sarpedon the fonne of upiter, 
and brother to Radamanthus and Mines, and by him was called 
Myletus, from another Citie of the ſame name, which flood in 
Crete. The wooll that commeth from this towne is wonderfull 
ſoft,and ſingular good for many purpoſes; bur it was principally 
vſed to make cloth of, which they died into an excellent purple 
and tranſported into many places. There were many famous men 
that either lined or were borne in this towne ; as Thales Mileſins 
one of the ſeuen Wiſe-men of Grzce, Anaximander,who was his 
ſcholler, LAvaximenes and Hecatens the Hiſtorian ; alſo Eſchenes 
the Orator, (nothe that contended with Demoſthenes who taking 
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roo much libertic againſt Pompey was baniſhed) Timethim the 
muſician,and P:ttacxs the Philoſopher, beſides many others, 


Burt of all theſe, Thales M:leſive was held ingreateſt eſtimation, 


becauſe he was thought to be the firſt rhar taught natural Philo. 
ſophic and the Mathematicks amongſt the Grecians. He was the 
firſtalſo that foretold of the Eclipſe of the Sun, about ſuch time 
as the battell was fought berweene Cyaxares father of Aſtyages 
King of the Medes, and Hallyattes father of Craſus K.of the Lidi- 
ans, which was abouc the 44 Olimpiad. There came vnto him a 
certaine man, who asked him what was the hardeſt thing in the 
world , he anſwered. ſe;pſum nſce, to kyow himſelfe, Another came 
to him,and askt him how he might do toliue juſtly;he anſwered,

things which we reprehend in athers, He died about the 58 Olympi- 
ad, Meletus at this day is called Melaſa. 


Of Conus. 


| — is one of the Cyclad Iſlands, lying in.the Zgean ſea,bor- 
dring vpon Caria;being ſo called from the Vaults and eaues 
that are in it,and diſtant from Ieruſalem 524 miles.It hathaciry 
called after the ſame name, wherein therewasa ſtately Temple 
built in honour of /zxo , & another ſtanding in the ſuburbs therof 
dedicated to £ſc#/apizs:this wasa very ſumptuous temple, and 
wade very rich, becauſe of the many preſents and gifts that were 
ſent and dedicated to ir. VWhenthe Romanes had obtained the 
command of this Iſle, 027av:ae the tather of Augufius Ceſar,tooke 
our of this temple a naked Yeyws, which was a goodly image, and 
carried it with him to Rome in honour of his progenitors, who. 
derived their progenie from her.

ty lived that notable Painter called Protogines, which Apeles con- 
quered in that ſcience,as Pliny ſaith,/zb.35.ca.10. 

Demetrius King of AfiaereCted a notable Colloſſus or Statue 
of the Sunin this Iſle,which that notable caruer Chares made;be. 
ing outwardly all of pure braſſe, but within nothing but ones , 
it was. ſeuentie cubits high, and ſo artificially made, that it was 
accounted for one of thewonders of the world. Afterward it was 
carried into Zgypt by the Agyptians who woon the towne, This 
Iſle is famous to this day: in times paſt it was accounted one of 
the keys of Chriſtendome,bur at this day ſubje& vato the Turk:

Of Patara. 


| PArara was a Citie of Licia, fo called of Patarus the builder 
thereof ; who was the ſonne of _1pollones, or Lacones, as Strabo 
and Serviss ſaith ; it was ſcituated vpon the South ſide of Aſia 
the leſſe, cloſe by the ſhore of the Mediterranean ſea, 408 miles 
from Ieruſalem towards the Northweſt, Ptolomens Philadelphins 
K.of Zgypt inlarged this city,and called it after his ſiſters name, 
Ar ſinoes Lyſiaca, to puta difference betweene it and other Cities 
called after that name for there was an Arſinoe in ZEgypr, and 
another neere Cyrene, where Apollo in certaine Moneths of the 
winter ſeaſon(by the help of the Divel)gaucanſiveg to them that 
| ſought 


therefore this Ifland was dedicated to the Sunne ; for as Sel:»y; || 
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fought after him. S.Paul was in this towne, Ads 11, There was 
alſo another towne of this name in Achaia, where S. Andrew was 


- crucified. 
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T he Tranels of S.Paul when he was taken captine and 
carried Priſoner to Rome, 


N the 57 yeare after the natiuitie of Chriſt, Paul being then 
47 yeares of age,by the command of Claudius Lyſime was taken 
and ſcourged by the Iewes, and brought thence to Antipatris 
by night (becauſe there were forty Iewes which had ſworne his 


death) which was 12 miles, 4s 2 2,23,24. 
From Antipatris hee was brought to Czſarea Strato, which 


was 23 miles, where he was brought before Felix (who was Pre- 
fident for the Ro:nans in thoſe parts) and was captiue there for 
the ſpace of two daies, Acts 24,25,26. 


& Inthe 59 yere after the natiuitie of Chriſt, Paul being then 49 


yeares of age or thereabouts, was ſent by Portius Feſtua Preſident 
of the Iewes,to Rome: ſo Pau! ſailed from Czſarea Strat, to Si- 
don,which was 84 miles, 4&s 27. | 

From thence Paw! ſailed cloſe by Cyprus, becauſe the winde 
was contrarie, and came to the ſea ouer againſt Cilicia (which 
was very troubleſome)and ſo paſſing by Pamphilia they came to 
Myra,which was 480 miles. : 

Looſing from Myra they ſailed to Gnidum, which was 248 
miles, As 27. 

From Gnidum they ſailed towards the South, and came to 
Crete,and ſo paſſed by the townesof Salmo, Laſza,and Afſus, 
and ſo came to Phaenicia,which was 180 miles. : 

From Phcenicia they came to-the Iſland of Claudia, which 


was x08 mules. 

From the I{land of Claudia they came to Melite, which now 
is called Malta; in which place they ſuffered ſhipwracke, and 
Pal ſhooke off the Viper off his hand into the fire, and did = 
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nie other miracles,whichwas 720 miles. 

From Malra they ſailed in a ſhip of Alexandria,to Syracuſus, 
in Sicilia, which was 180 miles : Paul at this time was 50 yeares 
of age, Ads 28. 

From Syracula they ſailed to Regium,which was 52 miles. 

From thence they went to Puteola,which was 1 64 miles, 

From Puteola they went to Apiforum, which was 12 miles: 
there certaine Chriſtians of Rome came to meer them, aboue 22 
miles,and receined Paul with great friendſhip. 

From Apiforum they led him to Trivatera,which is fix miles, 
and there he met more Chriſtians. 

From Tribatera he went to Rome, being 16 miles, wherehee 
remained two yeares priſorer,and there wrote his Epiſtles to the 
Galathians, Epheſians, Philippians,Coloſhans,Philemon,and the 
Hebrews : {o all theſe Trauels were 2 300 miles, 

And in the whole, from his firſt beginning, vatill his being | 
priſoner in Romewere, 10270 miles. | 

But being deliuertd our of priſon, the laſt ten yeres of hisage 
hedid not only preach the Goſpell in Aſia and Creta, where he 
appointed hisdiſciple Timothy tobe a Biſhop,and in Macedonia, 
(where being in Neapolis hewrote an Epiſtle to T7t«-,and ſent it 
co him aboue 30o miles to the Iſle of Creta) butallſo he preacht 
the Goſpel),and ſpred the word of God abroad in the countrie of 
Spaine, Rom.r5 which 1s diſtant from Icruſalem 2800 miles:and 
being the ſecond time impriſoned in Rome, he wrote his ſecond 
Epift.to Timothy,8& ſent ic aboue 996 miles to Epheſus:nort long 
after,he was beheaded in Rome, in the place called Yia 0ftenſi,

Ar ſuch time 
as Dide built Carthage(which is thought to be 890 years before 
Chriſt) Battws was King of this Iſle,and held a confederacy with 
Dido : forwhen Hyarbas King of the Gelutians made watrre vpon 
Dido,becauſe he conld not obtain her in matrimony, ſhe recetued 
ayd from this Battas;and when for the loue of «£&7eas ſhe had kil. 
Ied her ſelf, Hyarbas hauing conquered Carthage, baniſhed her (i. 
ter 4»nne,who was entertained by this Battus.But Hyarbas taki 
that vnkindly,made war vpon Battws,and conquered the Iſland of 
Malta ; ſo it continued in the juriſdiction of the Carthaginians 
along time after, vntill the Carthaginians were conquered by 
the Romans ; and then one Titus Sempronis (about ſuch time as 
Hanniba/ brought his army before Trebia)woon 1t,2 17 yeares be- 
fore Chriſt. And after it continued vader the juriſdiction of the 
Romans 130 yeares,and then itwas conquered by the Saracens , 
bur they held it not long, for Roger Norman King of Yicilia got it 
our of their power, 47.D.1090. And ſo1t continued inthe bands 
of the Sicilians til -4».Dom.1520s And then Chatles the fiftbe- 
ing Emperor,gaue it to the Knights of ſaint 70b»,vpon condition 
that they ſhould oppoſe the Turkesgallies,and deiend that part 
of Chriſtendome. -So the Knights of S.7o4z together with theiy 
gouernor ſailed to Malta, & o fortifedit,that it is impoſſible to 
be taken vnleſſc by famine or treaſon. There were many famous 
Biſhops that lived in this place, and very deuout Chriſtians. In 
the time of the Eifhcror Theodoſius there was a Councel held, at 
which were preſent 240 Biſhops, At this day this Biſhopricke is 
ſubie tothe Archbiſhop of Palermo ; and the.chiefe gquerne- 
ment of the Iſle is in the power of the Knights of $.

T His was a City of the Ifle of Sicilia,built by one Archiaof 

Corinth, ſtanding cloſe by the ſea ſhore on the,North ſide 
of the Ile, 2756 miles from Ieruſalem towards the Weſt. It was 
a faireand goodly city,inantient time called Tetrapolis,becauſe 


-Kwas diuided into three parts ;.one of which parts ſtood in the 
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ſea,and with that famous fountain Arthuſia, The other part was 
called Acradine, and the third Tycha ; to which in after-times 
there was built vpa fourth, and called by thename of Neapolis. 
All this city was compaſſed in with three walls, ſo ſtrong and fo 
admirably fortified both by Nature and Arr, that it oppoſed the 
Carthaginians in cquatl war. Itwas called Syracuſa, from draw- 
ing or ſucking ; and in proceſſe oftime obtained the whole juril. 
diction and government of that l{le , which was ſowell peopled 
in the time of Diony/iz the Tyrant, that hewas able to make and 
maintaine an Army of one hundred thouſand foot, and ewelue 
thouſand Horle.. There were.two hauens in that part which was 
called Ortygia, ſomaruelloully tortified with ſuch huge Rockes 
and other munition, that they were wonderfull ro lookevpon. 
There alſo ſtood a Caſtlepr Tower called by the name of Mer- 
Ccia, which was ſo' ſtrong, that when all the reſt of che Town was 
conquered, yet that maintained VVarre for a _ time. In this 
Hold the Kings and Tyrants of this Countrey vſually kept their 
Treaſures and other-things that were materiall. There were ma- 
ny worthy and-famous Princes ruled 1n it; but above them all, 
Dionyſiua the elder exceeded the reſt, Who when hee ſaw what 
aboundance of Veſſels of gold and filuer Dionyſizs the younger 
had heaped together, cried outand ſaid, 7» te Regins affecius non 
eſt, qui ex tanta poculorum vi amicum neminem conciliaſti : That is, 
Verily the mindeof a King is not in thee, that out of ſo many 
Cups couldeſt not procure one Friend. For after hee was bani- 
ſhed, and conſtrained to keepe a Schoole. Both theſe D7iony/zans 
were learned men and great Philoſophers, It is thoughe that this 
Iſland was ſometime a part of Italy, and ioyning tothe field of 
Brutiw ; but in time through the violence of the ſea ſeparat from

- current,that it is very dangerous for mariners (eſpecially ſuch as 


are ignorant) to ſaile thatway. Wherefore the Poets madethis 
verſe, to ſignifiea man that ſtood ina dangerous and doubrfull 
eſtate; 

Deciait in Scyllam cupiens vitare Charibaim. 


Seeking to ſhun Charibdis curled waves, 
He thruſts himſelfe into ſtern Scylla's jawes.. 


But that mariners mightauoid theſe dangerous places, vpon the 
North angle of Sicilia in the promontorie of Petorus there is e. 
zeQeda lofty tower, ftandingas a ſea mark,thatſo they by that di- 
zetion might eſcape theſe dangerous places. Not far from Seil- 
fari is to be ſeen another town, of that rock called Scyllacus, bur 
of the inhabirants it is commonly called Scyglius or Scyglio;. 
and Rhegium alfoat this day is called Rezoand Reggio;of Ldn- 
8immef us Captain of Chalcedon:and as Stra.(;.6, ſaith, is ſcitua- 
ted in Calabria,13 32 miles from Jeruſalem Weſtward. 
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Of Puteoli, 


T His city is in Campania,a countrey of Italy not farre from 
Naples, ſcituated on the ſea ſhore, 1388 miles from leruſa. 
kem Weſtward;taking that name from fountains or Wels of hat 
water,being built by the Salamians, as Euſeb:m faith. about ſuch 
time as the 7arquins were baniſhed Rome, 507 yearcs ':efore the 
natiuitie of Chriſt. It was antiently called Diczarchia, becauſe 
of their ſingular juſtice & noble gouernment. But wh-2 the Ro. 
mans made war againſt Hannibel,they fortified this towr: ro with- 
ſtand his forces, and then called it Puteoli, which nam it rerai- 
ned a long time after. Ar this day it is called Puzzoli. 

At this city the Apoſtle Paul & his companions ariued when 
they ſailed into Rome, As 27, Between Puteol!i and Baia there 
li th the lake of Lucrinus, intowhich by the command of Augs- 
fu Caſar,a Dolphin was thrown, Now there was a young Youth 
called S;mn,the ſon of a poore man dwelling in Baia,who vſuall 
played among other youths vpon the banks of this lake, aud ſee- 
ing the Dolphin (ir being a ſtrange fiſh in thoſe parts, and verie 
amiable to lovke vpon) did take greatdelight init, and oft times 
fed itwith bread and other things as he could get: infomuch as 
the Dolphin when it heard the boyes voicevpon the banks of the 
river, would-reſort to him & receive at his hand his accuſtomed 
food. Thus it continued ſo long, that the Dolphin would ſuffer 
the boy to handlehim, take him by the gils, play with him, yea 
and ſomtimes to get vpon his backe,then ſwim with him a grear 
way into the lake,and bring him back again,and ſuffer him rogo- 
ſafevponthe ſhore. After this manner hee continued for many 
yeares together,and inthe end the youth died. Yetthe Dolphin 
reſorted to his vſuall place,expeRing his accuſtomed: food from: 
the hands of this boy;but miffing him, be left the ſhore, languiſhe 
way and died. Concerning the nature ofthis fiſh youmay read' 
more at large in Pliny ,{ib.g,cap.8.

+ & His City is ſcituated in Phrygia acountrey in Aſia minor, 

neere the rivers of Lycusand Meander, 5 20 miles from Te: 
ruſalem Northweſtward, not farreifrom Laodicea;ſocalled from 
the mighty Ratues and Colofio's that were ſet yp in it. Theſe ci-/ 
ties, Coloſſa, Laodicea,and Hierapolis(where the Apolile P/lip. 
was put to death in the tenth yeare of: Neyo) alittle bhetore Panls 
martyrdome'were ſuake by an earthquake, which without,doubr: 
wasa great judgement of God vpottthem , becauſe they refuſed 
the grace and comfort of the doGtrite of the Goſpel offered vnto. 
them by the Apoſtles. The Epiſtle of 24u/dedicared to the Co. 
lofſians was ſentby the hand of Oreſywnrttom Rome, vnto: theſe, 
crowns, being ro80 miles. Foralthough che Rhodians were called 


Coloſtians, becauſe of that famous Coloſſus that ſtood there: yet [ 


this city wherein Archippus and Philemon dwelt(tawhom Paul dis 
rected that Epiſtle)ſiood inPbr:giaa country of Aſia minor;and 


not in Rhodes... + - 

Icopolis is a city of Macedonia,ſcituated cloſe by the riuer 
N | Neſſus,notfar from Philippusvpon the borders of Thrace; 
920 Milesfrom'Teruſalem Northweſtward. From hence the Apo- 
fHe Paalwrot his Epiſtle to Ti##4s,and ſent ir to Creet, 600 miles, 
There are many other cities of this name:one ſtanding in Epyre, 
built by 4»guſts ; another betweena Cilicia and Syria, built by 
Alexanasr inglory of his victorieagainſt Darivs. A fourth in Bys 
thinjag fift inthe holy landgformerly called Emaus, 1

And who knowes not that the beginning of 
this City was meane, raiſed from a confuſed conipany, deſtitute

It was ſocalled at firſt by Rowwlrs (as Livy; lib.l, Gaith) who 
firſt built it, ſcuen hundred fifty and ane yeares before the Na- 


tivitie of Chriſt ; being ſcituated pon ſeuenhils, that. is, Capi» 


tolinus, Aventinus ; Palatinus, Czliug;Exquilipus, Viminalis, 
and Quirinalis. Bur afrer , when the Cizy-was compaſiced about 
with walls,the hill laniculus wasincloſed wjthiait. The Vallies

Alſo the Em reror Conftantine erected many goodly churches 


for the vie of the Chriſtians, & indowed them with great means; 
and amongſt the reſt that which was dedicated ro Saint 7o/z of 
Latteran,a faireand goodly Church, and for riches and curious 
workemanſhip might compare with the ſtatelieſt Temples thar 
euer had beene in the world , moſt of thearnamenes and images 
beeing made of Gold and Siluer : hee alſo ereed the Vattican, 


which was dedicated to Saint Peter;and another holy houſe dedi- | 


cared ro Saint Pasl; ineither of which he placed their ſeueral ſe- 
pulchres and'monuments, beſtowing extraordinary coſt robeau- 
tifie them, So manywere the gifts and gratuites of this Em- 
perour, thatthey can ſcarce beenumbred : ſothat although che 
Emperour Tr 4ja» and Bowifuce the fourth, Pope of Rome, beſtow- 
ed great coft tobeautifie and adorne the city , yet were they no- 


then beeing preſented to your viewe, you might iuftly ſay , that 
Rome in her proſperitic and eminencie was the glory of the! 
world: but as all eftates arefickleand vncertain, ftill ſubie& to 
vatictie and change, ſowas'this: firſtenuied of the world , be. | 
cauſe of the extreame oppreflton of her gouernours , and after 
made deſolate by violence and force, all her former glorie beein 
eclipſed, and the greateſt part of theſe goodly buildrngs layed 
lene!lwith the gronnd, Thus hane 1 ſhewed you what Rome 
was when it was in her proſperitie : It reſteth now to ſhew what 
Romeis. | bs 

Romeat this day differeth as much from the antient Rome, 
as the ſubſtance from the ſhadow, For although the Pope hath 
beautified and adorned the Welt part of it with many faire and 
goodly buildings,and called it by the name of new Rome. Yet 
is it nothing comparable tothe antient city,as it was when ſ*- 
guſts and Conſtantine the Great were Emperours thereof, neither 
doth it ſtand inthe antient place : for the firſt Citie ſtood vpon 
the Eaſt fide of Tyber, this vpon the Weſt. The chiefe part of 
the other ftood vpon the mountaines Capitolinus and Palati- 
nus, vpen which were the ſtately buildings of Senatours, Kings, 
and Emperors, bur now they lie deſolate and waſte. The Capt- 
tol alſo,and the Temple of Tupiter Feretrius (,00dly Buildings)

beaten to the ground , onely ſome ruins,to ſhew charſuch things 


there hath beene. Andwhat now reſtet h, that are worthienote, 
are in the commaund and power of the Pope : which are not ma- 
ny ; the moſt that can be named are the Vattican,the tower of S. 
Angelo,the Popes Pallace,bis banquetting houſe,and the gardens 
and walkes about it ; which are ſo well ſcituated, that they are a 
_=_ croall Rome, thereſt are byt ordinarie and common buil- 
ings. Thus may you ſee that there is nothing in this world but 
bath a period, to which if with much labour it attaineth, then it 
commonly declineth, ſeldome continueth : for who knowes not 
with what labour, what perills by ſea, what dangers by land, 
through how many forreine war res and Domeſticke ſeditions, 
Rome was raiſed to her greatneſſe > And how ſuddenly was all 
this loſt > What the vertue and wiſedome of graue and reſolute 
Conſuls, Captaines, and Commaunders had with great hazard 
heaped vp;thruſting their Capitol and other Treaſuries ful, with 
the triumphant ſpoiles of forreine nations , was left to be conſu- 
med either by ſeditious ſouldiers or prodigall Emperours, and 


. | theState leftasa prey to thoſe that were mightieſt: ſo that they 


were accounted moſt honourable, that wich moſt injurie could 
get tothemſelues either countenance to ouerſway authoritie, or 
opulency,to purchaſe eminency ; inſomueh that there hath been 
no aRion ſoeuill, nor any attempt ſo pernicious in former times, 
but may be matchr in the declining of the Romane ſtate. Where 
more murthers 2 where more corruption ? where more oppreſſi- 
on than is mentioned in Hiſtories to bee practiſed amongſt the 
Romans?the lives of men, the ſtate of Provinces, and the crowns 
of Kings ſold for money. But now her time is finiſhed, and her 
ruinsare left for ſucceeding ages toadmirezthat ſo in beholding, 
they might learne to know the difference betweene vertue and 
vice ; and from thence conclude, That there is nothing perma- 
nent; and that thoſe things wherein men moſt glorie, doe often- 
times ſooneſt decay, For if this citiewhich commanded the na- 
tions & Princes of the earth (whoſe Colonies, Armies, Legions, 
confederacies, and treaſures, were ſomightic, and extended ſo 
farre, that there was almoſt no countrey vaconquered, or nation 


Oo that 
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that did not feare-to heare the inhabitants cherof named)is made 
deſolate and laid leuell with the ground : what then may be ſaid 
of pettie Cities, Townes, Lordſhips, Manors, and Houſes > ſhall 
not they likewiſe be ſabic& to the like calamiries, & waſted and 
deſtroyed through the continuance of time > Verily yea : Where 

fore let not the king glorie in his power nor the ſtrong man in his 
ffreneth,nor the rich man in his riches: but let him 
that glericth glorie inthe Lord,
